j 

Station AVEXR and Station WLS are both located at 
Chicaifo, Illinois. Prior to Xovemlier 11. 192^, Station 
WEXR o])ei-ated on a fre(|uency of 1040 kilocycljes using a 
power of o kilowatts in the daytime and a power of 500 
watts in the evening, and Station WLS o])erated on a fre- 
c[uency of S70 kilocycles using a power of 5 kilo\\;atts at all 
times. Station WEXR operateil on full time ea<ih day and 
Station WLS o))crated on loss than full time!. Station 
WEXR had liad reaily for opei'ation since .\])ril| 1, 1928, a 
50 kilowatt transmitter whicli it had constructed by au- 
ihoi’ity of the Commission at a cost of appi^oximately 
$500,000. l)ut which it had been piumiitted to operate prior 
to Xovember 11. 1928, only at the power of 5 kilpwatts and 
only during the daytime. (‘.\c»‘pt that it had been ipermitted 
to o]ierate e.xpei’imentally at 50 kilowatts after miidnight. 

By the general I'eallocation of bi-oadcasting sitations in 
tin* T’nited Stat(‘s effective l)y ordei- of the Comrhission on 
Xovemljer 11. 1928. both said stations were assigjied to the 
fi'eciuency of 870 kilocych's. which is a cleaixMl channel foi‘ 
high ])ower use: lioth said stations wei’e assigned a power 
of 5 kilowatts; Station WLS was allot1<-(l five-sifvenths of 
the time on said fr(‘<iuency and Station WEXR was allotted 
two-sevenths of the lime. Prioi- to the (‘lT(*ctivie date of 
said reallocation to wit: on Octolier 18,1928, Station WEXR 
a])plied to the Commission for authority to use ifs 50 kilo¬ 
watt station at full ])ower and for authority to operate for 
as great an amount of time as any high power station in 
Chicago and in any event for authority to operate on an 
equal division of time with Station WLS oiji said fre- 

5 (|uency of 870 kilocycles or for half time! on some 
other suitable frequency; and Station WLS applied 
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foi' aiiiliovity to ojx-ralc.* for I’nll t'lm* on saitl fi‘e([neney luit

'The ordei- or decision of the Commission which is ap¬ 
pealed from leaves hoth said Stations WKXK* and W'LS on 
said freipioiiey of S7ti kilocycles with the time assiuiiment 
yiveii tlami on Xoveinher 11. lll’dS. that is to say five- 
seventh' to WLS and two-sevciiths to WLXll. hut author¬ 
izes Station WLXM to u>e its t’ull power of oO kilowatts, 
and leaves Station WCMD on the t'rei|Uency and time allot¬ 
ment n'ranted to it under the reallocation of Xoveinher 11. 
Ih’JS. Station \\'LX1( a])peals from the order or decision 
of th(‘ ('ommi<sioti only with n'sjiect to its hours of opeu'a- 
t ion.

(Ifeat Lakes Mroadca'tiny ('oiiipany. apjiellant herein, 
assigns the followiii”- retisoiis 1‘or its appeal: 

1. ’The action of the Federal I’adio Commission in re- 
duciim- the time of operation of app(‘llan1's Station WKXK 
from full time (uieh day to two-sevenths of full time is un- 
reasonahle. arhitrary and discriminatory and deprives aji- 
pellant of its jiroperty riulits in said station and in the 
operation thereof and is in violation of the Fifth .\mend- 
ment to the ('oustitution of the Fnited States providiiyu" 
that no person <hall he deprived of property without due 
process of law, and that ])rivat(‘ propm'ty shall not he taken 
for pnhlic use without just compensation. 

'The order or action of the Commission in redueiiii’' 
the time of Station WFXll from full time to two-sevenths 
of full tinu'. effectiv(‘ Xoveinher 11. Ih'iS, was made or 
taken without tirst irrantin.ii' appellant, the owner of said 
station, a heariiiy,' witli resiieet to sucli reduction in time; 
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and appellant alleges on information and belief llial the 
four ('ommissioners who thereafter considered appellant's 
application for an increase of time (the ('hairnian of the 
Commission not having lieanl the evidence on .-jaid appli¬ 
cation and not voting) were e\enly divitled on thie (piestion 
of allowing appellant's Station WHXK more Ithan two- 
sevenths of full time for hi-oadcasting, two of said Commis¬ 
sioners favoring an allowance of more than Iwp-seveiiths 
and two of them oi)posing such additional allowa;nce. 

3. The effect of tlu' dc’cision oi' order ap{)ealed |from is to 

unreasonably and arbitrarily de])rive niiillions of 
7 i-adio listeners in distant parts of the Cni|t(‘d States 

and in other countI'ies of the privilege f()r live-sev¬ 
enths of the time- (e<pnvalent to live days ixu-j week) of 
listening to the superior ]>rograms of Statioi) WMXK, 
which by means nf its bO kilowatt transmitteij can give 
them valuabh' sei'viciu and to sulistitute for said| ])rogi'ams 
the ])rog!-anis of Station bVLS, which latter pi-ogi'ams, 
bi'oadcasted by thi' b kilowatt ti'ansmilttu- of Stajion WLS, 
the uncontradicted evidence in the case (hunonstrdtes cannot 
l)e received l)y such listenei's with an e(jual degi-i|e of satis¬ 
faction l)ecause of the low ])ower of said Statioii AVLS as 
com])ared with the high powei' of said Station b\|KXK. 

4. The effect of the decision oi' ordei- api)eal(j‘d from is 
to unreasonably and arbitrarily deprive millioiijs of radio 
listeners thi-oughout the Middle AVest of the pipvilcge for 
live-seveiiths of the tinn* of listening to the suptM'ior ]iro- 
grams of Station AA’KXIC which by means of its .])() kilowatt 
ti’ansmitt(‘i- will give them a most reliabh* and s;iitisfactory 
sei'vice. and to substitute for said progi'ams thej programs 
of Station WLS, which lattei' ])i’ogranis, broadcasted i)y the 
b kilowatt transmitter of Station AVLS. the uncojntradicti'd 
evidence in the case demonstrates cannot be I'cceived by 
such listeners with as high a degi'e(‘ of reliabilityi and satis¬ 
faction liecause of the low powe)' of Station AVl|<S as com¬ 
pared with the high power of said Station \VK>yli. 

b. Fifty kilowatts is the highest ])ower at whicji the (’oni- 
mission permits any station to o])erate and there hi'(‘ o])erat- 
ing in the United States only fotir such stationjs, in addi¬ 
tion to Station AA'EXR, to wit: |

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"WGY operated by General Electric Company at Schenec¬ 
tady, New York:

KDKA opei’ated by Westingdionse Electric tk Manufac¬ 
turing: Comjtany at Pittsburgh. Pennsylvania. 

Ail such other bO kil-watt stations opei-ate on full time 
on cleared channels by authority of tlie Cominission. tliei‘el)y 
obtaining for themselves ;ind for the listening public the 
full benelit of their j)rograms. station investment and op¬ 
erating costs. In view of tlie full time assignments to said 
other bO-kilowatt stations the action of tlu' Commission in 
limiting Station WEXB to two-sevenths of tinu- is unrea¬ 
sonable. arbitrary and disci'iminatory and is contrary to 
])ublic interest, convmtiema' and necessity. 

(). The Commission lias gi-anted the following favorable 
allotments of time and power to Chicago stations: 

WMAC) owiu'd by Chicago Daily News. Inc.. fitJI filin' 
at •) kilowatts, on a fi’eiiueiicy of (iTD kilocych's. 

\V(jX owned l)y the 'I’l-ibune ('om|)an>. lull linn' at 'In 
kib)watls. on a fre(]uency of kilocycles. 

\VBB.M-\V,1 B'r owned by th(‘ .\tlas> ('ompan>'. Inc., and 
associati-d intei'ests. fmir srri iil Its of time at ’J.b kilowatt.', 
on a frei|Ui‘ncy of 77i» kilocycles. 

1\YAV owned by Westinghous(‘ Ehrtric k Manufacturing 
Com])any l»ut o])erat(‘d by the Herald-Examiner organiza¬ 
tion, full time at 5 kilowatts, on a frequency of 1.020 kilo¬ 
cycles. 

WL8 owned by the Agricultural Broadcasting ('onipany 
and o])eratod by the Prairie Farmei'. a farm newspa])er. 
five-sevenths of time at 5 kilowatts, on a frecjuency of 870 
kilocycles. 

The evidence that Station WEXR is entitled to as favor¬ 
able an allowance of time for operation as any of said 
Chicago stations and tlie action of the Commission in I'e- 
stricting Station WEXK, with its bO-kilowatt allotment of 
power to tico-s('venths of time is unreasonable, arbi- 
.9 trary and discriminatory and not in the public inter¬ 
est, convenience and necessity. 

7. (''ommonwealth Edison Company, the corporation 
principally interested in the ownership of Station WEXR, 
together with the Westinghouse Electric & .Manufacturing 
Company, inaugurated and operated beginning in the year 
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1921 the first broadcasting^ station in the Middle \Vest, and, 
from that time to the present, programs originatjed and de¬ 
veloped In- Commonwealth Edison Company or by Com- 
monwealth Edison Company and appellant hav(i l)een con¬ 
tinuously bi'oadcasted fi'om its own or appellafit's studio 
in Cliicago. On or about June. 1927, said Comjmonwealth 
Edison Company purchased, at a cost of $60,0(1)0, Station 
AVEXI-i, located on the northwest side of the City of Chi¬ 
cago, and. at a cost of $7<),0i)(). Station WBCX jlocated on 
the south side of the (''ity of Chicago. Station WBCX was 
first licensed to l)roadcast on December 6, 1924. Station 
AVEXB was first licensed to broadcast on Juiio 1, l!)2r). 
Aftei- ])urehasing said stations said Commonwea|lth Edison 
('omi>any caused them to be transferred to appellant, and 
immediately thei’eafter appellant began and coptiniu'd to 
broadcast ovei- said stations superior programs at great 
e.xpense, by authority of the (’ommission dividin,j>' said pro¬ 
grams I)etween said two stations so as to pi'0|vide high- 
grade service for full time on a frequency of II.O-IO kilo¬ 
cycles to which freciuency both stations were assigned by 
the Commission. On September 1, 1928, sajd Station 
WBCX was discontinued by order of the Comftiission on 
the ground that the maintenance by appellant of both Sta¬ 
tion WEXR and Station WB('X was an unneces.sary du])]i- 
cation of stations. On August 11, 1927, the (|ommission 
gi'antc'd appellant a consti'uction permit fbi' the cou- 
10 struction of a high ])Ower station to be l^pcated out¬ 
side of the ('ity of ('hicago, which station was in¬ 
tended to take the place of said two stations above i-eferred 
to. Said new station was constructed at an b.xpense of 
ap])roximately $b00,000 and was ready for operiftion April 
1, 1928, and said new station licensed under the ^-all letters 
WEXB-AVBCX is the station which is now beii^g used by 
appellant in its broadcasting as Station WEXE.j Thus aj)- 
pellant and oi- its princi])al ownei’ have been continuously 
in the forefront of Chicago’s broadcasting since |1921. 

The foregoing facts, shown by the undisputed evidence, 
establish priority rights for appellant’s station! which en¬ 
title it to as much time on the air as any high power Chi¬ 
cago station and the Commission has acted unreasonably, 
arbitrarily and in a discriminatory manner in irestricting 
the operation of appellant’s Station WEXK to tWo-sevenths 
of full time. 
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8. It appears from the evidence that a broadcasting sta¬ 
tion, such as WKXK, located in Chic.ago, Illinois, and 
operating at .)0 kilowatts of power can give what is recog¬ 
nized as good rural sei’vice, at a distance of ai){)ro.\imately 
1,000 miles from the transmitter, thus including within its 
range a })Oi)ulation of approximately ninety-six and one- 
half millions of ))eoph* in the I'nited Stati's, while a .*)-kilo- 
walt station, such as WI.S, can gi\c similar service at a 
distanc(‘ of only approximately miles, thus including 

within its rangei only appi'oximalely twenty-three millions 
of people within tin* I’nited States. The evidence further 
shows that the cost of oi)eration of said Station "WHXK at 
oO kilowatts of power on ftill operating time is approxi¬ 
mately .$82.8.') per hour. whih‘ its cost of oj)eration at the 
same ))ower on two-sevenths of time will he approxi- 
11 mately per houi'. 'I'he evidence further 

shows that the progi-ams I)i-oailcasted l)y Station 
WKXK ai'i‘ the most costly of any in Chicau'o and equal or 
superior in (juality to thosi* of any station in the United 
States. Furthei'inore, appellant introdnc(‘d in (‘videiice. as 
j)ermitted l)y the rules of the Commission, in addition to 
oral testimony, thousands of aflidavits of persons residing 
throughout the United States ami Canada, all of which 
aflidavits attesti“(I tin* superior (piality of the programs of 
said Station WHFK. 

For these reasons the action of the Commission in limit¬ 
ing the opei'ating tinn- of Station WFXK to two-sevenths 
of full time was unreasonai)le. arbitrary and discriminatory 
and contrary to the public interest, convenience and neces¬ 
sity. 

1). The time allotment to Station WFXK and the hours 
of the day during which said station is permitted to o])erate 
under the decision of the Commission are not only insuffi¬ 
cient for serving metropolitan amlienci-s but are inade- 
(juate and unsuitable for iu’oadcasting the valuable infor¬ 
mation and programs of music and entertainment to rural 
communities which appellant ilesires to furnish to them, and 
for this reason the decision of the Commission is unrea¬ 
sonable, arbitrary! and discriminatory and not in the public 
interest, convenience and necessity. 

It). The Commission on or about April 11, 1928, was ad¬ 
vised by its Kadio Fngineers by a report submitted by Dr. 
J. H. Dellinger, Acting Chairman of a conference held April 
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6,1928, that public interest, convenieuce and necej^sity would 
be best served by providing 50 cleared channels| for use in 
the United States by stations of from 5 to 50 kilowatts 
])ower, and the Commission, acting contrary to! the advice 
of its Engineers, has failed to provide a sufficient 
12 number of such cleared channels, and ha^ placed an 
unsound, arbitrary and artificial restraint upon the 
operation of some of the best bi-oadcasting statjions in the 
United States, including Station WEXH, contijary to the 
public interest, convemience ami necessity. ! 

n. 'riie Commission erred in failing to admit |in evidence 
Appellant's Exhibit Xo. 84, together with the |suiii)orting 
evidence consisting of numerous affidavits ami tele])hon(‘ 
o])ei-atoi-s' cards, all offered with reference to hn exhaus¬ 
tive investigation of station popularity in Chicago, con¬ 
ducted by Business Kesearch Corpoi'ation, apd showing 
that Station AVEXR was the most po])ular station in Chi¬ 
cago on Xovember 11, 1928, when under the Cohnnission's 
oi-d(‘r its time was cut down from full time to t\yo-seveuths 
of full time. 

12. The Commission erred in excluding the evidence of 
api)ellant's witness Ph G. Ilam to the effect tlpi: Station 
WEXK was on X'ovember 11, 1928, tlie most populai- radio 
station in Chicago. 

1.'!. Th(‘ decision of tin* Commission limiting the time of 
Station WPIXR to two-sevenths of full time ii; not war- 
rant(‘d by the evidence in the case, is unreasoilable, arbi¬ 
trary and discriminatory, and is not in the public interest, 
convenience or necessity. 

'Wherefore, for the reasons hereinabove set ffp’th and as 
will more fully and completely ai)pear from the!testimony, 
exhibits and files introduced and in evidence in| said case, 
(ireat Lakes Broadcasting Company appeals Ifrom said 
order of the Federal Radio Commission in so far as and 
only in so far as said order denies appellant's apjdication 
with respect to hours of operation of said Statibn "WEXR, 
and said appellant prays that this Honorable Court 
l.'l shall by appropriate order or decree altep or revise 
the decision appealed from so that Gi,^eat Lakes 
Broadcasting Company may be authorized to pperate its 
Station WEX'R at its present power assignment! of 50 kilo¬ 
watts on the frequency of 870 kilocycles now assigned to it, 
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or on an ciiuivalent fiXMiucncy I',);- high power operation 
assigneil hy tlie (.’ornmi.^sion exclusively to the Fourth Zone, 
with a tinn* allotment t'ei- operation as great as that allotted 
to any liigh-power station in (’hieago. Illinois, and in any 
event with a minimum time allotment ot' one-half time each 
day, and that such other or<lers may he entered as to the 
court mav seiun just.

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The decision was rendered on December 17, 1928, effec¬ 
tive the same day. The Commission (Commissioner Pick¬ 
ard dissfiiting) <iranted WEXR's reciuest for increase of 
power from b.OdO to .lO.OOO watts. The four C'ommissioners 
were unanimous in denying the ai>i)lication of AVLS for 
more than its i)resent allotment of 5 7 time on the channel 
of 870 ke. The Commission was evenly divided on the other 
questions involved, with the result that each of the applica¬ 
tions was denied as to such (questions. Commissioners 
Syki's and i’iekard vot(‘d to gi'ant the apjdication of WC^'BD 
for 1 7 time on the channel of S70 kc., provitled that the 
time 1)(‘ taken from WHXK and not WLS. while ('ommis- 
sionei's Caldwell and Lafount opi)osed this. Commissioners 
Caldwell and Lafount voted to gi'ant the application of 
AVHXR to th(‘ e,x1eiu of giving it otie-lialf tinn* on the chan¬ 
nel. but ('ommissioners Sykes and Pickard o])]iosed this.

The Agi’icultural Broadcasting Company, which had been 
created to takt* oxer the control and operation of the sta¬ 
tion. The stock of this new corporation is owned by the 
Prairie-Farmer Publishing Company and Sears-Roidnick & 
Company, the former having .HC and the lattt'r 49'T 
and in addition an interest in the stock of the former simi¬ 
lar to that of tlH> pledgee of stock held as collateral. The 
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staff and personnel in direct charge of the operation of this 
station remained the same. 'I'he present transmitter of 
Station WLS is of o.OUO watts capacitv, and is llocated at

Crete, Illinois, 28 miles from the business centre ojf Chicago. 
This transmitter lias lieen in existence since aboiit January 
9, 192(). Prior to that the station was operated \i'ith trans¬ 
mitters of less power. The original power authoiii/.ation on 
April 11, 1924 was for bOO watts, and had to |do with a 
smaller transmitter located in the city of ('hicago. At a 
later date the pow(‘r was increased to PbOO wat1^f. Station 
WLS has liei'ii assigned to nse a channel of HTiO k(‘. ever 
since A])ril 11, 1!>24. Cntil Xovember Ijl, 1!I28, it

It had been in o.\istence 
since Af)ril 10, 1925, opei'atiny under licenses from the Sec¬ 
retary of Commerce. There was also a station known as 
"WBCX with a 500 watt transmittei-. located on the north 
side of the city of Chicago, owned aiul o])erated hy two 
men named Fostei' and .M(d)onncII. 3'his station had been 
in existence since December IS. I!t24, and had operated 
iiinlei’ liconsos fi-om the Srci'ctary of ('oninno’ce. In June, 
1!<27. the Coinnionwoalth Kdison ('otnpany, a (’hioairo con- 
coiai, purchased liolh stations and oix-i’atcd tlu'in on a time 
sliariny basis <ni a fiaspicncy of l.n4() kc.: \\ i7.\R Iiavinii; 
an antliorizeil powci’ of 500 watts and \\ IK'X of 2o0 watts, 
'i'his state of affairs continne(l until September 1, 1928, 
wlien. by reason of action of the Coininissioii. on WBC'X's 
application for renewal of license. WBCX was discontin¬ 
ued. and WMXR enjoyed full titne on the channel. 'Fhe 
stations were operated l)y the (ii’eat Labes Bi-oadcasting 
('om])any. a coi'poi'ation ci'etited for the purpose, and con¬ 
trolled by the Commonwimlth-Kdisoii Company and a 
yi-onp of associated public utilities. 

On .\n.iinst II, i:(27. the Commission granted to the Croat 
Lakes Broadcasting- Com])any a construction ))ei-mit for the 
erection of a 50.()()() watt transmitter, at Downer's Crove, 
a suburb of Chicago, about 22.5 miles west of the itnsiness 
centre of the <-ity. ’The pi'rmit, howe\'er. was so conditioned 
as not to bi'stow ;iny riydits to use the fidl power capacity, 
'file lu'w transmitti'r was comph'ted on. and has been used 
part of the lime daily since, .\pi-il 1. 1!(2S. The Commis¬ 
sion authorized tin* nsi* ol o.lKK) watts on :in I'.xjx’rimental 
basis in the day time and yave a limilc'd authorization for 
the list' (>i .)().()()() watts alter midniuht on occasions. 
3() The i-esnlt of this arrangement was that the licensee 
operated the hiyli powereil station dnrinc- the day 
lime, nsiny alternately tin* call lettei's •‘WHXK" and 
“ \\ B( X and operati'd the lower ])owi‘red transmitters 
alternately in the eveniipy, under the same call letters. 
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The channel of 1,040 k,-. was not only not a clbared chan¬ 
nel, hnt was loaded with stations of nu'dium ok low power 
in Florida, (kilifornia, Pennsylvania, Missouri^ and Okla¬ 
homa, with the result that the interference-fi'ko ran,<i'e of 
the stations was extiannely limited. 'I'he condition of the 
channel was such that no station of 5,000 watts or more 
conld he safely oiierated in the evening’’ without rninins^ 
the broadcastiny of tin* othei' stations assi.n'ned to the chan¬ 
nel. Under Ocnei-al Ordto- 40, tlie channel beearhe a cleared 
channel assigned to tin* Tliii-d Zone. Station '^VFXK was, 
under the mov allocation, assigned to 7 timO on 870 kc. 
with 5,000 watts power, and now, as a result of t|li(‘ (’ommis- 
sion's decision, enjoys the full us(‘ of its 50,000 \vatts ti’ans- 
mitter for that period of time. It ns('s the call letters 
WFXH-W!>(’X to indicate its histoi’y as a theipretical con¬ 
solidation of stations, but foi- tin- purpose of convenience, 
the ('onituissioii in this statement is adopting the call let- 
1('rs l»y which it is most yiuierally known, viz..| WFXP. 

The histoi'y of these stations would not be cot|n])lete with¬ 
out a bi'ief I'efereiici* to the situation which e.xikted in (’hi- 
ca,<>' 0 . ])oth at tin* time when tin* (’oniniission canu' into ('x- 
ist(‘nc('. and as late as the sninnuM' of 1!I2S, when the (Com¬ 
mission was reipiired to apply anil yive et'fect to tin* eiinali- 
zation amendment enacted by ('omrress on .Maiich 28, 1!)28. 

Largely becansi* of its central location. (|’hica,t;'o was 
.37 th(‘ most con<;estcd laidio Inaiadcastin.u' ccntix' in the 
world. It was impossilih' that other I'e.iions of the 
country b(' yiveii theii’ pi'opoi’tionati' shai'e of broadcastini' 
facilities if Chicago weia' to i-etain what it had |pi-ior to the 
enactment of the .Act of ld27. d’hm-i' was a tdtal of .some 
27 stations in Chicago on dune 30, 1!)2(), just j)iaor to the 
jieriod of chaos, the* stations I'anyiny in anthorized power 
from 5,000 watts down to about 100 watts. l>y February 
23, 1027, th(‘i-e were o\’er 40 stations ranyiiii-- in Ipower from 
15,000 watts down to coinpai-ati\ely small ])oHvei-, lint in¬ 
cluding: a ,e-real many of 5,000 watts or better.! These sta¬ 
tions were scattei’ed from one end of the broadejastin.e spec¬ 
trum to the other, without aih'ipiate frcijuimcyl sejiaration, 
in some cases with excessi\-(> powin- in thickliy inhabited 
areas, and in such a fashion as mairly to destroy laveption 
even in the city of Chicago itself. In its tirsl allocation of 
June 15, lt)27, the Commission i-o’oatly reduced the con- 
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gestioii l)y insistinjr upon a proper spacing between clian- 
nels in Chicago, and forcing an increased division of time. 
Nevertheless. Chicago and the state of Illinois had an ex¬ 
cess over their share of the nation's broadcasting facili¬ 
ties, and at the time the new allocation was under study 
there were lb stations in ('hicago of .b.OOO watts power or 
more. Cnder Ceneral Order 40 the P'ourth Zone was allo- 
cateil eiuht cleared channels, the same amount assigned to 
each of the other Zones. In addition, the fourth Zone bor- 
row(*d 1 2 cleared channel from the Second Zone. Of the 
8.') .-leared channels, Illinois Jiow enjoys the use of 4..'). and, 
in addition, several limited-time and day-time assignments. 
It flirtlierniore enjoys the us(‘ of .1,480 kc., a channel on 
whioh duplication of .b.OnO watt stations is iiennitted in 
or<ler t<i tak(' care of a portion of the excesses which were 
in opei'ation. 

.‘18 Nature of Evidence. 

'Idle evidence ju'eseiited at the hearing on behalf of the 
respect i\ e applicants consists of !>84 jiages of typewritten 
transcript and several thousand miscellaneous affidavits, 
documents and exhibits. It covers not (nily the history of 
the three ^tations but an extensivi* survey of their tech¬ 
nical c'luiiunent, tliiur past records of service and their 
jirograms. their plans for the future, and their po])ularity 
with the listening public. Four I’nited States Senators tes- 
tilied. as did also, >e\eral men prominent in luisiness and 
civic I'litiM’prises in (’liicago. and many representatives of 
the agricultui'al population in the n“gion surrounding (’hi¬ 
cago, and till' affidavits proceed from a host of persons in 
all walks of life. Two of the leading radio engineers of 
the I'nited Stati's appeared in behalf of WEXK and WLS 
I'espect ively. 

A detailed summary of the evidence would be out of place 
in this statement and must be left to the briefs to b(> filed 
by the respective applicants. The Commission must neces¬ 
sarily couliiH' itself to a setting forth of the conclusions 
reachetl by the Coinmissioners. To make clear the natui-e 
of th<‘se coin-liisions and the reasoning upon which th<‘v are 
based, au analysis of the underlying ininciples must be 
undertaken. 
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39 Principles Unclorlyini!,- tlie Evaluation of' Broadcast¬ 

ing Stations. i 

For the first time the Commission is faced with a proper 
occasion for committing to written form the brqad underly¬ 
ing princi])les which, in its opinion, must coiitii'ol its deci¬ 
sion on controversies arising between broadcastjing stations 
in theii’ competition foi- favorable assignments! on the lim¬ 
ited number of channels availa])le. The occasion is a wel¬ 
come one, foi- the Commission has long felt thht both sta- 
tions and their listemo's are (‘ntitled to as definite an inter¬ 
pretation of the law as it is ]>ossible to afford! them, both 
in order that they may have some means of g;iugiug their 
rights and determining their conduct, and that unnecessary 
and fiiiitless cmiti’ovei’sies may be avoided, hjxceiit for a 
few proliil)itions against s])eeilie acts the law fiirnishes no 
guide fuilhei’ than the broad prinei])les eompilised in the 
standard of “pul)Iie interest, convenience or necessity"' and 
in the re<|uirenii'nts of e<]nalization l)etwe(‘n I Zones and 
States contained in the .Amendatory Act of .Maiich 2S, 1928. 
The Commission has attempted to gi\'e (dTi'ct to the equali¬ 
zation requirenumts by its (Jeneral Onler 40, hnd the re¬ 
allocation made pursuant thei'eto. To a limitecl extent the 
Commission has mad(* public statements of its |ap])lication 
of the standajvl of ])ul)lic interest, convenience Or necessity 
to particular stations in cases where the fjuestiion was as 
to whether removal licenses should l)e granted .iind no con- 
trov(>rsy bet iron stations was involveil (see Annual Re- 
])Ort to Congress, Octobci’ 1, 1928, pp. lol-llO, a!nd ])articu- 
larly jip. 1(50 et seii-). A'ei-y restricted applicatiions of the 
test have been incorpoi-ated in the stati.mients ajlready tiled 
in this Court of Appeals in other cases |as follows:

Radio Commission, Xo. 4S28 (Annual Reifort, ]). 244) 

and Bull Insular Line, Inc., v. Federal Radio Commission, 
Xo. 4832, (ibid., p. 24^ ), lioth involving decisioijs on appli¬ 
cations lor constI'uction permits in the higli! frequency 
(short wave) band: Technical Radio Laboratory v. Federal 
Radio (.'ommission (Station W'l'RL), .Xo. 4833; (I’itv of X^ew 
York V. Federal Radio Commission (Station AVXYC), Xo. 
4898; and C. L. ("arrell v. Federal Radio (["ommission 
(portable broadcasting stations), X'o. 4899. The only other 
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case now j)endiii,ic on appeal. General ElectI'ic rom])any v. 
Federal Radio (’ommission (Station WGV), Xos. 4S7ii, 
4871 and 4880. involves the equalization requirements (tf the 
law and reirulations of the (’ommission made thei’eundei’. 
None of the foiT\y‘oinn' cases exi-ept the City of Xew York 
case involves controversies l)etween hroadcastinu’ statii>ns. 

The law of radio communication is a new field of Juris- 
])rudence. pi’escntimr problems that are at onci‘ novel and 
complex, and lackinu" in satisfactoi-y analoiiies. So far as 
the Commission knows, the Imsiness of radio communication 
is the only known busim'ss in which tlie numbei’ of partici- 
])ants is ilefinitely and seveiahy limited by ]»hysical laws; 
it is the only business in which, as a jiractical mailer, loo 
many participants will make it inq)ossible foi- miy of lliein 
to cari-y on their woi'k and to uive the ])ulilie the advantage 
of it. 

“'I'lit' h'Lial ami political ]U’oblems of radio ri-yulation owe 
much of tln'ir interest to tlu' complex i>liysical ])henomena 
involved. If it wcu'e not for the limitations imposed by 
tlie nature of radio waves, radio leirislatiou would be ea'V 
or (‘Veil p(‘rhai)s uuiiecessary.*' ( Enyineei'iim- Ih-oblems of 

Fed(>ral Radio Reu'ulation, Dr. .1. 11. Delliim'er. .Xjipendix 
to d’entative Report of Committee on Radio Law of .\meri- 
can Bar Association. .lanuaiy .d. Ih'Jh.) 

Because of the limited numbei- of channels (hf! in 
41 the broadcast band, of which b are used exclusivelv 
by Canadian stations), bet-anse of the yre;itl\' ex¬ 
cessive number luith of existiiii;- broadcastiu”- stations ;uid 
of ap(»licants for new stations, and In-cause of the needs 
and tilt' riii'lits ot tin* various sections of the conntrx' to a 
fair and i-quitalile shan* of broadcasting- service, a choice 
must bt‘ made. Sonu' stations will lu'cc-ssarilv Iu* favon'd; 
othei's must b(> greatly curtaih‘d. Such a choice between 
stations must be iroverned liy principles susceptible of u'en- 
eral application if there is to bt* a uniformity of d(‘cision 
and .justice. Even if there were no other consideration, 
the investment of broadcasters in tlu“ir transmitters and 
the investment of the listening- public in receiving- appara¬ 
tus is too ,u-n‘at to admit of arbitrary or capricious decision. 

d he Commission now addresses its(*lf to an attempt to 
formulate in jiart such ])rinciples. The conclusions herein- 
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after sot forth are based on an intensive experience of al¬ 
most two years in the I'egnlation, investigation and observa¬ 
tion of broadcasting. A variety of situations and of pi'ob- 
l(‘ins Iiave themselves made clear the inevitable character 
of certain princi])les which were either unforeseen or only 
\agncly sensed in the beginning. In a word, tlie I’easoning 
of tlit‘ Commission has been largely inductive'^ i. e., from 
a multitude of particular cases to a general rule, rather 
than deductive from ])reviously established r^es of law. 
It is iiitei-esting to the C'ommission to realize that the prin¬ 
ciples which have demonstrated their validity; throughout 
this exjierience are, after all, not new except ill application 
and that for the most part they rest on the solid ground of 
the generally accepted law governing public utilities. Per¬ 
haps this I’esult might have lieen foreseen from the stand¬ 
ard set u]) by the Radio Act of 1927, fot the phrase 
42 “pid)!ic interest, convenience or necessity” is ob¬ 
viously bori’owed from public utility legislation; it 
is reassuring, however, to have achieved the |same result 
by allotluu’ proci'ss and to tind its correctness thus con- 
tirmed. 'I'liat the (Commission’s decisions in the jiast can¬ 
not all be reconciled with the principles nowl recognized, 
may be conceded in advance; the (Commission has necessa- 
I'ily had to feel its way, sometimes blindly anti without a 
clear understanding of the future implications of jiresent 
prolilenis. 

'I'lu- first impoihant general princijile in the validity of 
which the Commission believes is that, as between two 
broadcasting stations with otherwise equal claiiiis for privd- 
h'ges, the station whicli has the longest record o:: continuous 
service has the superior right. This is not a doctrine of 
vested rights or an extension of jiroperty law to the use of 
the ether; it a])i)lies only as between private individuals or 
cori»orations oiierating stations and not as between either 
of them and the jilenary power of the United Stjktes to regu¬ 
late interstate* commerce. The Radio Act of 1927 negatives 
any possible* claim of a property right or indeed bf any right 
lie*yoiid the* feeur corners of a license issued under the Act 
(s(*e* Se*e*tie)ns 1, 5, 11 and 39). The doctrine is not incon¬ 
sistent with that which was recognized by a court in the 
only litigation involving the comparative rights of two 
broadcasting stations prior to the enactment of the Radio 
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Act of 1927 (Tlio Tribune (’omitaiiy v. Oak Leaves Broad- 
castiiii^ Station, Inc., et al.. Circuit Court of Cook County, 
Illinois. Xo. 1>-1 Xovcml)cr 17, 192()), wliere the supe¬ 

rior |jowcr of till* Federal (iov(*i’nuu*nt was ex])ressly coii- 
C(*de(i, althouyh in the absence of the exercise of that power 
by C(»na‘r(‘ss tin* Coui1 ))asse(l upon the private controversy 
l)etween the stations. 

43 The ])rinci])le is iiianly established in public utility 
law. Where an electI'ic laiilway company or a tele- 

])iione. eh-cti'ic liiiht, yas. oi- water coin])any has an estab¬ 
lished bu>iness and is yi\'iny yood st-rvice, it is not made 
to sui'ivnder or curtail whatever privileye or franchise it 
may have in the use of the ]uiblic hiyhway simply to make 
way foi" a newcomi-r. The abstract riyht of all ])ersons to 
enyaye in a particular pul>lic service business does not make 
it to the jtiililic interest that a service ali'eady well per- 
foimied sliould be destroyc'd to make I’oom for a new one. 
'Pile latter lias no superior riyht simply Iiecause he is a 
newcomer, or simply because it is desirabh* that there be no 
Vested I'iyhls. I’ul>lic interest would not oidy be served 
but would be thwarted liy any concession to the newcomer 
at the exiiense of the estalilisheil predecessor, unless either 
the lu'edecessor is not yiviny yood si-rvii-e or the newcomer 
has some additional cl.aini foi- <-onsidei’ation. Any other 
doctrine shocks one's sense of natural justice, and militates 
ayainst yood sei-viia*. 

It may be contended that irltlU' such a principle is appro- 
priat(‘ for aiijilication oidy to future stations and not to 
those already in existence. 'Phe Commission believes that 
such a contention is untenable. When the Commission came 
into existence undei' the Hadio Act of 1927 there were 732 
broailcastiny stations in operation, a numlier which is 
everywlnu'e conceded to be yrossly excessive, particularly 
with respect to stations haviny power of 2.')0 watts or more. 
Such a number (pr even half that number) cannot possibly 
be accommodated in the broadcast band without severe cur¬ 
tailment of the jirivileyes of many of them : the only alterna¬ 
tive is to iiermit; reception to be ruined for the listening 
public by interference. Of the 732 stations (of which about 
G19 still remain in existence), some had better claims 

44 than others; to state the matter in a ditferent way, 
the listening public of some stations had superior 
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rights to the listening public of others. A choice had to be 
made and the Commission sees no reason for the adoption 
of different principles in making that choice I tlian those 
whieli are valid as to future stations. All tjiings being 
equal, the stations with the longest records of! continuous 
service are superior in right; the late-comerd: cannot be 
heard to urge that by the simple act of ipvading the 
ci’owded tield they succeeded in appropriating to themselves 
what was ])reviously being enjoyed by others iperforming 
a a:ood service. ! 


Where two contesting broadcasting stations do not have 
otherwise equal claims the principle of priority loses its 
signiticance in proportion to the disparity bletween the 
claims. Tn a word, the principle does not mean that the 
situation in the broadcast band is “frozen” alid that ex¬ 
isting stations enjoying favorable assignments may not 
have to give way to others more recently established. 

One clear instance where priority has had tb give way, 
and in proper cases will continue to have to gave way, is 
where the junior applicant proceeds from a Zoile or State, 
which is not getting the equal, or the fair and eijuitable, 
share of broadcasting service to which it is entitled under 
the law. This is a logical corollary of established public 
utility law. Since the total available broadcasting facili¬ 
ties are so limited, it is axiomatic that all pbrts of the 
United States should be afforded at least a fair degree 
of broadcasting service before the claims of any particular 
community to a greater share of service can justly be rec¬ 
ognized. A mandate to carry out this principld was given 
to the Commission in general language by Sectipn 9 of the 

Radio Act of 19*27, and in specific langu;jge by Sec- 
45 tion 5 of the Amendatory Act of iMarch *28, 19*28. 

The issues involved on the merits of the appeal now 
before the ('ourt in General Electric Company |v. Federal 
Radio Commission, Nos. 4870, 4871, and 4880, turn in part 
on this principle. Station WGY rested its easel in part on 
the fact that it is the tenth oldest station in the United 
States. On the other hand, it was located in a Zone which 
had an excess of its quota of stations of its cla^s and in a 
State which had an excess of its fair and equitable share 
of the broadcasting facilities in that Zone. The net result 
of General Order 40, and of the reallocation pursuant 
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tliereto. was to (,‘tTec-t a H'distritaitiim of broadcasting facili- 
tios amoiia,- llu* Zoiios, ami among llu* States within each 
Zone. Of the foiiy c-lc'arcd clianncls, oiglit were assigned 
to the Fii-st Zone: this necessarily meant a catting down 
of tlm hoars of o])eration of a few stations having 5,000 
vatts power o]- moi'e, ])rimarily for tlu‘ purpose of making 
it ])osslIile for other Zones to hav(‘ an eiptal share of cleared 
chann<*ls. Of the eight channels, tin* Slat(“ of Xew York 
received 4.20. an i-xcess ovto- its share based on ]) 0 ])ulation, 
and. in addition it received the next most favorable kind 
of assignim-nt. i. e.. tlie limited time assignment given to 
WdV. As between \V(IV and other Xew York stations, 
the (piestion of priority wonld be an im)>ortant element in 
any controversy: so also wonld the areas and the pojnda- 
tlon to be served in dil’ferent parts of the State or even ad- 
j;icent States. Such an issue can be raised oidy in the 
method j)rovid('d by the Commission's ](roci‘dnre: the com- 
phiining >tation slionld a])ply for tin* channel or other privi- 
h'ges of ;i statiini owi' which it claims superior right; a 
hearing wonld lx* held by the Commission in which the issues 
conld be raised and p;issed n])on: and on ai)peal this 
(’onrt wonld Inive befoi'e it the (A'idimce bearing on 
4() the claims of all stations in\'olved. Station W(rY 
refused to follow this procednre. In contrast to its 
conduct, all thi'pe of the a))plicants in the instant case, 
WHXR. WLS and W’l'Iil), Inive recognized the ])roi)riety 
of tlu‘ Commission's procedure :ind have complied with it. 
X'onc of them is ashing for a channel ;issigncd to another 
Zone or used l)y ;uiothei- State*. Illinois ami the Fourth 
Zone generally have suffered much moi'e sevi*re curtailment 
than Xew Yoi'k ;pid the First Zone. WF.XH. for example, 
being a .')(),()()(> watt station, repi'eseiits an investment sub- 
stantial!}' ei|niv;dent to that of \\’(IV, and by the realloca¬ 
tion was c-nt down to 2 7 tlim*, which is only a fraction of 
the time which the ('ommission allowed to WCY. The fore¬ 
going comment is made for the purpose* of illustrating what 
the Coinmi'^sion ,believes to In* one of si‘\'eral necessary 
exceptions to tin*, rub* of ]iriorit>'. In the instant case, no 
such (piestion is raised since all thi'ee stations are serving 
substantially the, same ai'ea. and arc* not asking that any 
privil(*gi*s be taken from other Zom*s or States. 

Another exce))tion to the rule of jiriority arises when the 
controversy is between stations of diti’erent classes with 
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respect to power. Eadio engineering principles and the 
needs of tlie i>nl)lie for different classes of service require 
that broadcasting stations be grouped under tjliree head¬ 
ings: I 

(1) stations using '>,000 watts or more, which ^re capable 
of serving wide areas and reaching the rural population and 
whieh, to give serviee free from interference, must be on 
cleared channels: 

(■J) stations using from dbO to 1,000 watts, | which are 
ca])able of serving limiteil regions and which matv be dupli¬ 
cated from two to live times on the same chaniiel without 
undue interference; and 

(3) stations using lOO watts or less, which are|capable of 
serving restricteil localities, and whieh may beiduplicated 
many times on the same channel without undue interfer¬ 


ence. j 

47 The Commission, by General Order 40, assigned 40 
channels to the tii'st class, which may be designated 
as cleared channel stations, 40 channels to the second class, 
or regional stations, and G channels to the third class, or 
local stations. The 4 i-emaining channels (all|located at 
the upper end of the l)roadcast frequency spectrum, i. e., 
]4G(). 1470, 1480. and 1490 kilocycles) may be disregarded 
in the present discussion: on these channels thb Commis¬ 
sion is pei'initting duplication of .3,000 watt stations simply 
as a means of caring for the excess of existing stations. The 
l)oint which tiie Commission desires to make is That when 
a conti'oversy arises between a cleared channel sltation and 
a regional oi' local station, or between any statihns of dif¬ 
ferent chisses, the piinciple of priority cannot control. 
Xeither a 100 watt nor a 1,000 watt station can give service 
over ;i suflicient area to justify its being assigned to a 
cleared channel occupied by an existing 5,000 watt station 
in the same loca/lity, and, even though the smaller station 
may have a longer record of continuous service, it mani¬ 
festly has not as long a record of service over the larger 
area. The same princi])le applies as between a 100 watt 
station ;ind a 1.000 watt station. It must be realized that 
to jx-n.nit the smaller station to take over the ^larger as¬ 
signment means tliat it will liave to scrap or otherwise dis¬ 
pose of its present equipment and construct a new trans- 
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mitlor at a tromendoiis coist, while the larger station will 
have to scrap oi' otherwise (lis))ose ot‘ its larger transmitter. 
The avcraire transmitter used hy existing broadcasting sta¬ 
tions is ca])al)le of only a limited amount of variation in 
power, usually in the proportion of about one to five or ten, 
e. g., a transmitter with a maximum capacity of 50,000 
watts may he operati*d successfully on as low as 10,000 
watts and, in certain cast*s on as low as 5,000 watts. 
4S Outside of this range it giv(‘s unsatisfactory results 
and another transmitter must hi* employed. The 
(’ommission does not mean to hold, howevei', that a station 
of one class may never ai)i)ly for or obtain the assignment 
enjoyed l»y a station of another class. The larger station 
may not he meifting the standard of service reipiired of it 
(a matter which is discussed below), either with respect 
to technical eipiipment and operation or with respect to 
jirograin service: oi’ the smaller station may he located 
in a community which undei' the law is entitled to more 
broadcasting facilities as against a larger station in a com¬ 
munity which is being excessively served. It would seem, 
howevei", that before any newcomer should be allowed to 
assert the rights of a community. State or Zone, existing 
stations giving good service should first lie afforded an op¬ 
portunity to avail themselves of any such rights as may 
exist. 

Is the rule of priority, however, to govern in all con- 
trovei’sies between stations of the same jjower class, locat¬ 
ing in and serving the same region:' The jiresent contro- 
ver.sy is of this character: all three stations are located in 
the (’hicago area and have power of 5,000 watts or more. 
If the service given by such stations were equal under the 
standard of public interest, convenience or necessity, then 
the ('ommission believes that the rule of priority should 
control: if there is a substantial disparity lietween the re¬ 
spective services, the Commission lielieves that on a proper 
showing the claim of priority must give way to the superior 
service. Before, the merits of com])eting services can be 
intelligently compared, however, a further analysis of the 
legal standard of public interest, convenience or necessity 
must be made wifh res{)ect to broadcasting stations. In a 
word, what conce})t of service, capable of practical applica- 
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tion, must bo maiiUainod as the ideal by which all 
■1!) (.‘oiilestaiits sliall he measured? 

In ovdei' to simplify tile discussion, it jvill be con- 
lined larg’cly to cleareil i-liannel stations. The jSame basic 
]>rinciples will, of course, ajijily to regional an^ local sta¬ 
tions, but cannot be as rigorously enforced ag^ainst them 
I)ecause of the smaller areas served, the smaller capital 
available for i)rogfanis, and the extensive tiihe-divisions 
which ha\'e iauni imposed on nearly all of them in order 
to make ]iossil)le the forty ihcared channels, andl the satis¬ 
factory use of the regional channels. Furthermore, pro- 
gi'am service of general or national interest approximate 
to stations serving large areas will be replaced!in part liy 
progiain service of regional or local interest aippropriate 
to stations sei’\-ing lesser areas. 

Broadcasting stations are licensed to serve |the public 
and not for the purj)ose of furthering the ])rlvatt* or selfish 
interests of individuals or groups of individjuals. The 
standartl of public interest, convenience or necesisity means 
nothing if it does not mean this. The only exception that 
can be made to this rule has to do with advertising; the ex¬ 
ception. howe\ er, is only apparent because advertising fur¬ 
nishes the economic support for the service and thus makes 
it ))ossil)le. As will be pointed out below the aimount and 
charactei- of advertising must be rigidly confiijied within 
the limits consistent with the public service expected of 
the station. i 


The ser\'icc to be lamdered by a station mayibe viewed 
from two angh's. (1) as am instrument foi- the communica¬ 
tion of intelligence of \arious kinds to the gemlu-al public 
l)y persons wishing to transmit such intelligence, or 
o() (2) as an instrument for the i)urveying ofjintangible 

commodities consisting of entei'tainment, instruction, 
education, and information to a listening publijc. As an 
instrument for the communication of intelligence, a broad¬ 
casting station has freciuently l)een compared! to other 
forms of commimication, such as wire telegraphy or te- 
lci)hony. or point-to-point wireless telephony or telegraphy, 
with ihe obvious distinction that the messages from a 
broadcasting station are addressed to and recehled by the 
general public, whereas toll messages in point-to-point serv- 
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ice aiA- addressed to siniile persons and attended by safe- 
ii'uards to preserve tlieir eoniideiitiai nalni'e. If tin* analo,a:y 
were j)Ui'sne<l with tin* usual leyal ineid(*nts. a b]'oadeastiipic 
station would have to accept and transmit for all persons 
on an ecpial basis without disei’imination in change, and ac¬ 
cording' to rates tixed by a ,”'ovi*rnmental body: this obliga¬ 
tion would t'Xtend to anythimr and everylhiiiii' any mem¬ 
ber of tin* publie mi.u'ht (U'sire to communicate to the listeii- 
iu”' public, whether it consist of music, propaganda, read¬ 
ing'. ;id\'i*rtisini;'. or what-not. 'I'lie j)ublic would be de- 
])rl\'ed of the advantam* of tin* selfdmjeised censiu'shii) (‘X- 
ei'ci>ed by the pi'oa'raui dii'cctors nf broadcastina: stations 
who. for the sake of the popularity and standing of their 
stations, will select entei'tainnient and educational features 
according to the nei*ds and desires of theii' in\isil>ie audi¬ 
ences. In the present state of the art there is no way of 
increasing- the numbei- of stations without great injury to 
the listening public, ami >et thousands of -.tations might be 
m-cessary to accommodate all the individuals who insist 
on airing their views through the microphone. If th<‘re are 
manv such persons, as there undoubtedly are. the results 
w.>uld be. first, to crowd most or :dl of the l)etter i)rograms 
otT the air. and second, to create an almost insolui)le i)rob- 
lem. i. i*.. how to choose from among an exci‘ss of ai>pli- 
cants who shall be gi\'en time to addr(*ss llu* ])ublic 
bl and who shall I'Xercise the power to make such a 
choice. 

’I'o i)ursue the analogy of telephone and telegraph ])ublic 
utilities is. therefori*. to em]>lmsize the |•iL:■ht of the si‘ii/h-r 
of messag(*s to the detriment of the listening public. 'The 
(.'ommission bi'lieves that such an analogy is a mistaken 
one wh.eii applied to broadcasting stations: the emi)hasis 
should be oil the rrceiriji/i of st'rvici* and tin* standard of

public inti'ia'st. conv«‘nienc(‘ or nect'ssity should lu* constlaied 
accordingly. Tliis point of vit'W does not take bro.-uleasting 
stations out of the category of ])ublic utilities or relieve 
them of coi-responding o])lig;itions: it simply assimilates 
them to a differi'iit grou]» of ])ulilic utilities, i. e.. those en¬ 
gaged in purv<*ying commodities to the gcn<-r;d pui)iic, such, 
for exam])le. as heat, watei*. light and pow(‘r comi)anies, 
whose duties aredo cnu.cuitu'rs. just as the duties of broad¬ 
casting stations are to listeners. 'I'lie commodity may be 
intangible but so is electric light: the broadcast i)rogram

The foregoing extended statement has seemedi necessary 
in order to narrow the issues in the instant easel to that of 
a comparison of the service to the public of thei respective 
applicants, uncomplicated with what the Comihission be- 
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lieves to be irrelevant considerations. Once the issue of 
priority has been determined, and it is clear that neither 
of the first two major exceptions hereinbefore set forth are 
involved, there remains oidy the service rendered as the 
basis of applying: the test of pubilc interest, convenience' 
or necessity. 

fid An indispensable condition to trood sei’vice by any 

station is, of course, modern, efficient a])pai‘a1us. 
eejuipped with all devices necessary to insure fidelity in tlie 
transmission of voice aiid music and to avoid fi'eijueney in¬ 
stability or other causes of interfereiU'e. In the instant 
case, there is no substantial differe'nce iietwe'e'ii tin* three 
statif)ns in such respects. exci‘])t as to tlie fact that WMXI’ 
is e(]ui)>]>ed witli a .oO.OOO watt transmitter, wliei'eas WLS 
and W('HI) each has a o.OUll watt t i-ansmit ter. Inasmuch 
as a dilTerence of opinion as to tlie significance of this fact 
has arisen among tlie rommissioners. it is <li<ciissed in 
the sei)arafe opinions below. 

There are a few negative' guides to tlu' ('valuation of 
broadcasting stations, first of these in importance are the 
injunctions of the statute itsi'lf. such, for exanpile. as the 
recpiin'inent of non-discrimination bi'tweeii political candi¬ 
dates. and till' prohibition against tlu' utterance of "any 
obscene, indecent or jirofaiK' language" (Section ‘Jf*). In 
the same connection may be mentioned rith's and regula¬ 
tions of tilt' Commission, inclnding the rt'iinirenu'nts as to 
the announcing of call-letters and as to the accurate dt'- 
scriptioii of mt'chanical reproductions (such as phonograph 
records) in announcements, 'riiert' have been dt'cisions 
of the Commission bearing on ]iarticular yiractices. such as 
the broadcasting of private disputes and of offensive direct 
advertising, the excessive use of phonograph records of 
the ordinary commercial type, and tin* fraudulent solicita. 
tion of contributions by radio (st'e Annual Report. October 
1. 19*28. j))\ lbl-170). Xone of these considc'rations i^ of 
assistance in the instant case: the three stations ha\e ex¬ 
cellent records in all these respects. 

For more positive guides the ('ommisslon again 
r)4 finds itself persuaded of the apiilicability of doctrines 
analogous to those governing the group of public 
utilities to which reference has already been made. If the 
viewpoint is sound that the service to the listening public 
is what must be kept in contemplation in construing the 
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legal standard with reference to broadcasting stations, the 
service must first of all be continuous during hours when 
the public usually listens, and must be on a schedule upon 
which the 2 )ublic may i-ely. Tliese corollaries hate already 
been sustained by tlie ('ommission in two cases' in wliicli 
ayipeals are now pending before this Court (Technical 
Kadio Laboratory v. Federal Radio Commission No. 4835 
and C. L. ('arrell \'. Fedm-al Kadio Commission, iXo. 4899) 
and in olhei- cases decided I)y tlie Commission (sge Annual 
Report. October 1. 1928. i-p.’lb?, 158, 159 and 169). They 
are not. however, involved in tlie instant case. I 

Furthermore', tlu' service rendered by liroadcasting sta¬ 
tions must bo witliont disci'iminalion as botweeiilils listen¬ 
ers. Obviously, in a strictly physical sense, a station can¬ 
not discriminate so as to furnish its program to ope listener 
and not to anotlu'r: in this i-espeet it is a pulilicj utility by 
virtue of the laws of nature. Even were it technically pos¬ 
sible. as it may easily be as the art progresses. so| to design 
both transmitters and receiving sets that the signals emit¬ 
ted by a particular transmitter can be received only by a 
jiarticular kind of receiving set not available to t^ie general 
public, the (Commission would not allow channpls in the 
broadcast band to lie used in such fashion. Byl the same 
token, it is proc(*eding very cautiously in permitting tele¬ 
vision in the broadcast band because, during tlui! hours of 
such transmission, the great ma.iority of the publijc* audience 
in the service area of the station, not being eipiipped to ri‘- 
ceive television signals, are deprived of the use of the 
channel. | 

There is. however, a deeper significance to the iirin- 
55 ciple of non-discrimination which the Cbmmission 
believes may well furnish the basic formula for the 
evaluation of broadcasting stations. The caiirc' listening 
public within the service area of a station, or of a group of 
stations in one community, is entitled to serviceifrom that 
station or stations. If, therefore, all the programs trans¬ 
mitted are intended for. and interesting or valuable to, only 
a small portion of that public, the rest of the lisjteners are 
being discriminated against. This does not ^ean that 
every individual is entitled to his exact prefereiice in pro¬ 
gram items. Tt does mean, in the opinion of thp Commis¬ 
sion, that the tastes, needs and desires of all substantial 
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groups among tlie listening pulili'- should be met. in some 
fair proportion, by a well-rounded program, in wbieb enter¬ 
tainment, consisting of music of both classical and lighter 
grades, religion, education and instruction, impoi'tant ))ub- 
lic events, discussion of public (piestions. weather, market 
reports, and news, and matters of interest to all members 
of the family find a place. With so few channels in the 
spectrum and so few hours in llu' day. there are ol)vious 
limitations on the (‘mi>hasis which can appropi’iately be 
placed on any })ortion of the progi-am. There ai't“ parts of 
the day and of the evening when one type of service is mori‘ 
a})propriate than another. There ari- dit'fereiua-s lugween 
communities as to the need for one ly])e as against another. 
The Commission does not ))ropose to ere<i a rigid s>'hedule 
specifying the hoin's or minutes that may be d('Vote<l to one 
kind of ])rogram or another. What it wishes to (“mphasi/A> 
is the ncucral character which it belii‘V(‘s must lie con¬ 
formed to by a station in order best to serve the pulilic. 

A somewhat diff(‘i-ent situation will obtain in i-egioiis 
which, like thei thickly pojndated Chicago ai’ea aiul sur¬ 
rounding agricultural country, are served by several 
56 cleared channel stations, and a less thickly iiopulateil 
region served by only one chaired channel station. 
A greati'r diversity of iirogi'am is po>sible in tin* foianer 
case than the latter: by ai)portioning the ty])(“s of s('r\’ic(' 
among several stations, t'aeli may perform any one t\pi‘ in 
more detail and completeiK'^s. This is oid>’ tlie natural re¬ 
sult of ilisparities in ])oi)ulation and in other t\‘spects. 
The principle is the same. 

In such a scheme thei'e is no i-oom foi- the operation of 
broadcasting stations exclusively by. or in the private inter¬ 
ests of, individuals or grou])s so fai' as the nature of the 
program is concerned. There is not room in the broadcast 
band for every school of thought, religious, ])olitical, social 
and economic, each to have its separate bi-oadcasting sta¬ 
tion, its mouthpiece in the ether. If franchises an* ex¬ 
tended to some., it gives them an unfair advantage over 
others and results in a corres]iondiug cutting down of gen¬ 
eral public service stations. It f;u'ors the interests and 
desires of a portion of the listening public at the expense 
of the rest. Propaganda stations (a term which is here 
used for the sake of convenience and not in a derogatory 
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sense) are not consisten; with the most benefibial sort of 
(liseussion of public questions. As a i>'eneral rule, jiGstu- 
lated on the laws of nature as well as on the standard of 
l)ublic interest, convenience or necessity, jiariicular doc- 
ti'ines, cr(‘eds and beliefs must iind their way into the mar¬ 
ket of ideas by the existini;' ])nl)lie service stations, and if 
tliey are of sufficient importaiici" to the listening- ])ublie the 
micro])hone will nndoulitedly be availaide. Ifiit is not, a 
well-founded com])laint will reeeive tiie careful considera¬ 
tion of tlie Commission in its futui'C action witjh reference 
to the stilt ion eomi)Iained of. 

o7 Tlie contention nniy be nnide tliat ])ropi;iy;uid;i sta¬ 

tions are as well ;ible ;is other st.dions to| Jiccompany 
tlieir messiiyes with enteiljiinment ;ui<l othei’ proarjim f('a- 
tnres of inti-rest to the ])nblie. Kven if this wqre true, the 
iaet reniiuns tluit tlie station is used for what is essentially 
:i ])riv;ite purpose for a sulistanti;il portion of tho time and, 
in iuldition. is const.antly snbji'et to tlu' \'(>ry linihaii teinptii- 
tion not to be fair to opposinii- sehools of thonujit and their 
representatives. By ;ind lar.a'e. furthei-mort,-, propa.u'anda 
stilt ions do not have the liiiiiiieiid n'sources ijor do they 
have the stiindin.u' and popularity with tlu' public lu'cessiiry 
to obtain tin' best results in proyriims of aenej’id intei'est. 
'The contention may idso be made that to follow out the 
('oininission's viewpoint is to nndie unjustiliiibh' conces- 
>ioii> to what is po])uliir id the ex])ense of whid is imtior- 
tiuit iind serious. This bears on a consideratioln which the 
Commission realizes must always be kept carefully in mind 
iind insofiii- iis it has power under the law it will do so in 
its reviews of the records of particuliir stations!. A defect, 
if thei'e is iiny. however, would not be remedied by ii one¬ 
sided presentidion of a controversiid subject,- no matter 
how serious. The Commission has li'reat conlid<*nce in the 
sound judgment of the listening public, however, as to what 
ty]a‘s of iirograms are in its own best interesti 

If th(‘ (piestion were now raised for the lirstj time, after 
the Commission has given careful study to it, t|lie (’ommis- 
sion would not license any propaganda station,! at least, to 
an exclusive position on a cleared channel. Unlfortunately, 
under the law in force prior to the Radio Act of 1927 (see 
particularly Hoover v. Inter-City Radio Company, 2SG Fed. 
1003), the Secretary of Commerce had no power to dis-

proii-rams. Advertisinu' must be accepted for t|he present 
as the sole means of support foi- lu-oadcasting-, hud regula¬ 
tion must be relied upon to tu-eveut the abuse aijd over use 
of the ])rivilege. 

It may bo urged that if what has heretofore been said is 
law, tiio listening luilhic is loft at tho mercy ofjthe l)road- 
oastor. Mvon if this woro so, lh(“ (’ommission Idoubt that 
an\' improvomont would bo olTeoted I)y ])lacing tliie ])ublic at 
tho inofc-y of oach imlividutil in turn who desiijed to com- 
inunioato his hobI)y, his thoor\’, or his grievainl'e over tho 
inicTophoiio, oi- at the mercy of (‘Vory aihaoiisoi- Iwithout re¬ 
gard to the standing either of himself or his ])ro(iluct. That 
it is not so, however, is (hunonst rabl(‘ from two! cousidera- 
tions. In tho first placi'. the listeiuM' has a coni]|)lete power 
oi' consoi-ship by turning his dial away from !a iirogram 
which hr (loos not like; this la'snlts in a keen ;H)pr(‘cia(ion 
by the bi-oadcast(‘r of tho noc(‘ssity of pleasing a| large' ])or- 
tloii of hi^ listeners if ho is to hold his audiepce, and of 
not displeasing, annoying, or offending tho se-nsibiiities of 
any substantia! jeoi'tion of the public. Ilis failiiro or suc- 
eex is inunodiately reflected on the tele])hone |and in the 
mail, and ho knows that tlu' sanu' reaction to his progi-ams 
will roach tho licensing authority. In tho second ))Iace, the 
licensing authoi-ity will havt' occasion, both in iconnection 
with roni'wals of his license and in connection with a])pli- 
cations of others foi' his i)ri\iloges to review hi|s past pei’- 
f'ormances and to determine whether he has met witli 
liu the >tandai'd. A safeguard which some (jf the lead¬ 
ing .station.s employ, and which a])peais tp the (’om- 
niissioH as a wise precaution, is the associalitpi with the 
station of an advisory l)oard made up of men and women 
whose character, .standing and occupations will insure a 
woli-ronnded program best calculated to soi-vei the gr(‘al- 
ost portion of the population in the region to 1)0 served. 

Again, it may be urged that the Commissio)),; in its em- 
plia.'i on the rights of the listening public, has loverlooked 
tin* light of traiismisslijji recognized in the Amendatory 
Act of March 28, 1.928. ’I'lie statute, however, oily went so 
fai' as to iirescribe equalif/i of transmission when, in the 
opening clause, it provided: I

“It is hereby declared tlial ill ix'ojdc of all the zones 
esialilished by .Scctidii ol this .\ct are laititled to e(juality 
of I'adio broadcast 1 iiLT si‘r\ir(>, Ixitli of transmission and of 
reception." 

It is the oidy ])laci- in cxi.-tiny Kcderal h'u'islalion where 
the I'ecoeidtion of any ritrht with rcsjicct to transmission 
is even implied. The ('ommis<ion feels conrtdent that the 
fi’amers of the .\niendment. in iisiii”- tlu- woi’d transmission, 
still had the interest" of the i-eceiviiu' ])iiblie in mind. In 
a sense, a I)roadcast 1 n:x station may be reu'arded as a soi't 
of inonihpieee on the ail’ for the eoninmnity which it ser\’es, 
ovei’ whieh its pnl>lie events of ueiun’al interest, its politi¬ 
cal campaigns, its eii-etion I'einnis. its athletic contests, its 
oi’ciicstras and ;|rti"i.'. and discii'sion of its pulilic issues 
may be broadcast. If the community has broadcastin.ii' fa¬ 
cilities eoinnn-nsnr.-ile with the needs of its lisleiiinir ])ublic, 
and that station perfoi-nm its duty in furnishinii' a widl- 
rounded iiro”'ram. the riyhts ef tie* eoninmnity with respect 
to transmission ha\c' been achie\’ed. 

Where the content is l)''tween two ueiieral juililic service 
stations. e<|ual in all respects other than proi;ram 
(il servin' what priiu-iples apjily to tln-ir e\aluation in 
coinpari'on with each other.’ For the i)rest‘nt. the 
('ommissioii can sa.\ oidy that these ])rineiples must be 
worked >>ut by the ai’adiia! proeo" of judicial determina¬ 
tion and the creation ot' iirecedeiits. ()ne helpful element 
is the popularity oi' a station to the extent that it can ac¬ 
curately Ite ascertained from a real cross-section of the 
imiilic. 

H\idence siich a- is freipienily <»ffered to the ('ommissioii 
as to comparaIi’ce popularity of broadcastiiiu’ stations is 
exceedine'i.v uiit rimt woi’tby. Xo matter how ironclad the 
safeauanis claimed to ha\'e been thrown around the taking 
oi the so-ealleii jiolU of the lislenel’s, tjic result is usuallv 
that the 'tations lor whose beiielit the jioll is taken is shown 
to be the most ])opula!’ station. Such popularity at best 
is licet ill”' and iraiisieiit. .\ partimilar entertainer or a 
particular bit ol' ,;id\ertisinu' may be resjmnsible for one 
station's temjiorary ascendency in the minds of a public 
momentarily fore-elfnl of the more serious and important 
service being co!|iinuously reiuh'red by another station. 
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TIu> more fart lliar a (•r.:i;i-ovca-sy sadi as the present one 
exists, ami that om' slalion has uscvl its hroadeastinu’ fa¬ 
cilities to stir u;i the pnl'lie into imliynation ovcot an alleijed 
wronii’. will, of (‘(nirsc-. he* rc‘llect(‘d in ;i \'ote of i)rotest which 
is iirmn'.'iat of the* identity of the other party toithe eontro- 
vei's\’ and of the elaiins of stations not pai’ties jto the con- 
troV(‘rsy. It has Ix-eonie a i’t‘ur<‘ttahh- jiraetiec* for stations 
a))])eai'in,a' lu'foia* the ('(iinmission to i-(!nih thejr listenins;' 
pnhlie fo!‘ allida'.’its. sl^iicrs ef ))ctitions. h*tteiis and tele- 
ua'anis to stiliixo’t theii' t-la!iii>. In tin* opinion df the (.'oin- 
inission this is in most ea.-c- '.-••snltina- only in|an eneiini- 
hi-am-e of the reeord without any p.irtienlar siiynitieance. 
Mven a eomparativc-ly nnini])oi-tant and nnpopqlai’ station 
(•an. by annonneenn*nts from the station and hy ^-econrse to 
friends oi' the lieeiisee. make a formidaliih* showing; 
6- which is usually moi'c prohati'^c of the (lili<i,'enee of 
the lu'oadcaster than of th.e ])opnl;irity of his station. 

The ('ommission is c-onvinecd that in seitine: up the stand¬ 
ards it doc's. it is not trans'.i!-(‘^-inu tin* jirovisicjms of Sec¬ 
tion :!!• of the Iladi(. .\cl of proliihil in"' it fiiom assum¬ 
ing the ]) 0 wer of ceiisoi-ship or infringing the right of fia'c* 
sp(*eeh. It do(*s not. eithei' hy nih*. rcgulatioii or order, 
foi'hid oi- curtail tin* full scope of ilic free cvchanlgc* of ideas 
on all matters of interest or importance* to tin public: it 
simply is apiilying tin* standard of /iKhiic interc*st, con¬ 
venience* or nc*c(*ssity which, under the* statute*, npist control 
its every action. Tt desii-es to (*liminal(* matt(*r.s| of prii'afe 
interc*st only to make* room foi- the adi'cady (*xi;*(*ssive de¬ 
mand of inattc*rs of pul)lic inter(*st. It is not imj)osing any 
prioi' resti'iction (»n utteranc(*s (the usual e ()i!(‘c*i)tion of 
censorship) hnt it is resei-\ ina' tin* I'ight to take into ac¬ 
count a station's past conduct. m(*asur(*(! !>>• the legal stand¬ 
ard, in its future* actions. If any resti'iction is i|m])osed on 
free sp(*(*ch it is by the* laws eef raeliei lehysio \yhich make 
It im]jossibl(* te) e-i'owd the* same* aiineunt of utte.)rance into 
the few channels of the ether that can be* acconitnodated in 
the press or on the* public platform. Kven in the pi'ess or 
in public places speech is not unrestricteel; mattcjrs of priv¬ 
ate interest beg-ome (udelic nuisauce*s. grounds I'or actions 
for damages, and even e*rimes. I 

After all, in its process of reasoning the* ('onjimission is 
but pursuing the same })ath whie-h led te) the original pub¬ 
lic utilitv conception and to its extensions to new'businesses 
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as cii-cumslaiK-cs and the ])rcvaii a;u: i)n1)lie sentiment de¬ 
manded. An excerpt from Mnnn \'. Illinois, 94 U. S.. lid, 
■which has become classic in cases involvinii’ a detei'ininalion 
of what businesses ai'e clotlied with a pnldic interest 
6d may lie tittimrly fpioted in conclndinir this ))ortion 
of the statement: 

“'I'hls brings us to iiujuire as to the princi])les u])0n 
winch this power of ren'ulatinii I'ests, in oi'der that we may 
determine wliat is within and what without its o))erativi‘ ef¬ 
fect. Lookinu'. then, to the cnmmou law. from whence came 
the riyht which the Constitution protects. wt‘ find that when 
j i-i\-ale pi-op(‘rty is “aifected with a ])ult]ic interest, it ceases 
to be jni'i- privati oidy.' 'I'his w.as said by Lord Chief Jus¬ 
tice Hale more than two hundred years airo. in his tn-atise 
Di- Hdi’tilnis Maris. 1 Ilarir. L. I’r.. 7s. and has lieen ac- 
cepteii without olijection .asaii essential element ill the law 
of i)ropert_\' ev(‘r since, i’roperty does i)ecome clotlu-d with 
a public interest when used in a manner to make it of 
ptiitlic coiiseiiueiice. and effect the community at lar<i-e. 
When, therefore, one cUwoli-s his jiroperty to a use in which 
the piddic has an interest. h<‘, in ('iTect. grants to tin* pub¬ 
lic an interest in the use. and must submit to be controlled 
by the i)ul)lie foi'ilhe common uood. to the (‘xtent of the in- 
tm-est he has thus created. He may withdraw his ii'rant 
by discoiitiniiiim' the use: but. so lonii- as he maintains the 
use. he must submit to the control.” 

Hroadc.asline- stations .an* u>ed in a manner to make them 
of public conse(|Uenee aiid affect the piililii- at laru’c. The 
piildic considers, and riifhtly so. that it has an interest in 
that Use, ;iiid the st;itions “must submit to be controlled by 
the public for the common yood.’’ They art* tin* lit'iielici- 
aries of privih'yes of inestimalih* value and of incalculable 
importance to tin* life ami thouyht of the nation: their ob¬ 
ligations :ire correspondingly yreat. 

64 Points with Kespt-ct to Three Apjilicants on Which 
the ('ommission Is Ayreed. 

The Commission finds from the evidence that of the three 
stations involved in the proceedinys before it WCBD has 
the superior claim from the point of view of priority, hav- 
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in«' hooii in continuous o'r.'rniion since June. 192$. and liav- 
iii”: (‘inployed L’o.OOO wall tvansaiiltiM' since July 19, 1924. 
Xexl witli rcsi)ecl to priority is WLS whicli hiis lieen in 
continuous o])eratiou since April 11. 11124. and lias used a 
5.000 watt transmitter since .Tanuary 9. 1920. ’’;riie claims 
ol‘ WKXK are Infm'ior to Oolli station^, liavinui a liistoiy 
wliicli dates liack to Decemlxe- IS. 1!>24 (if WI>(’X I'o taken 
into consideration), or to .\pril 10. 11125 (if WMjXR Oe tlie 
sole Oasis for determination), and not liaviny; Had a lii_<;-h 
power station of 5.0110 watts or more until .Vinl'il 1. 1928. 
It is not necessary in this ca'C to make any disllinction be¬ 
tween the lower power transmitters fornierlvi employed 
by the tlii’ee stations, and their later higher powip- stations. 
In till' earlirn' da\s of control liy the Secretary of ('om- 
niei'ce cleared channels were to ;i lar^e extent o|-cupied by 
station- of 500 to 1 .OOO wat 1 s. 1 n addit ion. all t hree stations 
chane-ed o\i*i' to hiirher powered stations in the jsame lada- 
tive order. | 

The (pu'stion of priority cannot be considered,j of course, 
independently of the hours of o]»eration actnallx' eiijoyc'd 
by a station. So while W<T?|) is the older of I tin* three, 
inasmuch as it at no time eiijoxed more than comparatively 
a small fraction of full time, it ma\' Ik“ considered that such 
riuht as it has with respect to priority is aecoi-ijinu-ly lim¬ 
ited. 

What is the (‘fb'ct of a chane-e of ownei'ship onjthe rights 
of a station.' 'I'here are two instances of this in the 
65 ])resent case. .\s was pointed out in Iheihistoiw of 
tin* three stations abo\’e set forth, tlm in’e.sent owner 
of h]XK, in .lune, 1927. pui’chased two compar.-jti\(dy low 
jiowered transmitters, located i-espectl\-el\ on thejnorth and 
south sides of Chlcae-o. and oiu-rated tlieni under se])arate 
call lett(‘rs (the same that they had thei-etofore lised) until 
during- tin* year 1!)28. The 5i).(>()i) watt I ixansmit tei- was not 
used at all until after .Viiril 1, 1!)2S, and fiami thdn on only 
part of the time assiirned to tin* licensee until Xofember 11, 
1928. The two small powered stations had the (iall letters 
WEXK and WR('X. The lattei- ceased to exist oin Septc'm- 
ber 1, 1928, as a i-esult of a Inxiriny befo’a? the ('(immission. 
Under these circumstances is the Gi-eat Lakes Broadcast¬ 
ing Company, in the calculation of priority, entitlj?d to avail 
itself of the prior history of the two .smaller stallions prior 
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to .Juno, 1927? Tlu* quostioii luH-d not he answered in this 
ca.s(*. inasmuch as even if the ('ompany were entitled to do 
so it would still h(‘ junior in riirlit to the other two a])i)li- 
cants. Tlu- Commission, therefore, will confint- itself to 
pointiue- out that under the Act of 1912 there was no provi¬ 
sion whatsoever for assi^-nnient of lici-nsi-s, and the (ptes- 
tion as to continuity of e.\istenc»* may In- somewhat differ¬ 
ent than wheia- a chan,u:e of ownership occurs under the Act 
of 1927. .\o wi-itten ap])roval of assiii-nment was retpiired 

by that .\ct and. as the courts ultimately construed it, the 
})urchaser of a station was almost automatically entitled 
to whatev«*r j)rivile<re he ap})lietl foi’. Call letters are not 
in themselves at all conclusive of the continued identity of 
a station. They are a conve-nient taa' which in the ordinary 
case ser\'es to tiescrihe the same station. Xeither can the 
identity of tlu- transmittc-r be a controlling test, 'frans- 
mittei’s are re])hu-ed from time to time as the art proirresses 
and moved to locations better calculated to serve the same 
])ul)lic. and otherwise changed in identity. One sta- 
(){■) tion may consist of sevei'al trausmittei-s, in onh-r to 
insure continuous o])ei-ation to the lu-st advantaui-. 
The I'eal test must lie tlu- continuity of service fi-om the point 
of \ie\v of the listeniiiir public, with refer(-nc(- both to tlu- 
kind and to the (-.\tent of such service. 

d'he other chanei- of ownershi)) involved in this case is 
that \vherel»y on Xovemliei' 11. 192S. ])ursuant to a wi'itten 
consent fi-om the Commission, the license of WLS was as- 
siiine<l i)y Si-ars, Roebuck and Company to a new cor])ora- 
tion calh-d Agricultural broadcastine' ('ompany. 'Fhe facts 
show that this wus not a substantial chanii'e in \'iew of the 
fact that the seller retained what comes very close to beina' 
control throuii'h stock owiu-rship. and the further fact that 
the staff and ])ersonnel in direct charsre of the operation 
of the station remains the same. Tlu-se fact-- in tlu-m- 
selves, in the opinion of the Commission, are sufficient to 
})reserve the continuous identity of the station. Mven if 
they wei’e not present, however, the Commission believes 
that the continuity would be preserved in the ordinary 
case, and without the appearance of special circumstances. 
The fact that Section 12 of the Act reejuires the written 
approval of the licensinir authority to an assignment indi¬ 
cates to the Commission that the Commission must in each 
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case determine whether the assignee is sufficiently responsi¬ 
ble and capable to carry on service as good ajj;, or better 
than, the predecessor in title. If the station is |to continue 
to serve the same listening public and its gener^tl purposes 
are to be substantially the same the Commissioni views it as 
the same station. The rommission, thereforei finds that 
the continuous recoi'd of WLS is not broken by the trans¬ 
fer which occurred on Xovember 11, 1928. 

Another jioint on wliich the members of the (Ikminiission 
are agreed is with reference to the charge that 
67 AVEXK is a jti-opaganda station. Thej charge is 
based on the statement contained in its last applica¬ 
tion for renewal, wherein, in answer to a question as to the 
purpose for which the station will be oi)erated i|t is stated: 

‘“This station is used mainly by the Corrimonwealth 
Edison Company. l’eo])les (las Liglit and Cok(‘ (’o., Pulfiic 
Service Co. of Xortheiai Illinois, ('hicago Rapid Transit 
Co. and Chicago X. Shore and .Milwaukee K. K. |Co. Middle 
West Utilities Co. .Midland Utilities ('o. for l)roadcasting 
good music, entertainment, educational featuiavs, news and 
sporting events to the public which they also shrve in the 
capacity of public utilities. The i)olicy of this s|tation is to 
furnish to the i)ublic a service which will fostrjr and ])ro- 
mote the cordial i-elations with the public, whichithe station 
already as public utilities, now enjoys. This station is be¬ 
lieved to be the most popular independent station in Chi¬ 
cago.” 

I 

It is claimed that this indicates a iJuri)ose to used he station 
for propaganda purijoses such as those which ha^’e received 
public coiideinuatioii in connection with recent hjcarings be¬ 
fore the Federal Radio Commission. The (i’ommission 
finds that this claim is not well founded. The evidence not 
only shows no indication of the use of the station for such 
purposes but, if anything, shows a positive intention on the 
part of its owners not to use it in such fashion.: The mere 
fact that a station is owned and operated directly or indi¬ 
rectly l)y a public utility is not, in the opinion qf the Com¬ 
mission, a significant fact in the present state oi‘ affairs in 
the broadcast band. The great majority of broadcasting 
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s1;itioii< ai‘<* owned aiid ojierated for the purpose' ol adver- 
lisinvt the ll^silles^es of tliose who eoulrol tlu' stations. A 
])nliri(' utility has as iniieh laaiil to euu';iy:(“ in c.dvertising 
a.s a hotel, dry-yoods stoi’e. news])aper or insni'ancc cuni- 
paJiy. 'rh<‘re are a ^nl>stantial nuinher of stations now suc¬ 
cessfully ojxM'aled hy pnlilic utilities in \'arions parts ol the 
connti’y without any complaint reachiiiu' the Commission 
that the facilities ha\’e lieeii improiierly used. 'I'he Commis¬ 
sion does not !kelie\’e that there is any less I'easoii toi' })er- 
mittiny a pniilic utility to ad\ertise l)y means of 
()S !»)’oadca>tiny th.an in the eolnnms of newspapers and 
niaya/.ines. ainl no one has snyyested that this was 
cither niti’a \ ires oi- ayain>t pniklic policy. 

d’he (’oimnissioii licliex'es that no riyht to an\' jiarticidar 
amount of time or amount of power can lie predicated hy 
WKXl! on tile fact that the Commission yranted a jici'mit 
to con>lrnct it> .'lO.iiiio watt t ran>mit tc‘r. 'The permit was 
carefully safeniiardeil so as not to carry with it any I'iyht 
to any >]iecilic ]iri\’ileyes. Lony after the i-onst nu-t ion was 
completed and. in fact, until Xo\'emher II. AVKXR 

was not allowed to use it e.xcept on .'i.noo watts in tin* day¬ 
time and watts foi- a >hort while after midniyht. 

Wld.XlCs owners can hardly have imayined that in yranl- 
iny them the peianit. the ('ommission was automatically 
takiny pri\ileyes from other stations without a hcariny. 
rndei" Si-etion 21 of the Act. the yrant of a jieianit to con- 
sti'iict a station may imjily a riyht (snhjcct to conditions) 
to a license to use it when constructed. Imt can hardly lead 
to a riyht to any particular freipiency, jiower, or hours of 
ojieration. espc-cially when the intention to create such a 
riyht is e.\pre>>ly neyatived. 

A more dillienll i|Uestion arises with r(*yard to the status 
of Weld). 'Idle conclusion is una\oidahle that this station, 
in i‘mpha>is. i> operated for tin* pni’iiose of projiayatiny 
the creed of its owner. The services are k-ntindy built on 
reliyious exercises in the Zion City Tenpile, and include 
the stonions of the head of that churc-h. Wdiat music there 
is proceediS aliuo.-t entirely from that church, it must be 
recoyni/.ed that the music has lieen of very hiyh ipiality, and 
has a yood followiny amony the listeniny public. On the 
other hand, the members of the faith and the persons inter- 
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ested in it are extremely limited in number corbpared with 
those of other faiths, and it is not lo 2 :ical thatisneh a sect 
should enjoy peenliar facilities for ]>ro|)a,t>‘ating its 
69 beliefs when there is not room in the ether for the 
many other sects to have their separa|te stations. 
The Commission is somewhat divided in o])inibn as to the 
effect to be iiivc'ii these considerations and theif resjiexdive 
conclusions will I)e set foi'th in the separate oi)inions below. 

The Commission is also divided in opinion aS| to whether 
IVEXR has, by its evidence, shown sufficient reaison for dis¬ 
regarding: or curtailing the claim of IVLS, restiiiig upon its 
priority and.evidence of service. As a result of! this differ¬ 
ence of opinion the members of the Commission also differ 
as to the assignments which they believe should be justly 
made to the lliree stations respectively. The best way of 
indicating these differences of opinion seems toibe by sepa¬ 
rate statements of grounds foi- chaasion and such statements 
are, therefoi-e, hereinaftei- set forth. | 
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ommission- 


AVhile we concur with our bi-other commissioners in deny¬ 
ing the application of WLS for more than its ])iiesent allot¬ 
ment of 5 7 time on the channel of 870 kc. we desire to make 
clear oui' reason for so tloiiig. The reason is not that WLS 
is not performing a service entitling it to more time but 
simply that it has not in the enjoyed more than it has 
now. Its rights resting on priority must be considered as 
limited to the time used in the past. Furthermore, in view 
of the great curtailment in time which, in the linterest of 
good reception and of e(iualization have had to |)e imj)Osed 
on a large ]»roportion of broadcasting stations, it does not 
seem logical that any station should be givenj increased 
hours at this time without an unusual showing |of reasons 
justifying an increase. Our views with regard! to the ex¬ 
cellence and importance of the service of WLS aii'e set forth 
below in our consideration of WEXR's ai)])licatibn. 

With regard to WORD we do not take ([uite the! same view 
as our associates do. While WORD, although ah older sta¬ 
tion, is inferior in right to WLS because the latter is a gen- 
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oral ])iil)Iic scr\ i<-(‘ station and the I'ornior is not, and while 
"W CBI) siioiild not. therot’oi’c, 1)0 nr:inted any ])rivileo'es at 
the o.xiionso of \VI.,S. wo faxoi' ro'^toriii”- \V( '1>1) to the chan¬ 
nel ol'^7() kc. l)nt with a limitation to 1 7 time*. Our n-asons 
for this are sevi'ral. 'I'ln* comhination of WLS and WOBI) 
on one channel does, in a nieasni'e, furnish a well-rounded 
service on that channel, on the assunii)tion that W('I)l) will 
furnish the i-eli'^ious j)oi-tion of the yenei-al i)i-oyrain. 'I'liis 
is iierha])s nut technically consistent with the views else¬ 
where expressed ill this statement, and cuiicui'i'ed in l)y all 
four <-ommissioners. 'I'hei'e are. howevi-r. peculiar 
71 e(|uitii“s sui)portine- the case of W'CBl). ])articularly 
its lem;llii of servio* and tlu‘ hiuh chai'acter and |)oi)u- 
larity of its musical ])i-oiiram: there is a lack of any evi¬ 
dence that it has ]i|-essed the interests of the creed of its 
owner to the |)uint where it has heeii anuuyiny or coutro- 
\ ersial. I'hirl hei'iiiore. such a disposition of Wt'BD. to- 
u-ether with the disposition which we pl’opose for \VKXR, 
will le.ave .another I 7 time assiyimieiit open on the channel 
which m.ay he put to ad\antayeous use hy still anotlnu’ Clii- 
cau'o station which is jirotestini;- its assignment to the Com¬ 
mission. 

If WCBl) Were ”i\-eii I 7 time on s7<t kc. at the ex])i‘ns(‘ 
of WMXB. it would le.avt' only I 7 time for the hatter sta¬ 
tion, which, in its pui'poses is .a a'ciieral public service sta¬ 
tion. !a\aai with 7 time, the station is, we re.adily recoo- 
ni/.e. from the evidence, sevei’ely handicap]ied in ])resentin<i; 
its piaiyi’ams to the ])uhr!c on an economical basis. We 
have, thei-efori‘J come to till' (auielusion that WMXK should 
be transferred to 14M) kc.. where by laaison of a vacancy 
ci’eated by ])iaw ions .action of the Commission, there is av.ail- 
alile at le.a't 4 7 time. 'I'he channel of l4S(l kc. is not. under 
(1 eiier.aI ( baler Xo. 4b desieiiated .as a cleai’ channel although 
at present it h.app<ais to lie clear of other stations. It is 
set ap.ai't for u>e by stations of .'ibbO w.atts or more, two 
stations in diffetaait Zones to be piManitted to opeiaite simul¬ 
taneously. 'I'hei'e are four such channels. 'They are not, of 
cours(‘, as desirable as tin* cleared channels. It is only 
fair, however, that a station with inferior claims with re- 
s])cct both to ])rioi'ity and to service shouhl take such an 
assignment. This end of the broadcast band is, as yet, not

are being- sjient on its operation and its programs are 

e.xeellent, is not different in ])ur)K)se or charaeteit from sev¬ 
eral general public service stations which liave be|en serving 
tlie ('hicago art'a for a much longei- ])eriod.

Moth a 5(H>n watt station and a oO.OOO wjitt station 
must, it' th(>r(‘ is to be satisfactory i-ccci)tion ovef areas be¬ 
yond ththi- immediate vicinities, liav(‘ cleared chaipiels. 'fin* 
(’ommissioii has mH yet dcti-rmlned that .")(),()()() watts may 
safely be pei-raitted even on cleared channels; ipi(l(‘r Cen- 
(“I’al Order 42 tin* maximum ])oW(n- i-t'giilarlv licensed is 
2r),0()0 watts, although jjrovision is maih* for thejuse of an 
additional 25,001) watts on an e.\])erimental b;ilsis to de¬ 
termine whether excessix’i' interference will resnilt. 'I’liere 
is ])ending in both the Senate and the House of l\|epr(‘senta-

"WL.S. tin* (lid station, which installed its ."jOOO watt trans¬ 
mitter at a time when that was the highest powered appa¬ 
ratus ohtainahle in the market, has the riiilit to a reason¬ 
able opjjortunity tor study of the needs ot its listening pub¬ 
lic and. if it finds a need therefor, to ask for the right to 
replace its apjiaratus with a larger one. This is on a theory 
analogous to that by which in senne jurisdictions railroad 
companies are given preferential recognition in their claims 
to the right to extend their trans])ortation service by char- 
tei’s or <-ertilii-ates for tin* operation of Inis lines. It must 
be r<*meinliereil that even a .’ioon watt transmitter costs in 
the neighboi'hoofl of $!.')().(>()(» and that to rei|nire frepnent 
replaecnn-nts of ajiparatus to meet with ea<-h new concep¬ 
tion of permi><ibie power may easily constitute a financial 
burdi'ii not altoc'ether con-islent with the right of the listen¬ 
ing public lo program scin ice of a high oriler. for this also 
is exi)ensive. As a mattei* of fact \VL.S now has pi'iuling 
iM'fon* the ('ommission an aiiplicatioii for a IttO.OnO watt 
transmitter tih'd prior to the decision rendered in this case. 

What we ha\(‘ said heretofore is. howe\'er. only ]>y way 
of lU’eface to what, in our opinion. i< the decisivt* element 
in the case. i. e.. tin* jieculiar value of the seiwice which WLS 
has rendered to tin* })uiilic. Chicago is tin* centre and the 
market for one of the richest agricultural regions in the 
world and a large projiortion of tin* population in the sur¬ 
rounding region is justly interested in broadcasting service 
designed to meet the farmer’s needs, 'fhese needs include 
mark(*t reports and weatln*r r(*]ioi-ts. instruction in, 
74 and discussii'ii of. farm probh*ms and miscellaneous 
matters interesting to farmers. Since tin* C^hicago 
area has 4..*) cleaia*<l channels it is distinctly in the public 
int(*rest that of the total general public service r(*ndered by 
its stations, a very sulistantial iiroportion be devoted to the 
large numbers of interested rural listeiu'rs. WLS has for a 
long time recogni'/.ed and responded generously to these 
needs and has si'cured for itst'lf ;ui ein'iable re])Utation in 
the agricnltural .Middle W(*st for its s(*i-vice. In the last d' 
years, for example, the station has devoted over 2000 hours 
to market reports and weather reports. .Mai’ket report.s 
mean something more than dry tigures: they must be inter- 
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preted to be of real value atul for this purpose^ "WLS has 
the services of oue of the abh'st meu in the business, a 
special wire to the ('hicau'o stockyaials, and alt necessary 
facilities. WLS has, over a period of several years, built 
up an efficient oruani/cation for the u'atherine,- of altiTicnltural 
data for diss(*mination amona- fanners. It has! the neces¬ 
sary contacts vith ai-'i'icnltural colie,u'es, or»-anl7,ations and 
.ionnials. It recouiii/.es their interests in quest|ions which 
it causes to be debated befoi’e its inicro])hom‘. Iti has a con¬ 
nection with the Chica.n'o .lounial. a daily newspa))ei’, which 
])i‘ovidcs news flashes and other infonnatiou muk'ssary for 
a ]>roper news sei'vice. lii addition, it has provided a hiuh 
ord(‘r (')f ('iitertainment, not inferior in any resiject. in our 
judainent to that ,i;iveu by ^\'l']^'b^ aaaiu, ho\y(‘\-er, with 
emphasis on the needs and desii-es of the a.a'ricuiltui'al l)Oi")- 
ulation. It is the riylit of this ])ortiou of thi‘ liM'pulation 
which we believe we are upholdiiiy when we vcite to (hmy 
th(> claim of station W’KXK. .\ service j which has 
7b been built u]) o\’('i‘ a period of si'Vei’al ye;n's of hal’d 
work, with the resulting perfc'ctitm of oka’aui’/.ation 
and experiimce. cannot be duplicated ovei’ ui.u'hl by ;i new 
station just euteriiiu’the liehl.

Statement of Grounds for Decision by Compiis- 
sioners Caldwell and Lafouut. 


bVe believe that W'KXK's application should be ^-ranted 
to the extent of assiyuiu.u’ it one-half time on tlie channel 
of S70 kilocycles, so that Wld.XM and W'LS wiljl be on an 
equal division of time. We belie\'e that b\ CBDi's applica¬ 
tion should be denied. I 

While fi’om tlie point of view of priority aloud WLS has 
claims superior to those of WMXK, we re<>’ard tl|iose claims 
as overcome liy tin* overwhelmiu.e,’ wei.u'ht of the evidence 
showin.u’ both a superior service and a s;’reater capacity for 
service by WKXK. In our opinion, therefore, |the claims 
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of AVLS resting' on priority sliouhl uivo at least to the ex¬ 
tent of jXT'mittiiii;- WKXlt to have one-half time. 

'With roycird to the service heretofore and now heinc,- ren¬ 
dered hy WMXIi. the evidence shows, we helieve, that it is 
of the vciy liiyhest standard and substantially better than 
that H:iven by WLS. W'itli the possii)le exception of one 
other <'hica.iro station (not a ]nu'ty to tliis controversy) it 
employs t!u‘ largest and best staff of mnsieians. The suc¬ 
cess of its s(‘rvice on domestic ])i‘oblems to tlie housewife 
dnrinir tlie daytime was amj)ly demonsti-ated. Its record of 
])artici])ation in events of ci\ic importance, discussions of 
puestion-: of imblii- intei'est, educational matter, and agri¬ 
cultural servic(‘ (of which wi* shall have more to say below) 
is (‘Xcellent. 

It is true, of cours»‘. that a Commission sittinu’ in Wash¬ 
ington is in a poor position to compare the progi'ams of 
two stations when alt it has before it is the testimony of a 
few witnesses and a <-ollection <'f itemi/i-d |ironi'ains. Xames 
of artists without evidence of their standing and titles of 
musical numbers without a (h'seription of their rendering 
are not particularly helpful. Foi' this i-eason we must 
77 go back to such evidence ami attempt to discover 
more significant indications of tin* character of the 
servic<‘. One sucli indication will la* found, we believe, in 
the amount of niom'y ])aid out by a station for its programs 
over a given peiaoil. 'I'his will not be conclusive but it is 
v(‘ry ])ersuasive (“vidence. Another such indication will he 
found, we believe, in the po]mlarity of a station with the 
listening i)ul)lic. although, as was |)()inted out in the gen¬ 
eral statement of pi'inciples !)>' the Commission, there are 
manifest intirmities in the kinds of evidence usually adduced 
by stations on this score. .ludged Iiy either test WKX’R's 
service mak<*s a lielter showing on the eviileitce than that of 
WLS. W(‘ beli(‘ve that WKXK’ is clearly shown to be the 
more popular station of the two. 

'I'lie evidence, in our opinion, also demonstrates that in 
the future WLXK will continue to give better service than 
WLS. In the tirst idace the umiuestioned financial re- 
sponsi])ility of the interests controlling the station is an 
assurance of this,iwhereas, since Sears. Ko(‘buck and Com¬ 
pany apparently plan eventually to relinquish any control 
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over the station, ve are not convinced that "WLS vill have 
the same backing'. AVe feel compelled to colisider this 
important, not only because Section 10 of the Radio Act of 
1927 calls on ns to investigate the financial ability of li¬ 
censees, but also because it is common knowledge that in¬ 
sofar as direct returns go nearly every large pop^ilar broad¬ 
casting station is operated at a heavy loss. Thb operation 
of such station, therefore, should, so far as possible, log¬ 
ically be in the hands of concerns able and willing to be 
satisfied with an indirect return in the nature of good will. 

Another consideration which is entitled to great 
78 weight, in our opinion, is the fact that AVEXR’s 
.oO.OOO watt transmitter will give betterj service in 
the Chicago area ami some degree of service over a larger 
area than WLS's .").()()() watt transmitter. Ack'ording to 
standards which seem to fmd acce])tance among (Migineers 
as approximately accui'ati', the service areas of stations 
of such ])ower during avei'age conditions on tvinter eve¬ 
nings (sid).ject, of (•f)nrse. to natural ])henonie|na such as 
fading and olhei' factors), are as follows:

From the point of view of the listening public, the dif¬ 
ference is an important, althou.gh not necessairily a con¬ 
trolling one. It seems to us that the public ought to have 
the advantage of as much use of a fine transmiitter as can 
be given it with due regttrd for the rights of others. 

There is anothei- element, closely rclateil to th<j foregoing, 
which should be mentioned. A .00,099 'vatt tran.simitter can¬ 
not be operated economically on so small an allotment as 
two-sevenths time. In fact, economical use ofiany trans¬ 
mitter requires full time ojieration, since the o\i'erhead ex¬ 
pense is substantially as great where less time is used. 
The technical and operating staff must be practically as 
large and most regularly employed musicians mnst be paid 
for practically full time. These considerations! are not as 
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important in tin? smaller stations, many of whom do not 
have re.L'ular full-time staffs and prefer to divide time, but 
where tlie operation of a station costs annually $o00.- 

79 (too or .$400,000 (as in the case of AVEXE) it is the 
listening public which suffers from a time division. 

AVe do nc)t need to ar^aie the irrefutable business prinei]»le 
that the smaller the ovei'head in proportion to the return 
(whethei- dii'eet or indirect) the more money can be safely 
devoted to the service sriven. Ati'ain, we iioint out. it is not 
the Itroadeaster’s case* we are aryninu: but the case of the 
listener. For the latter's sake, we believe, all larya* sta¬ 
tions should 1)(“ ])ermitted to o))erate ou a basis whieh will 
enalile them to aive the larirest possilile amount of servici'. 
AVe recoyni/,e. of (‘ourse. that in the overcrowded condition 
in the Iiroadi-ust band this has not always lieeu jmssible. 

AVe come now to consideration of the contention on which 
AA'LS -cems largely to rest its case, its a,i;'ricultural serv¬ 
ice. AVe are frankly very sce])lical as to the existence of 
any \cry snlistaTitial b.asis for its claim, aud are inclined 
to think th.at its merit in this reyard has been somewhat 
exayycrnted. does not asseih that it devotes any 

vei’y larye pi‘ 0 ]>oi 1 ion of its hours to ])nrely ayricultnrnl 
])royr;ims; we do not Iielieve that if it did it would have 
many listeners, evem amony the farmers. It lias devoted 
.SO// 0 ' of its hours to such ))i'oyrams and we do not doubt 
their yeneral exci'llence or their value to listeners. That 
such ])royi-ams differ substantially in either quantity or 
charactc'r from those rendered by other ('hicayo stations 
dnriny the daytime wv are not convinced. AA’EXE has also 
yiven ayi’icultural [iroyrams. althouyh, until it was per¬ 
mitted use of its new transmitter, it naturally could not 
reach any considerabh' audience outside of (’’hicayo. Be¬ 
cause of the nature of the concerns coutrolliny AVEXE the 
station has an exce(‘dinyly yreat interest in furnishiny 
service to rural areas, and its owners intend, if permitted, 
to do so. AA’ith a ,50.000 watt ti'ansmitter AA’EXE will yive 
b(>tter service and service over a wider area to farm- 

80 Cl'S than will AA’LS, and in favoriuy an inci'ease 
of tinu' to AA'EXE we are chiefly influenced by the 

thouyht that this will briny more and better service to the 
farmer in the Aliddle AA’est. 
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The sub.iect leads us to an obsewation directed at an 
assumption whicli is frei|uently made in arguments before 
the Commission and which we believe is erroneous. This 
assumption is that for some reason the farmer eii.ioys music 
and entertainment that is different from that enjoyed by 
the city dweller. In our opinion, good music land enter¬ 
tainment are universal in their appeal and havci slight ref¬ 
erence to the occupations and the places of residence of 
listeners; this is demonstrated by the popularity of chain 
programs which proceed largely fi'om New Yoilk and Chi¬ 
cago. In all walks of life there are iieojile |vho prefer 
classical or semi-classical music: there are otliefs who pre¬ 
fer the lighter forms of music. We believe tliat the many 
shades of o])inion ar(' I'eflected in cross-sections pf the coun¬ 
try’s agricultural jiopnlation and of its urban I pojnilation 
in about the same proportion. | 

We Dispose assigning an (‘xcellent station such! as WENR 
to 1480 kilocycles: where, Ix'canse of the iieculiarities of the 
high fre«iuenci<‘s in tiu' liroadcast band and clertain con¬ 
siderations of int('rf('rem‘e, tiie transmittf'r cannot I>e op¬ 
erated successfully (acconling to the evideiu'e)! with more 
than 5,000 watts. 

The equities urged by our associates in favoif of WCBD 
are not without foi-ce. but it is, in our opinion, inconsistent 
with principles on which we are all agreed, to give such a 
station any privileges at tlie expense of a geiieral public 
service station. !

At a session of the Federal Radio Commission held at 
its otliee in Washington. D. C., on August 30. 1028. 

Tht* Commission has determined tliat the definite assign¬ 
ment of a l)and of frequencies for hroadeastimx. the main¬ 
tenance of a separation of 10 kc between frequencies used 
in broadcasting, thr reservation of certain frequencies for 
exclusi\e iisu by stations in tlie Dominion of Camula. and 
the setting asid(‘ <d‘ a cei’tain number of otlier frequencies 
for shared us(‘ by the T'nited States and the Dominion of 
Canada, all as liei-einafter sjtecilied in this Order, will s('rve 
})ublic interest. conveni(>nce or necessity. 

The Cemmissioiii has further determined after careful 
consid(‘ratlon that the allocation of frequencies, of time 
for operation and of station power, for use by broadcasting 
stations, to the respective Zones, as hereinlielow spetufied 
in this ordf'r: 

a) Is iK'cessary in order to comply in part with the re- 
quiiaMueiits of Section 9 of the Radio Act of 1927 as 
amended I)y Section of the .\ct of ('ongrc'ss March 28. 
1928, insofar as it requires that the licensing authority 
shall .as nearly as possil>le make and maintain an eipuil allo¬ 
cation of bands of fi'eipiency or wavehaigths. of periods of 

time for optu'ation. and of station power, to each of 

83 the Zoties when and insofar as there are applications 
therefor, and 

b) Will promote public interest and convenience and 
■will serve jmblic necessity, insofar as this can be done 
in a manner consistent with the recpiirements of said Sec¬ 
tion 9 of the Radio .Act of H127 as ameiided by Section 3 
of the Act of Congress, March 28, 1!)28. and will greatly im¬ 
prove reception conditions in the broadcast band by the 
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elimination of a large portion of the interference which 
now exists. I 

It is therefore ordered: I 

Paragraph 1. That a band of frequencies extending from 
550 kc to 1500 kc, both inclusive, be, and the same is hereby, 
assigned to and for the use of broadcasting stations, said 
band of frequencies being hereinafter referred! to as the 
broadcast band. This order is not to be construed as pro- 
hiliiting the licensing of maritime mobile services on the 
f reqency of 1365 kc, as provided by the International Radio¬ 
telegraph Convention of 1927. 

Paragraph 2. That within said broadcast band, a separa¬ 
tion of 10 kc be maintained between the frequencies as¬ 
signed for use by broadcasting stations. ! 

Paragraph 3. That, of the frequencies within :kaid broad¬ 
cast band, (a) the frequencies of 690, 730, 840, 910, 
84 960 and 1030 kc be, and the same are, jliereliy re¬ 

served for use by broadcasting stations located in the 
Dominion of Canada, and shall not lie assighed to any 
broadcasting station licensed by tliis ('ommissibn; (b) the 
frequencies of 580, 600, 630, 780, 880, 890, 930,11010, 1120, 
1200 and 1210 kc be, and the same are hereby, sijd aside for 
simultaneous use by broadcasting stations located both in 
the Dominion of Canada and in the United States, its Ter¬ 
ritories and iiossessions, and no station will be! authorized 
by this Commission on any of these frequencies with an

Minutes of the Federal Radio Com mission. 

October 12, 1928—10 o'clock A. M. 

Present: Oommissioners Robinson, ('hairman, Sykes, 
Oaldwell, Pickard, and Lal''ount: the Secretary, Ohief Un- 
gineer. Uaiitain Hill, and the General Oounsel. 

There was presented to the Commission a revision of the 
allocation presented to the Commission and approved at its 
meeting of September 8. 1928, said revised allocation listing 
all broadcasting stations and specifying the freciueney, 
amount of power and hours of operation for each station. 
This revised allocation is set forth in a document numbered 
282 entitled as follows: 

“Revised List of Broadcasting Stations by Frequencies 
Effective 3 a. m., November 11, 1928, Eastern Standard 
Time.” 

Said revised allocation incorporates a number of changes 
with respect to frequency, amount of power and houi-s of 
operation: it also incorporates certain new stations and cer¬ 
tain increases of power precised on the granting of con¬ 
struction permits now pending before the (^mmission. 

On motion by Commissioner Sykes, which motion was 
duly carried, the Commission reconsidered the plan sub¬ 
mitted by Commissioner Pickard at the meeting of October 
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8, 1928, for providini? a cleared channel for Iowa,! etc., and 
the action adoptins^: said plan was rescinded. ! 

Having examined said revised allocation, the j Commis¬ 
sion made the following findings: 

1. With res])ect to each broadcasting statibn listed 
therein, the assignment of which is the same as isl set forth 
in the allocation adopted on September 8th, the| Commis¬ 
sion reaffirms its finding that such assignments >vill serve 
public interest, convenience or necessity and are Inecessary 
to prevent interference between broadcasting stajtions. 

2. With rspect to each broadcasting station listed therein, 
the assignment of sucli is other than was listed in fhe alloca¬ 
tion adopted on September 8th, the Commission finds that 
the new assignments will promote public convenience and 
interest and will serve public necessity, and are necessary to 

prevent interference between broadcasting stations. 
94 3. AVitli respect to each new broadcastiig station 

listed therein, the Commission finds that the grant¬ 
ing of pending a])plications for licenses of such stations 
will serve public interest, convenience, or necessity. 

4. With respect to each station listed therein on the pre¬ 
mise that a pending aiiplicatiou for construction permit 
will be granted, the Commission finds that the granting of 
such applications for construction permits will sOrve public 
interest, convenience, and necessity to the extent|of the as¬ 
signments indicated in the revised allocation. ■ 

5. With resi)ect to all assignments of frequencies, au¬ 

thorized power, hours of operation specified ifi said re¬ 
vised allocation and with respect to all changes thereof im¬ 
posed by said revised allocation, said assignments and said 
changes are necessary to carry out and to comply- with the 
jirovisions of the Radio Act of 1927 and the provisions of 
Section 5 of the Act of Congress approved March 28, 1928, 
and with the provisions of (Jeneral Order No. 140 of the 
Commission. !

Commissioner Robinson, dissented from the I foregoing 
findings, explaining his action as being based bn his op¬ 
position to the whole reallocation as distinguished from a 
policy of gradual changes and on his opposition to certain 
increases of power in connection with high-pojwered sta- 
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tions. He further explained that he did not want hi.-< vote 
to be under.stood a.s opposing- any ])articular change in fre¬ 
quency, hours of operation or power, (other tlian with re- 
.spect to such high-powered stations) as between said re¬ 
vised allocation and the allocation ap])roved Sei)tember 
8th. 

On motion by Commissioner Sykes, which motion was 
duly can-ied, the Commission set aside and rescinded so 
much of the allocation of S(‘pteinber Sth as is inconsistent 
with sai(i revised allocation. 

Commissioners Kobinson and Pickard ])resented to the 
Commission an arrangement between them affecting the 
Second and Fourth Zones wliei-el)y. under said revised al¬ 
location. the Second Zone receiveil a favorable assignment 
on 920 kilocycles for a Detroit station, and tlie Fourtli Zone 
borrowed tlie use of one-half time on a clearetl cliannel for 
use by a Fourth Zone station. Tlie latter portion of the 
arrangement was accomplished by the Fourth Zone being 
given the use of full time on 1020 kilocycles and the Second 
Zone being given the use of half time on 1160 kilocycles. 
By motion duly made ami can-ied the Commission ap¬ 
proved this arrangement. 

95 On motion by Commissioner Sykes, which motion 

was duly carried, the Commission entered the fol¬ 
lowing :

4. That each license or renewal license issued under the 
foregoing directions be so worded as to take effect on Xo-

5. That each construction permit issued under the fore¬ 
going directions be so worded as to require completion of 
the construction of the transmitter ^\ithin a period of 90 
days from the date of issuance.

153 Where two stations divided time that fact was 
shown in the exhibit but the proportion of time given 

to each station was not shown. It is stipulated that the 
proportion of time allotted to each such station was actually 
as stated above. 

Tiiere was then introduced, as Exhibit WEXR Xo. 2, a 
certified copy of the articles of incorporation and amend¬ 
ments tliereto of the Great Lakes Broadcasting Company, 
which showed that the Great Lakes Radio Broadcasting 
Company was incorporated under the laws of the State of 
Illinois, May 25, 1927, and that the object for which it is 
formed is *‘to acquire, construct, own, lease and operate a 
radio station, or stations, and to do all things necessary or 
convenient to do in connection therewith.” That the dura¬ 
tion of the corporation is perpetual: that the location of its 
princi])al ofiice is 72 West Adams Street. Chicago. Illinois; 

that the total authorized capital stock was $100.- 

154 & 155 000 common consisting of 1,000 shares of the {tar 

value of $100 each; that on .Inly 23, 1927, by 
amendment, tiie capital stock was increased to $750,000; and 
that on Feltruary 9, 1928, by amendment, the name of the 
corporation was clianged to Great Lakes Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany. 

There was tlien introduced, as WEXR Exhibit Xo. 3, the 
apjtlication of Great Lakes Radio Broadcasting Com]tany 
for a radio station construction permit authorizing it to 
construct a 50.000 watt transmitter at a point in the County 
of I)u])age. State of Illinois, in Township 38 X. Range 11 
E., 22.5 miles, air line from State and Madison Sti-eets, 
Chicago. Illinois, such transmitter to be operated for un¬ 
limited time on a frequency of 1040 kilocycles. Said ap- 
{ilication is dated August 1, 1927. 

There was then introduced in evidence as 5VEXR Exhibit 
Xo. 4 a letter dated August 11, 1927, to Great Lakes Broad¬ 
casting Company, from H. A. Bellows, Commissioner, here¬ 
tofore printed as part of the record. 

156 & 157 Also a letter dated August 18, 1927. to Great 
Lakes Radio Broadcasting Company from E. 
A. Beane, Supervisor of Radio. Federal Building, Chicago, 
Illinois, transmitting construction permit for the erection 
of a new station to be located 22.5 miles from the city of 
Chicago, said construction permit has heretofore been 
printed as part of the record. 
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158-163 There was then introduced in Evidence as 
IVEXR Exhibit Xo. 5, a copy of application made 
March 26,1928, by Great Lakes Broadcasting Company for 
a radio station license which has hereljofore been 
})rinted. 

164 There was then introduced, as Exhibit! WEXR X^o. 
6, a radio station license, dated April 7,11928, issued 

to Great Lakes Radio Broadcasting CompanV, which has 
heretofore been printed. 

John F. Gilchrist, called as a witness on bc^half of Sta¬ 
tion WEXR, having been first duly sworn, testified, in sub¬ 
stance, as follows: i 

“My name is John F. Gilchrist, President of the Great 
Lakes Broadcasting Company. I am also Vi(fe President 
of the Commonwealth hXlison C'ompany of C-hicago; and 
President of the Chicago & Illinois Midland Railway. 

The Great Lakes Broadcasting Company is Owned by the 
Commonwealth Edison Company, owning 60 per cent of the 
stock; by the Peoples Gas Light & Coke Complany, owning 
10 per cent of the stock; by the Midland Utilities Company, 
owning 10 per cent of the stock; by the MiddlO We.st Utili¬ 
ties Company, owning 10 per cent of the stock; and there 
is another 10 per cent of stock which is owned l:|y the Public 
Service Company of Xorthern Illinois, the Chicago, X'orth 
Shore & Milwaukee Railroad, and the Chicago Rapid Tran¬ 
sit Company. I am inclined to think that the Public Service 
Company owns 5 per cent, the Rapid Transit U’ompany, 4 
per cent, and the Milwaukee Railroad, 1 per c0nt, but I do 
not remember the exact division of that ownership.” 

165 There was then introduced in evidence, as WEXR 
Exhibit Xo. 8, a map headed, “Customers (in black) 

and Stockholders (in red) of the LTtility Com]|)anies which 
own the Great Lakes Broadcasting Company” together with 
the affidavit of E. J. Fowler. Said affidavit statbd that E. J. 
Fowler is a statistician of the Commonwealth Edison Com¬ 
pany and has access to the books and record of the Utility 
Companies which own the capital stock of the preat Lakes 
Broadcasting Company, with respect to the nuniber of stock¬ 
holders and customers of such owning companms; that the 
said map attached to said affidavit correctly sets forth the 
number of customers and stockholders, to-wit, 3,075,800 cus¬ 
tomers of said owning companies, exclusive of tike customers 
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of tlic transportation companies, and 380,.300 stockholders 
of said owning companies. 

Mr. Kelly objected to the introduction of the affidavit. 
Said objection was overruled, the following occurring: 

“b'ommissioner Sykes: The objection will be overruled. 
Under a rulini** by the Commission we jiermit the introduc¬ 
tion of aflidavits, under one of our general orders. 

“Mr. Kelly: In order that the judicial situation may be 
plain, we should jike to have an e.xception to the introduc¬ 
tion of the affidavit. 

“Commissioner Sykes: You may note your exception. 

“Mr. Felsenthal: Might it be regarded that objections 
offered by counsel representing Station M'LS may be con¬ 
sidered as if made by Station WCBD? 

“Commissioner Sykes: I will be glad to have the record 
so show. 

KIG “Mr. Felsenthal: And also to have the exception 
ai)ply to us? 

“Commissioner Sykes: Yes; that may be reserved by 
other stations.'- 

^Ir. Cilchrist continued his testimony as follows: 

“The object of these different companies in sustaining a 
broadcasting station is that by good music and entertaining 
programs, and educational matters, the owning companies 
want to amplify the service which they are rendering in a 
public utility way, and want to keep their names favorably 
before their customers and the public, so that when their 
services are needed they will be in mind. The Great Lakes 
Broadcasting Company sells time to the public when it has 
a chance. It has attempted to sell time, but has not been 
very successful, and is awaiting a high power, and oppor¬ 
tunity to use its larger station, and the effort has not been 
what it has been in the past, but it has employed a man 
for about a year soliciting contracts, without very much 
success. It has a few contracts, and it has some contracts 
with the owning companies. It sells some time to the own¬ 
ing companies. It has had a deficit in operation. That has 
been made up by prorating it among the owning companies. 

“In the fall of 1921 my assistant, Mr. George Foster, 
came to mo to get me interested in broadcasting, which was 
a relatively new thing, or at least it was to me. At first

we did not give him very much comfort, but |as T recall it 
he finally returned with the consent i of the then 
167 Chicago Opera Company to broadcast opera—and 
I might say that that was before the jiresent man¬ 
agement had anything to do with opera. We then con¬ 
sented, and the proposition that was made td us was that 
the Westinghouse Electric & ^Manufacturing Company 
would furnish the essential parts of the set if ye would fur¬ 
nish the place to put the towers, would furnisli iind pay the 
cost of the towers, and if we would furnish the space for 
the studio, and with us sending the programs!. 

“Wlien I say ‘we’ I refer to the Commonvjealth Edison. 
Company. Accordingly wo made the arrangetoont on that 
basis. The towers were built on the roof of thie office build¬ 
ing of the Edison Company, Xo. 72 West Adams Street, 
Chicago. The appartus was set—and I am not technical my¬ 
self, or I mean I have not a very technical idea of radio, 
only such knowledge as I have absorbed, a lit|;le bit of it— 
but it was placed in the upper part of the building. We 
afforded them rent free and ample studio space on the six¬ 
teenth floor of our building, and we began to get into the 
broadcasting business. 

“The p-ograms were all announced, a littlb later when 
KYW’s call letters and license were obtained,ias the West- 
inghouse Electric &. Manufacturing Company station on 
the roof of the Edison Building in Chicago. | So that the 
people of the city, not knowing the Westinghouse Electric 
& Manufacturing Company, credited the Edison Company 
with furnishing them the music. I 

“I think about the first thing that ivas put out, 
16S that is, in the way of inaugurating the Service which 
we were rendering, was a number given lj)y Miss Mary 
Garden. Mr. Foster and his associates havijng got Miss 
Garden to sing over the radio, that was put out, and I re¬ 
member hearing her sing myself at my home some seven 
miles south of the station in Chicago on an bid Westing¬ 
house set. 

“From that time on we continued. We for ypars had had 
an orchestra, what we considered a very good lorchestra, in 
the Edison Company, composed very largely of employees, 
60 to 100 pieces, and it had given concerts for the benefit 
of our central station customers. 
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“First ve gave this entirely free, or for a long time, 
and then wc had to go over to Orchestra Hall because of 
the size of tlie crowds, they being so great, and then we 
made a nominal cliarge of 10 cents, I believe it was, or a 
quarter, or somi'thing like that, to keep the crowds down. 

“I .'<iin]dy indicate that to show that we were prepared 
at that time to begin giving good concerts over the air, and 
we did as a mattei- of fact furnish the most or a great deal 
of the music-. Hr. Kastman, who was then in charge of 
music for our end i of it and who is still our director, is the 
best one to testify to that. 

“At some time, and I should say. although I do not recall 
exactly, but about ,1923 or 1924. we came to the conclusion, 
the Hdison (’om})any did. that it was a very decided 
1()9 rosponsilulity to be ))utting programs out over the 
air. and we aske-d the Weslinghouse C'ompany to sell 
us the station—or lirsl we asked them to sell us a controlling 
interest in it. Then we asked them to sell us the whole sta¬ 
tion. Afti-i- six months or so they re])ortc*d back that on 
account of tln-ii- relations with some of the other owners, and 
I think it was tlu* Radio Corporation of America, they were 
unal)le to sell to us. 

“They declined to sell the station to us, and we asked 
tlu^m to move- otT our roof, and they did. They then es- 
tablislu'd their towers on the Congress Hotel, and I sup¬ 
pose theii- studio is there. Tht-y invited us, however, to 
continue the use of time, and we did continue the use of 
time. \Vc‘ (‘stablished imnu>diately the studio in the Fine 
Arts Building, at very considerable expense, and continued 
to give a program over KYW. 

“After we had maintained this studio in the Fine Arts 
Building and broadcast over KYW, until about 1926, I 
would sav.or 1927,we dc-cided to have* oui- own broadcasting 
station if wc* could get the consentof the Federal RadioCom- 
mission. And inoi-der to have some standingwe went ahead 
and bought two broadcasting stations, Y'EXR. for which 
we paid $70,000, and WBCX. for which we paid $60,000. 
Wc then applied to the Commission, very shortly after that, 
for permission to erect a new station. We consulted with 
the best engineers we could find, that is, men whom 
170 we considered the best engineers, as to the station, 
and we were advised to put in high power equipment 
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at least. TTe consulted the Federal Eadio Commission and 
they told us that the matter of how much powpr they could 
allow us to use was a matter of cuttinp: and trying:, yet on 
the whole the trend—well. I will not say the Commission hut 
iMr. Bellows, who was then the Commissioner! of our Zone, 
said the trend was towards high power stations, and they 
knowing that we had decided on a 50,000 wattj station, they 
interposed no objection. A license was given jto us to erect 
that station, and we were to have it completed, or at least 
the license extends to April 1, 1928, and we built the station 
and had it in shape to operate by April 1,19281. 

“I should say the station, WFXE. was i)urchasi“d in the 
early part of 1927, or along the middle of 1927, and WBCX 
was purchased about the same time: jierhaps a month or so 
later. I do not know whether the Creat Lakes Broadcast¬ 
ing Company had actually l)een formed at that time. It 
purchased the stations, and they were put into the (Ireat 
Lakes just as (|uickly as it was formed, wliich was just 
about that time. 

“The policy of the (Ireat Lakes Broadcasting (.’ompany 
has been to give good music, good entertainment, with the 
compliments or by the courtesy of the owning companies. 
The programs have been expensive, and! increasingly 
so. 

171 “This high powc-r station was ready for operation 
April 1. li)28. It has not been oi)eratejl at any time 
in the evening pilor to 12:()() p. m., except Saturday evening, 
at 50,000 watts imwer. It has been ojicrated after 12:00 
p. m., Saturday evenings, a good deal of the time for about 
three hours. 1 mean for a good portion of t|he time since 
it was completed. IVe do not use the large |station at all 
evenings. We use the old WLX'E station witli 500 watts. 

“Station 1VB(.’X is not now in operation. |Tt is capable 
of being oi)erated. I mean by that that the|ap])aratus is 
capable of being operated. We have the a])pnratus to ope¬ 
rate it. The operation of Station WBCX wa.s discontinued 
bv order of the Federal Radio Commission.” !

There was then introduced in evidence as WLXK Ex¬ 
hibit Xo. 9, an order of the Federal Radiq (.’ommission

“By Commissioner Sykes:

1!>2S. sliowiiig a 
total ot .$42.28 1 ..3;). of which $20.3.1.3.8(5 is for jirograni and 
studio expenses, and the balance of $2].i)3.3.49 for ojierating 
expenses, details of which are given. 

iNfr. Gilchrist continued his testimony, as follows: 

“The expenditure for the mouth of Seiitiunlu-r is a ty])i- 
cal monthly cost of operation. It has been gr:ulually in- 
crea.sing but for the last four or five months it has run 
about that amount a month. I would say it has conn^ up 
from a year and a half ago at $(1,000 or $7,000 a month to 
$20,000 a month at the present time for the studio ex- 

176 penses. programs; and as to o])eration, I do not 
know that I can testify how much that has come up, 

but if we were operating the big station of course it would 
be very much higher. M'e are ojierating it at 5.000 watts 
during the daytime, but we cannot o])erat(‘ it in the evening 
as low as .500 watts, so we have to go over to the other 
station. 

“I discussed with .Mr. Bill, the manager of Station AVLS, 
how much time he would want for his broadcasting, and he 
stated that he would want certain hours.

“I don't know the date exactly, but I would s^y that this 
conversation was some time in July, 1928.” 

. (Mr. Kelly noted an exception to the extent that the con¬ 
versation with Mr. Bill was admitted.) 

Mr. Gilchrist then continued his testimony, as follows: 

“The companies interested in Station WEXRIhave a par¬ 
ticular interesi in farm develojiment which is; to provide 
to serve farms in the matter of jiower more J'larticularly 
and also licrht.” i

(Objection by Mr. Adsit to this testimony was over¬ 
ruled.) I 

! 

IMr. Gilchrist continued, as follows: i 

“They have given a great deal of attention; for a good 
many years to that kind of work. They havei been inter¬ 
ested in demonstrations to farmers in Illinois, at one place 
down south of Urbana on the Illinois Central, but particu- 
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larly in the section of the State between Springfield, Illi¬ 
nois, and Havana, and also between Havana and Pekin. 
Down tliere tlie Commonwealth Edison Company owns a 
railroad that is used for hanling its coal. It started with 
a very small railroad. A few years ago it bought a piece 
of the old Chicago. Peoria <5c St. Louis Pailroad when it 
was a.bout to ])o sold under a decree of court piecemeal, 
and wo ])ought it and rebuilt it. As to the farmers we co¬ 
operated with th.em, and they provided us with more 
ITS right of way and it was a very small narrow right of 
way. IVe saw that it was a very good place to co¬ 
operate with the farmers for the good of our companies and 
for their good. We bought a demonstration farm as a 
place five or six miles above Havana, a 240 acre farm, and 
that was ac(iuii-ed in Fi'bruai’y or March. I should say, of 
ibis year: at least it was acrpured early tniough so that 
we ]»ut ill crops lliere and ran a dinnonstration farm, to 
demonstrate the kind of crops which could b-e grown in that 
soil. 

“That is quite a common thing among the railroads, to 
run demonstration farms. Of course primarily it devel¬ 
oped traflic. and it developed traflic by increasing the pro¬ 
duction of th(' farms, and it is for the interest of the farmer, 
and our interest aside from that is to serve them electri¬ 
cally. Tliat is a very great problem that is lieing worked on 
by companies all over the country. Tliere are about six 
ndllion farms in the country, and only about five per cent 
of them have been electrified. On that electrification mat¬ 
ter we have been working as I say, iierliaps for ten years. 
2ilr. Xeff, one of our officers in our Wisconsin company, is 
))erha})s a leader in that activity, and from the beginning 
of the Station WEXK a portion of this work was to serve 
farmers, to reach the farmers. 

“We had a barbecue at the farm this summer, August 
dOth, 1 think it was. I know I was down there with my 
family, and there were 4,500 people there, farmers and 
their wives, and people from the towns of Havana and 
other smaller towns along the road. I should say that 
there were from 1,000 to 1,500 farmei-s probably, liesides 
their wives and children and tovcipieople: and it was 
170 for the purpose of showing them what we have been 
able to do in the way of growing certain crops on 
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that soil. IVe have in our employ Mr. E. W. Rusk as Agri¬ 
cultural Agent, a man very well educated aid a well in¬ 
formed agriculturist, who devotes his attention to the farm 
and who is giving the agricultural talks iover Station 
IVEXR now. I 

“Station AVEXR is giviug particular broadjcasting serv¬ 
ice to farmers. T think we have been getting together with 
'WT.S in the division of time. IVe arc unfortunate in not 
getting much time at the time that the farmers listen, but 
Mr. Bill very courteously gave us some time from seven 
to seven-tliirty in the evening, and we gave a program. IVe 
have l)een giving a noon program, and we have|—well, it has 
been a talk of fifteen or twenty minutes by Mr. Rusk prin¬ 
cipally on what is being accomplished on ou|r demonstra- 
lion farms. j 

“We were not able to make any arrangement after the 
allocation went into effect for the use of the noon hour be¬ 
tween twelve and one, or within fifteen or twenty minutes 
l)efo-e twelve. I don't remember exuK'tly. We have a do¬ 
mestic science time of twenty minutes also that comes in 
between eleven and twelve, but I think it stops at eleven- 
thirty-five. 

“.Station WEXR has not, to niy knowledge, I received any 
official order as to division of time between WLS and 
WKXR, but has re<-eived an order simply to| divide time. 
It has not apiieared in any license. 

“i\Ir. Rusk began to develop his farm service about Oc- 
tolier, 19:2S. The principal reason that we hfive not done 
it before is that we could not reach vert many farm- 
180 ers. That is, we did not think we could.” 

j 

(Objection by Mr. Adsit. Overruled.) 

iMr. Gilchrist continued, as follows: | 

“The main thing was that we wore working with the 
Commission expecting to get—that is, applying to the Com¬ 
mission and expi'cting to got the matter settled so that we 
could use our big station wliich was built for that purpose. 

“Mh' have never had any chain programs until perhaps 
a week ago, a week ago we agreed to take! the Halsey- 
Stnai’t Hour, and the City Service Hour as aif accommoda¬ 
tion to Mr. Aylesworth of the Broadcasting Company. I 
think we had it about a week, perhaps two weeks. Now 
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■\VL‘ liavL' it no loncrer. IVe took tke Opera from them last 
year because our people are intere.sted in the opera, and 
we felt that our station should he putting the opera out, 
althouL'h the Broadcasting: Company had the principal 
c(>nt ract. 

“It is not a policy of Station IVEXR to do direct adver¬ 
tising. We do not think the public like it. It has got to be 
))Ut up iti homeo])athic doses. 

“The usual announcement is: ‘You have been given this 
program by courtesy of the ('ommonwealth Edison Com- 
l>anv.' or “By the courtesy ot tlu‘ P(‘oples (Ia> Light & (^oko 
('onipan\ *: or “ i>y courtesy of the Electric Shop.’ 

““Station WEXB broadcasted tin* Indiana. State Pair in 
eooperation with WLS. We dividi'd the cost among us. I 
think that .Mr. l>ill I'stimated that the total cost of that 
would be $4..')(i(i. and that if W(.' woidd divide among all com- 
]ianies of it. his com])anies would stand $1,000. 

1^1 I woidd r.’ither you would check .M i’. Bill on that, be¬ 
cause 1 am just calling on my memory for those fig¬ 
ures. but 1 think that was the dix'ision. 1 remember this, 
that WL.s was extremely courteous in giving us credit for 
what we had ilone, and 1 rather thought they went farther 
— they iKH'il have done. 

““1 remmnlx'r talking once over tlu' WLXR broadcasting 
station from the studio. 1 think that was the only time. 
I may have talked yi‘ars ago in the old KVW studio, but 
the one 1 I'ecall was in connection with the celeliration of 
the Ellison lamp. On the 24th of October each year for a 
number of years it has been customary as an honor to Mr. 
Edison to celebrate the invention of the lamp, and they have 
asked electrical men in several jiarts of the country to talk 
over th(‘ I’adio. and 1 was asked a year ago to represent the 
Ohicago distriet and talked for ten minutes on that subject. 

““Mr. Samuel Insull never talked ov(*r Station WEXR 
to my knowledge, and I know him pretty intimately, with 
one exct'ption. lie talked on the subject of the ^Yorld’s 
Fair in Chicago; Reasons why the Fair should be in Chi¬ 
cago, one day this past fall, or summer. But so far as I 
know that is the only time he ever talked over "WEX'R. 

““For several years 1 have had an interest in the cam- 
■[laign for funds of the Salvation Army, and I got James 
Hamilton Lewis to go up there one Saturday night and talk

for the Salvation Army. I do not remember anything that 
I have been connected vith that has boon talked besides 
that. I 

“Mr. Samuel Insull is (’hairman of the Finahce Commit¬ 
tee of the Chicago World's Fair. I 

“I consider it good business for a pubilic utility to 

182 spend money in advertising.” | 

(Mr. Adsit objected to the last statement and moved to 
have it stricken out. This Avas overi-uled.) I 

I 

Mr. Gilchrist contiiuu'd. as follows: I 

“I consider the operation of this station alkind of ad¬ 
vertising. I have been forty-one yc'ars in tin* binsiness, and 
if advertising had not beem doiu- vcm-v iirofnsely by the 
Commonwealth Fdison Comi)any we would not l)e selling 
energy near as low as wt' ar(' now. It is one ofithe greatest 
factors in bringing down tin' incri-ase in the lf)ad and ])ring- 
ing down the cost. MTum 1 wimt to the (•onn)auy electricity 
was selling for 2i) cents a kilowatt lioiii-. Xpw the resi¬ 
dence customer buys it foi' a little loss than 5 (•.■nts on the 
average. Industrial ])eople l>ny it for loss. ba?jed on quan¬ 
tity and load factor. In addition to that, the! lamp which 
required about four watts pi-r candle at tliathime, today 
the average household lain]) is about one watt! jier candle. 
In other words, jieojih* get about fit) times as nnich illumina¬ 
tion for their money as they did in 18S7 when 1 vas the 
office boy of the Edison Company.” 

This completed the direct examination of l\lr. Gilchrist. 
On cross examination by Mr. Kelly, Mr. Gilchirist testified 
as follows: I 

“That was not all due to advertising. Adviortising was 
one of the jirincipal factors. I don't know tliat I am the 
best witness to testify as to what our station is broadcast¬ 
ing that may be considered specialized and iij> not broad¬ 
cast by any other Chicago station, linti I might say 

183 that the Sunday evening concert.s—twenty men from 
the Symphony Orchestra of Chicago. You have got 

to talk equality in consideration in discussing it. They all 
turn out what they call music. I don't persorially like the

“I can state in a lix-neral vay vhat I have in mind about 
I educalional matters that are broadcast over my station. 
In the first jdace, ,we give a program, which will be de¬ 
veloped later, at noon, calk'd ‘Five Minutes a day to store 
knowledge away.' I’liat is a five-minute period in the mid¬ 
dle of an hour of good music—has been—that is gone now, 
I am sorry to say—on which we give .^ive minutes of in¬ 
formation on all kinds of subjects that people are interested 
in. That is not an advertising matter. I don't think there 
is any name mentioned. If it would be, it would be one of 
our own companies.

**I don't know hf»w long ago it is. but it is some six 
months ago that my tirst conversation on that sTibjecI was 
had with .Mr. Hearst, the Second Vice President of our 
railroad. I talked to some of onr associates, onr fri-nids, 
about tliat on tlie way down on the train. We are woi-king 
with a plan to see if we cannot be of assistance to tliose six 
tlionsand fai'iners along onr line on coo])erative mai'k''ting. 
I do not know what it will develop into. But it is a v(>ry 
practical thing ftvun our stanilpoint. because if we can help 
them market tlu'ir stuff down there they will carry inm-c of 
it over onr road, and they will use more of our ])ower to 
grow it with. 

‘■Q. Your radio is used, as a matter of fact, for tin' in¬ 
crease of the business of your })Ower company, isn't 
Is7 that coi-ri'ct 1 A. It is only increased by calling 
their attention—that is, it is only increased by c.all- 
ing their attention to our names. There may be a few 
little things- 

“Q. Well, I mean your station is used jjrimarily in sup¬ 
port of tiiese companies that own the stock, in support of 
their business, and to increase their business? A. Well, 
we would like to sell enough time to break even if it is a 
possible thing. 

“Q. Self-supporting? A. But we want to buy some of 
that advertising ourselves." 

This concluded the cross examination by Mr. Kelly. .Mr. 
Gilchrist was then cross examined by Mr. Adsit. and testi¬ 
fied as follows: 

‘•The barbecue picnic was put on by the Chicago & Illi¬ 
nois Midland Railroad that is owned by the Commonwealth 
Edison Company. Most of these utilities do not operate

around the city of Chicago. The Middle-TTest Utilities 
Company operates from Maine to Texas. Has: very little 
around the city of Chicago. The Commomvealth Edison 
Company is entirely in the city of Chicago. The Public 
Service Company of Xorthern Illinois operates In perhaps 
seven or eight tliousand square miles in the northeast coi’- 
ner of the State. The Peoples (las Light & Cokle Company 
operates in Chicago, and there are some interchange points 
between the Midland Company, which is one of the owners, 
in Xorthern Indiana, and some of the bther com- 
ISS panies in the suburbs, but that is mainly lin Cliicago. 

The Chicago Rapid Transit Company is lin Chicago. 
These utility corporations are familiarly referred to as the 
Samuel Insnll group. 

‘‘The primary purpose of our broadcasting iis, by good 
music, and by good programs, to keep the namelof the own¬ 
ing companies favorably before the public, and ito render a 
broader service to our utility customers. 

“I have not in my ])ossession the various ^charters of 
these utility companies. Xot all of them are organized 
under the laws of Illinois. The Middlo-M’elst Utilities 
Company is not organized under the laws of tihe State of 
Illinois, but its operating comjianies are—oiie of them. 
One lai-ge one is. These operating companies hxist in dif¬ 
ferent States and my recollection is that almost without 
exception those that operate in Illinois ai’e Illinois cor¬ 
porations. The Middle-M'est is in Delaware. I 

“I am not an officer of the Peoples Gas Light & Coke 
Company.’' i 

(Motion by counsel for Station WEXR tliqt the Com¬ 
mission strike from the record the questions qnd answers 
relating to the charters of these companies. Motion over¬ 
ruled.) i 

Mr. Gilchrist continued, as follows: 

‘‘‘Q. You stated, I believe, Mr. Gilchrist, i that if the 
various farm bureaus desired to present their various pro¬ 
grams over your radio station that it would be determined 
whether it was for the public good or interest^ is that not 
right? And you would determine thgt question, 
189 would you not ? A. I have never met that situation, 
but we would be perfectly willing to leave it to an 
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arbitrator that we could both agVi e on to settle that ques¬ 
tion. "We do not wish to force our views- 

‘Q. That is, you iio doubt would e.xercise some discretion 
along- tliat line before permitting such a broadcast, would 
you not ? A. Well, if it was very obvious that it was not 
desirable, we would, but if the otlier side had any rights 
which we hail encouraged, and they had been working with 
us and they ililTered with us we would be perfectly willing 
to submit it to arbitration.' '' 

This cojnpleted the cross exandiiation by Mr. Adsit. Mr. 
Kelly then ri-snnu'd tlie cross (‘xamination. and upon such 
cross examination .Mr. (Jilchrist testified, as follows: 

“Wlieu I gave the amount of expense and cost of opera¬ 
tion I mad(‘ the statement that tin' bi<r station alone cost 
between $4.')0.d00 and Jr.lOO.OOO. That is the cost of the big 
station, and does not include the stations that we bought. 
The cost of o))eration that is given in my exhibit, and also 
in my testimony includes the o]H‘ration of both of these 
stations and both of thes(‘ ])l;nits. It also includes the ex¬ 
perimental work that has beim done on the bii; station after 
midnight. I think oui- engineer is a better man to testify 
about the contemplated future ('xpmise. He is here. But 
my gmieral understandinu- is that it will cost us a good deal 
more if we are ]K‘rmitted to use .lO.OOO at any time and for 
any length of time. 

190 “The opera is broadcast by the National Broad¬ 
casting Company. I don't know by just what other 
stations in Chicago. The chain stations. M'e duplicate 
them, or they duplicate us. I know that more people listen 
to "WEXH and if their sets are that way, why, more of them 
would get the opera. I think Mr. Bill is the best man to 
testify as to how many farmers listen to our station in 
comparison with M'LS. 

“At our State Fair program in Indianapolis, we relied 
on AYLS to get in touch with the farmers and bring them in. 
"We did the whole thing, because Bill came around and sug¬ 
gested it. and it struck us as a good thing. I think it would 
now be ]iossible to get the farmer crowd without M’LS. It 
would not have been then. You let us go on the air—if the 
Commission lets us go on the air for a little while so that 
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■we can i-eacli the farmers, though—of course, ive are doing 
that in the daytime and we are reaching themj.” 

i 

This concluded the cross examination by Mr. Kelly. 

Upon cross examination by Mr. Jenkins, ]klr. Gilchrist 
testified, as follows: ' 

i 

‘‘"We have not had up who determines the policy for our 
station with reference to matters that the farmers con¬ 
sider important going out over our station, ibut 1 would 
determine it. I would determine it with arbitration if 
there was any question of my good judgment in the matter. 
We cannot cooperate with the farmers unless Kve really co¬ 
operate and give them a voice in the thing. *ind as public 
utility people that is one of our claims, that We know how 
to run public utilities, because we have learned by 
191 long experience that the people have got a right to 
a voice in the thing.” 

William R. Dawes, being called as a witness! on behalf of 
the applicant. Station WEXK, liaving been i duly sworn, 
testified, in substance, as follows: 

i 

”My name is William K. Dawes. 1 am Prelsident of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce. I 

“The Association of Commei’ce in Chicagd is made up 
of something more than six thousand businesis men of the 
city and some individuals. It is organized to promote trade 
and industry and the public good. That is :the wording 
of our Articles. We are interested in this matjter of broad¬ 
casting not so much from a particular point of view as re¬ 
lates to any particular station, but we are interested in 
having for the city of Chicago and the central west the 
largest amount of broadcasting facilities which it is possi¬ 
ble to secure. Chicago is a large city, the sbcond city in 
the United States, situated very nearly in the: central part 
of the country, and is a point from which information can 
be disseminated readily through all parts of tlie country. 

“And in this particular hearing we have no desire to be 
considered as in opposition to any station. We feel this, 
that we should, if possible, be granted the facilities of the 
well equipped stations, those stations which| are able to 
broadcast over a very large territory if occasion warrants 
it. We are not in opposition to WLS. It hds performed 
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a good sprvic.'* thorp for riiica^o, and so far as I know is 
I'orforminir lhat si-rvicp at the prosont timp, in con- 
192 lice! ion with other station^ already in existence in 
Cliieae’o. 

■■‘We nndei'stand that Wl'lXK is one of the modern sta¬ 
tions. It lias been recently l.nilt and equipped and is able 
to furnish a very wide distribution of service not only to 
Chicairo lint to the eiitin* ('entral West. And if granted 
by the (’iiinrnission a suflieieiit power it can go very much 
farther in its (listrilnition. 

‘•We ar(‘. of eour>e. familiar with tin* ownership and con¬ 
trol of WKXK. it is in tin* hands of people who under¬ 
stand the operation of a liroadcasting station. Some of the 
men in that orii’anization have Iieen pioneers in the broad¬ 
casting tield. In the ('arly stages, through KYW, and now 
with their own station. They are amply supplied with 
capital not only for investment purposes, but for the pur¬ 
pose of niaiiitaining a large and jiowt-rful station. There 
is nothing. >o far as we know, which would indicate that 
they would not ux* that cajiital for lienelicial inirposes. 
^I’hey are just as much intert'sted in the develojunent of 
Chicago and the C.-ntral Wot as anybody that I know of. 
They liave deinon>l rated tliat fact in their operations in 
the past. We have'entire contideiiee that they would not use 
their facilities, their iiroadeasting facilities, in any manner 
which would be harmful to the liest interests of our people 
in the West or anywhere in tin* country, 'fhey realize in 
their other operations, in my opinion, that the public has 
its rights, and thby are willing to observe those rights. 
iMy own actjuaintanci* with tin* ojierations of the various 
Insull companies, if yon jih'ase. has indicated that they are 
(h'sirous of developing the facilities to the utmost in 
.193 order that they may perform the greatest service to 
their patrons. That is jirobably true ol all ot these 
broadcasting stations. 

In listening to the testimouv so far this morning I regret 
that there s(“ems to be an eltvu't to cast an aspersion upon 
the owners of WKXK. 

‘•Mr. Adslt: W<*11. we take excei)tion to that remark, 
mark. 

‘‘Commissioner Sykes: That statement will be stricken. 
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“The lYitness: "Well, that is perfectly all right. Strike 
that out if you so desire. I do not mean it offlensivelv at 
all. But I mean that \ve are not Interested in that part of 
tlie controversy, if it .'^liould develop as a controversy. All 
that I want to emphasize is the fact that we believe that 
those people are interested in the developmeih of broad¬ 
casting services along its best lines. | 

‘AVe have a situation in ('hieago which perhaps is not 
known. Our l)i’oa(leasting stations are largely in the hands 
ol a certain industry, if you jilease. We are iilterested in 
having a large indeiHUident broadcasting- station there. 
Our other stations are KYW, WGX, WMAQ, tVGES and 
AVLS—all in the hands of the publishing | fraternity. 
WEXR is an independent organization, and as such I think 
is entitled to fa\orable eonsideration. It has the means of 
furnishing a greater facility foi- broadcasting thhn perhaps 
any other station in the city. It is more modern in its 
eiiuipment. It has a tine organization. And| 1 believe 
from m\- e.xperience that its is (iiialitied and cap be safely 
trusted to use its facilities in the public interest. 

“•Xow that is our only interest in the thing |at all, Mr. 

Ghairman. We want for Chicago the retention of the 
194 best stations which we have there. And \f'e feel that 

WEXH is one of those stations which can Igive us the 
facilities which we feel that the Central West is; entitled to 
have. And it is our hope that some way may be found 
without interfering with any other station that the facilities 
of WEXR may be retained and be given ample (Opportunity 
to be used for the benefit of this whole country out there. 
'I'lnit, in effect, is the position which the Assbeiation of 
Commerce has in the matter. A body of ])usin(^ss men in¬ 
terested in the development of Chicago and the jvvhole Cen¬ 
tral West. 


“t'hicago has taken a large part and is taking a large 
piart—and by Chicago I mean the business men of Chi¬ 
cago—in the develojiment of agriculture. That seems to 
be one of the things which is talked al)Out heredhis morn¬ 
ing. (!ur own Association is active along agricultural lines. 
Particularly along those lines which will benefit the farm¬ 
ing and the agricultural industry, like the waterways. And 
we feel out there that after all agriculture is the basis of our 
business, and anything which can help develop Agriculture, 
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any facility wliicli can be u.-^ed for llic benefit of agriculture, 
is a thine: that we want to retain, we want to ijet the use of. 

‘‘I think that is: sufficient. I do not care to take uj) any 
more tliis here in a sreneral statement." 

Un l)eine- cross examined l)y .Mr. .\dsit, William I\. Itawes 
testified, in substance, as follows: 

"J don't want you to considei’ anythinj; that 1 
have said as meaniu”' that in my oj)inion WLS 
is lint at the pi'esmit time rtmderine a valuable pub¬ 
lic' service., So fai' as T know, tlu'y arc. T 
Iffo mie-ht say this, that our own .Xssocation has the* 
most friendly feelintr for WT.S. Mr. (Jrc'iroi-y. for 
c‘xampl(‘, is the Ohairman of our (’ommittee on .Aericul- 
ture. Mr. (Ireirory, of the Pi-airie Farmer, in Fhicauo. who 
is. T understand, the real owner of WLS. Mr. Kelly is tin* 
Chairman of our State and Munici]>al Revenue' Committc'c. 
Tn fact, a lot of the {leople here' are our own peo]>le in oui' 
Association. And we have no quarrc'l with th(*m. "We arc- 
not attempting to furht the battb' of any particular station. 
The only thinir that wo are interc'sted is to have' for Chicago 
1hc> iiest broadenstimr facilities that we can net. .And we 
feel that WFXR is eciuipped and it should be' one of tlu' 
stations which should be retained by tlu' Commission if a 
way can be found for you to do it. in order that we may 
have those lar,e:o facilities which we can use in the public 
interest there in the Central West." 

And upon cross-examination by .Mr. b’clsentahal, Mr. 
Dawes testified, in substance, as follows: 

“There was no meeting of the Association of Commerce 
at which any resolution was passed directing, or electing me 
to a])pear. I am not coming down here because I am a 
friend of Mr. Tnsull. 1 am not coming down here because 
T am a friend of anybody except the city of Chicago and 
the Central AVest. The Association of Commerce is not 
down here at the behest of anybody. The .Association of 
Commerce is paying its own expense of those who are com¬ 
ing down here representing the Association of Commerce. 
AVe are not coming down here as a part of any party. AA'e 
are here on our own. In answering your question as to 
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any resolution or any authority for my being here. 

196 Mr. Kelly can probably tell you that |I am a very 
strong believer in tlie efficacy of a benevolent steam 

roller. I do a lot of things as President of the Association 
and then refer them to our Kxecutive Committee and as a 
rule my opinion is upheld. T don’t know wpat you may 
call it. But T have learned that the way tojdo things is 
to do them, if they are done from a right impulse and from 
a right motive. And our ini])ulses and our motives in this 
respect I think can not be criticized because we are not 
advocates of any particular person. AVe w£i|nt to retain 
for the city of Chicago the best broadcasting f^acilities that 
it is possible for the Radio Commission to give us. And 
that is our position, and that is the only position which the 
Association of Commerce can take. ! 

“I amnot acquainted with radio broadcasting jin its techni¬ 
cal terms at all. I have not made any particijlar study of 
that. The only thiuA' I know about radio is toiturn a little 
knob, and T find somebody talking to me out ofithe air. 

‘•There are a lot of other members of the Association of 
Commerce here with me. The Prairie Farmer-i—Gregory— 
his own company, is a member of the Association of Com¬ 
merce. The particular group that I have withlme is down 
here on our own.” ! 

This concluded the testimony of Mr. Dawes. ! 

i 

197 Charles S. Peterson, being called as a witness 
on behalf of Station AVENR, and having been first 

duly sworn, testified, in substance, as follows: . 

‘‘My name is Charles S. Peterson. I am Cityl Treasurer, 
and Vice President of the AVorld’s Fair, but I miake my liv¬ 
ing out of a printing office. | 

“I know nothing about the technique of radio. For a 
long time past we have been listening in. I siipply like to 
hear it. I have been listening in to the programs of AVENR, 
and whoever gets up the music part of it seems to me to be 
using very good taste. I should be very sorry tolmiss them. 

“They have, as I understand it, the most powerful sta¬ 
tion in the country lying idle. They have beeii very nice 
in the past about giving publicity to the AVorldi’s Fair. I 
am keenly interested in that. I think that it is the biggest 
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thing that the city and ])().>i>il)ly lla* nation lias ever at¬ 
tempted to do. I tliink if tliey could keep their hig station 
going we could reacli the whole country and tell them ahout 
it. Otherwise Mr. Dawes has said far better than I could 
have said it, what I should have liked to saw That is about 
all.” 

That concluded the direct e.\aiuination of Mr. Peterson; 
and being cross e.xamined by Mr. .Vdsit, he testified further, 
in substance, as follows: 

“1 liav(‘ the friendliest of feelings towards W LS, but 1 
hope that somewhere in the large radio field of < 'liicago you 
can dispense with something that is of less \alue and gives 
less })ieasure than the programs that the W’M.XK’ lia\e been 
giving ns. 1 do not direct those remarks at WLS. 1 
11)8 hav(‘ not followed their programs well enough, but 
1 know Ml'. Butler and .\lr. tii’egory well enough that 
any programs that they furnish would be of value." 

That concluded the cross e.xamination by Mi-. Adsit, and 
concluded the testimony of Mr. Peterson. 

Scott Brown was called as a witiu-ss on behalf of Sta¬ 
tion WPIXK, having been duly sworn, testified, in substance, 
as follows: 

My name is Scott Brown. 1 am here as President of the 
Illinois (’hamber of Commerce. I would be very glad to 
volunteei- a statement about this WKXK Station. 

"Judging from the (]uestions, 1 will preface it liy saying 
that 1 am here of my own volition, paying my own e.xpenses, 
and 1 am not an ('X])ert on radio, but as representing our 
organization, which has in its membershi]) all of the parties 
in interest here. 

"AVe are primarily interested in tleveloping those things 
which are for the best interests of Illinois, the territoi-y that 
is tributary to Illinois, and that territory towards which 
we contribute. As we see it we are vitally interested in 
liaving developed the best radio service in this area. That 
service is best given first by the best stations, those most 
competent to transmit, those that have the capacity and the 
will to serve. 
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“WEXR, as we understand it, is equipped to bo one of 
the best stations in the United States. As suph we would 
like to see them get all of the facilities that tjiey can use. 
The people behind the owners of that station have 

199 demonstrated that from the standpoint of service 
they are desirous of doing whatever they jean towards 

the upbuilding of the happiness and prosperity of the com¬ 
munity, undoubtedly a thing which would redound to the 
benefit of the institutions. I 

“On the other hand. WLS represents what in oui- terri¬ 
tory is a very vital situation. The agricultural interests 
represented by them, and to the extent that they re]>reseut 
the agricultural interests, liave co-operated glways and 
tlioroughly with tlie work that we are trying tjo carry on. 
Just as the utilities liave been one of the vital factors in 
carrying on this \vork. 

“Not Iieing in a judicial position 1 can not offer sugges¬ 
tions. But we would like to see both of these stations en¬ 
larged. We believe they botli occupy a field ; of service. 
Tf it is necessary to make a sacrifice of time \ye belii've it 
should be temporary. There are stations serving in our 
territory which can not be ))ut in this class, ahd if these 
can be kept where they are and their service enlai'ged we 
believe that it will be to a great benefit of our ten-itory. 
How it could be done, of course, would bo in the hands of 
the Commission.’’ i 

i 

This concluded tin* testimony of Mr. Brown, i 

1 

C. Herrick Hammond was called as a witness on behalf 
of Station WEXH, having been first duly sworii, testified, 
in substance, as follows: 

“My name is C. Herrick Hammond. 

“I appear here as President of the Aiperican In- 

200 stitute of Architects, which is an organization that 
covers the entire country, with 58 Chapters, and a 

membcrsliij) of .'kbOO of the leading architects of the United 
States. 1 am here representing the constructioil industry, 
which has a volume of business in dollars and Icents that 
runs between six and seven billion dollars a year.; 

“I am not interested in any special broadcasting com¬ 
pany, but 1 am interested in seeing that Chicago, which is 
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the natural center of this country, is given facilities for the 
operation and broadcasting of educational propaganda that 
would be benelicial to the country. 

“I think the broadcasting interests can do a gi'eat deal 
to better the housing conditions of this country and to cut 
down the fire losses of this country, which run in the neigh¬ 
borhood of a half a billion dollars a year. And with that 
in view I hope that this C’ommission will take everything 
into consideration and see that Chicago is given proper 
facilities to cover the entire country. 

“There are many communities around Chicago which do 
not have building codes, where the construction is flimsy, 
which contributes to fire losses, and by giving talks on 
proper construction, the way to properly build a chimney, 
using flue lining, creating fire stops in buildings, we could 
cut down the fire losses, and we could also make the homes 
better places to live in. And that is the reason that T am 
here, because I think that there is a distinct service that 
the broadcasting interests can render to this country by 
having properly constructed stations in Chicago that could 
render this service. 

201 “We have stations of that kind in Chicago. 

WEXK, 1 understand, is equipped to broadcast on 
the basis of r)0,000 watts, and is well equipped to do that. 
There are other stations that are too. But I would like to 
see the (.'’ommission give the country an opportunity to have 
the full benefit of the facilities that we have. And the way 
that could be worked out is entirely in the hands of the Com¬ 
mission, of course.” 

And being cross examined by Mr. Adsit, Mr. Hammond 
further testified, in substance, as follows: 

“I think I said that my remarks applied to all of the 
stations. I do not want to sec Chicago handicapped in any 
way. I want to see Chicago put on the map in the way of 
broadcasting, because it is in the center of the country, and 
it is the point from which news of this nature should be 
disseminated.” 

This concludedi the cross e.xamination, and the testimony 
of Mr. Hammond. 
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Frank A. Mitchell was called as a witness! on behalf of 
Station IVEXE, and having been first duly swforn, testified, 
in substance, as follows: ! 

“My name is Frank A. IMitchell. I am chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Chicago Association of Com¬ 
merce. I can confirm everything Mr. Dawes siays. I think 
there is one point tliat 1 do want to bring put. and that 
is that our attitude as regards WT>S is not opposed to tliem 
in any sense of the word. Mr. Kelly has been an extremely 
active member of our Association for a good many 
20“J years. T have worked with him and kniown him for 
a very long time. Mr. Gregory is also one of our 
very active members. And we could not coinji 
and be in a position as being opposed to WLS. 
the point at all. 

“We are coming down here in favor of WE;! 

WEXK has, as yon have been tolil, the facilities and tlie 
plant, and we believe the jiublic interest wquld be best, 
served in Chicago and the Middle West by giving WEXR 
every opportunity to broadcast as much of the, time of the 
24 hours as it is possible to give them. i 

“From our observation it seems to us that tjwo-sevenths 
of the time per day would not give WEXR sufficient time 
to do the service that it is eiiuipped to do. Of course, we 
are here as observers. T know just as much jabout radio 
as Mr. Dawes said lie did. 1 know that underithe present 
allocations three Chicago stations have full time. It seems 
to me from my observation that WEXR with! their plant 
and eqnijiment and studio—I doji’t see how they could con¬ 
tinue to broadcast on two-sevenths time.”

This concluded the direct examination. Andiupon being

“I do not know that 1 could say that WLS would be able 
to get along and do what it is doing on any less time than it 
has.

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203 Morgan L. Eastman, a v. imess called on behalf of 
Station WEXK, having l)ecn first duly sworn, testi¬ 
fied, in substance, as follows: 

“My name is Morgan L. Eastman. 1 am Directing i\Ian- 
ager of Station AVEN'K. .My tirsl c.\])crience as manager 
of a broadcasting station was in tlu* fall of 1021 with Sta¬ 
tion KYM’. During that time my (>xi)erience has been 
primarily in the organization work and tin* musical pro¬ 
grams, hiring artists and orchestra musicians, and arrang¬ 
ing programs. .My whole life* has been spent in the music 
game. I was in the thetitrical business for a good many 
years here in this <-onntry and I playtMl in Paris and Ihudin. 
and during the time I lived in Bnda])est, Hungary. 1 was 
Secretary to the Consul (bnieral and played in sonu' of the 
big musical organizations of l-liHla.ia'st. and also ])lay(‘d in 
Vienna. After 1 came to Chicago 1 was the conductm- of 
the Edison (’ompany Orchestra for fifte('n yt'ai's. an or¬ 
chestra of about 100 pieces: and of clioi’al societies, and in 
the theatrical business. And. incidentally. I had charge of 
the Sear.s, Roebuck ik (’ompany music, ami was their ili- 
rector of music for two years. 

I have been manager of WEXR since it stai'tetl. 1 be¬ 
lieve in June. 1927. Imme(liately prior to that I was with 
KYAV. in charge of the Edison interests. 'I'lie Edison Com¬ 
pany had a studio at that time. In .lum*. 11*27. they em 
ployed 28 artists, ami in July 4S artists. 

“During the wet'k ending Xovember O*. l!»2s. Station 
M'EXR employed 84 union musicians, and then there wei'e 
entertainers and artists.

“I do not know how many artists are employed l)y 
Station WLS. I would say offhand that we have al^ont 
twice as many as they havi‘. I could not state that au¬ 
thentically, because they vary from time to time, and it 
would be hard to make that statement." 

(Mr. Adsit moved to strike (Uit the answer. Motion 
overruled. E.xception noted.) 

Mr. Eastman continued his testimony, as follows: 

“The total numbei- of ]<eople employed by WEXR is 146. 
The total cost for union nmsicians per year on the basis 
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of the last month is $17r;.?S8 ])er year. That is on tlie basis 
of tlie week ending November 10, 1928. IThat week is 
typiral of the last tliree weeks, but after November 11, we 
hail to let a small orehestra go in tlie morniing of about 7 
serni pieces. And we had to let some of onii organists go. 
We had three, two of which we have let go. iW(' had to let 
some of our accompanists and pianists go| Before the 
three w(»eks it was the same orchestra tliat Wc liad had in 
the moiming for nearly si.\ months. | 

We ai’e using about oiie-thii'd more orcliestra space and 
studio space than we did a year ago. 1 think it was about 
7,000 s(iuare feet, and has i-un up to al)out ii0,000 s<iuare 
fet‘t. 'I'liat lias increased in tin- year. Wy have made 
jtlans for additional studio space in the new iOpera Build¬ 
ing. We have signed a lease for one full iiOor, the lord 
floor, and half of tlu' 42nd iloor. There' will Ik' threi' 
studios. One majoi- studio that is aliont the|sanu' size as 
N. B. C.'s studio in Xew Voi'k (’ity.i two stories 
207) high: a second studio being a classical jstudio which 
is not puite so large: and a. third studio, which is 
still smaller. Then there is oihee space, and h great many 
rehearsal rooms, and libi-ary I'ooms and reception rooms. 
And then on the 42nd flooi' it will be primarily used for 
offices. I 

The programs broadcast fremi Station WKNl'l during the 
past si.\ months have lieen iirimarily prograips of music, 
entertainment, education, and i-eligions. The! hours that 
have been use<l are from nine o’clock in tlu* morning until 
twelve o'clock at night evei'y day in the week,;excei)t Sun¬ 
day. r)n Sunday morning, the morning chu|reh service, 
during the noon hour, and the afti'rnoon chuirch service, 
whii-h is uon-sectarian, all churches coming in to the studio, 
from about two to four o’clock. ; 

Then a dinner concert from six to seven p. m.L and speak¬ 
ers of national impoi'tance from all over the country from 
eight to nine-thirty p. m.; and the Edison Syfnphony ()r- 
chestr.'i from nine-thirty to eleven o’clock ]». m.j 

All our announcements ai’e ])re])ared in ;ulvanc(' for the 
announcei’s, aiicl are approved by myself or my assistant. 
W e have a broadcasting schedule and have an elxhibit here. 
This is a picture taken of the schedule on tihe bulletin 
boards on the walls, and is enlarged to exactly the size the 
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way till' bulletin board apiiear-. ’ins is the morning time. 
The (lays are at tlie top and the hoitrs along the side; and 
these eards ai-'* chanei'd as the iprogram I’eatures or dif¬ 
ferent things arc changed dni’ing the week. All of 

206 — schedules are <ni a weekly ba^is. Praetieally 
everything occurs eiihi'r once or a number of times

1 wouhl not say th;tt ;dl 
of these dillerent tealnres wi‘i’e de\’elo])ed iituU*!* mv diri*c- 
tion. 1 would say that some of tin* ijuartets, like the Orit'U- 
tal Quartet, and the Bel Canto (,)u:irtel. W(*re fixed organi¬ 
zations befort* we Inul them. But all these special featurt*s, 
like the Minslrt*] Show, the operas ;ind things of that kind, 
ha\ I- bet'll de\ elo])ed in our station. 

All announcements are pre})art*d in atlvaiice and given 
to the announcers, and they are under my supervision. 1 
havt* some of tiie announci'ments h(*rt* which have been 
used in conne<‘tion with sponsored programs. Here is one: 
“The ““Voice of St'rvice" WKXR. Chicago. For the last de¬ 
lightful number you just heard, as well as for all the num¬ 
bers tluring this hour, we are indebted to the (’ommon- 
wealth Edison Company of C'hicago, for this period of mu¬ 
sic is presented under their sponsorship.’ 
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Here is another: ‘Every Frida}' evening WEXE pre¬ 
sents a light opera under the sponsorship of the Common¬ 
wealth Edison Company. AVe hope yon like tiliem, and we 
hope you tell us so. Our address is AVEXR, phicago, and 
our telephone number, Harrison 1000.’ j 

Those are typical of all oui- announcements. An an¬ 
nouncement has been made of tlie allocation iof power to 
AVEXR, and the probable allocation of time defective No¬ 
vember 11, 1928. It was made on October 26, 1928. It was 
the first time an announcemoTit in regard to it; was put on 
the air. It is as follows: j 

‘AA'e have an important announcement to make. 
216 ‘Unless the Federal Radio Commission changes its 
opinion before November 11, the broadcasting time 
of AVENR will be cut down to about two hours in the day 
time and two hours in the evening. At the present time 
we are broadcasting to you daily from nine ai m. to mid¬ 
night, and on Saturday nights we continue until three a. 
rn., so you can judge for yourself what this r(|striction of 
our broadcasting will mean. Many of our features will 
have to be discontinued. .\f the same time three of the 
other important Chicago stations will be allowed to operate 
during all the time, day and night, and three! other Chi¬ 
cago stations will continue their broadcasting ivith only a 
slight reduction in their time. AVe think the Radio Com¬ 
mission does not appreciate the public demand for our 
programs. 

‘AA'e have the most powerful station in this district, con¬ 
structed by authority of the Commission at imore than 
double the cost of any other Chicago station and equipped 
to broadcast with a power of 50,000 watts, whiCh is far in 
(“xcess of the power of any other station here, j This high 
power station was ready for operation on April 1, but we 
have not as yet been permitted to use it at all in our evening 
broadcast, and we are now broadcasting to you pn a power 
of (500-5000) which is only (1/100-110), let Ime repeat 
that, only (1/100-1/10) of the power which we have avail¬ 
able for your service. ! 
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‘Tile C'ommonwealth Kdison (’ompaiiy, llio iirliu-ipal 
owner of this station, lias for years been a patron ot 

217 music in Chicago. It organized and maintained the 
well known Edison Symphony Orchestra ot 100 

pieces, and in 1921 ’- 

That is misleading. The orchestra itselt was organ¬ 
ized in 1911, and continued long before broadcasting 
started. 

‘It joined with the Westinghouse Electric i-V: .Maiiutac- 
luring Company in inaugurating the o|)eratioii of Station 
KYAV. From that time to the present Edison jirograms 
have been broadcast to you regularly. In .June. 1!>27. we 
purchased Station AA'EXK, and immediately began putting 
out over this station the most exi>ensi\e programs in t'hi- 
‘•ago. A\*e did this in spite of the fact that the Radio Com¬ 
mission felt compelled to restrict our power to ont*-1enth, 
or less than one-tenth of the tiower used l.y other important 
Chicago stations, and in sjiite of the fact that we w(‘re and 
now are on a broadcasting channel with eight other sta¬ 
tions which cause serious interference with the reception 
of our programs. 

‘Other companies interested in this station are: 'I'he Peo¬ 
ples Gas Light tk Coke Company, Public Service Com- 
jiany of Xorthern Illinois, Aliildle West Utilities Company, 
and the Midland Utilities Company. 

‘This proposal of the Commission to restrict our broad¬ 
cast, seriously affects our plans of continuing to serve you 
with superior radio programs. If you are dissatisfic'd with 
the proposed order of the Commission keeping our station 
olT the air almost all the time, while other stations continue 
as usual with their full time, i)lease let us know by 

218 telephone, telegram, or letter, and we will arrange 
some method of having your desires communicated 

to the Commission, as we believe it will lie guided by the 
desires of radio listeners. In the meantime we shall do all 
we can to cause the Commission to allow us to broadcast 
to you day and night at 50,000 watts power.' 

As a result of that announcement, we have received thou¬ 
sands of letters and thousands of telegrams. If the time 
is cut down to two-sevenths of the total time, our program 
will be very seriously affected. Today our station is using 
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approximately four hours a day. If we would broadcast 
more than that we would heterudyne, or at lehst go on the 
same wave length with WLS. We are taking tK“ balance of 
the time. Mr. Bill told us that lie was supposed to use the 
balance of the time, and that he was going to use it. I 
called Mr. Bill on the jthone and told him we had received 
no official communication from the Federal Raldio Commis¬ 
sion, or no signed oriler to use one-half lime, lint when two 
stations were put on the same wave length it \Vas our opin¬ 
ion that such stations were to use the time equally, if they 
could not divide that time, the Commission was to divide 
it, and I saw no reason why we were not entjitled to half 
time. iMr. Bill explained to me that they had been given 
live-sevenths of the time, allowing ns only twoisevenths. I 
told him I thought we ought to have one-half'of the time, 
the same as they did. He said he would not broadcast less 
than five-sevenths of tin* time. Bo if we went ion and took 
our half of the time, we would naturally heterodyne with 
their station, being on the same wave length. So it 
219 is for that reason we stood by and did iiot do it. I 
asked Mr. Bill if he had received any bfficial com¬ 
munication or a signed order, and he said he h|ad not.” 

(Mr. Adsit objected. Objection overruled.) | 

Mr. Eastman continued his testimony, as follows: 

“The last communication we received from (he Federal 
Radio Commission as to going on the air aftej* November 
11th, was a telegram from Mr. Sam Pickard, as follows:

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Mr. Ka stmaii continued hi.s ti'stinraiy, in substance, as fol¬ 
lows : 

“Station WKXR has not received a license to iny knowl. 
edire. It sells time to the public generally, or when we 
can. We have h;ul one salesman on continuously foi- about 
a year att('mptin,s>:: to sell time. He has called on sojne of 
the larirest companies in ('hicayo. 'Fhey have sent i-cpre- 
sentativi's in to our station to look over oni' (Mjnipmmit and 
broadcast in',' facilities, and their answer has in\ai'i- 
L’‘J() ably been: We will have to wait until you have suffi¬ 
cient power to be worth our while, and this situation 
ill the ('ommission is settled." 

(On objection by Mr. Adsit. the t’onimissioiier ruled that 
the conversation should be stricken out.) 

Mr. Flastman continued his testimony, in substance, as 
follows: 

“I would say we were unsuccessful in selling- time. We 
called on concerns, such as the Ruryess Battery Company, 
the Brunswick-Halke-C’ollender Com])any. the Quaker Oats, 
till' b*ock Island Railroad Coiipiany. Marshall. FieUl cK: Com- 
})any. the Standard Oil Company, and such peojile as that, 
and many of them came to set* us about time, but when we 
stated the conditions undt*r which we would ha\»' to sell it 
to them, they would not take it. 

Our companies took some time. Outside of tin* owniiiir 
companies wt* were able to sell about $12,001) worth of 
time in a year. There has been sold only durini;- the year 
about $71,000. of which about $59,000 was taken by our own 
companies." 

This concluded the direct examination of Mr. Kastman: 
and upon beina: cross examined by Mr. Kelly, he further 
testilied. in substance, as follows: 

“The 14() employees I s)mke of inclinh* the operators 
and everythiuir. iXot all of them are en.u'au'cd full time. 
All the musicians are not. The Symphony ()i-ch(*stra mu¬ 
sicians are not. Of the artists alom* about .‘10 are full time. 

I devote all of my time to it. That thirty that I 
221 tjave you is only of the artists. There are more 
than that in our total force, if you take the operators 
and office force and everything else. The figure that I gave 
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of one hundred and sevcnly three thousand one hundred 
and seventy-eig-ht and some dollars is based oil our weekly 
payroll, and is fifty-two times the weekly payroll ending 
Xovember 10. The payroll was about the samio, outside of 
our morning orchestra, which I corrected with |the Commis¬ 
sion. Outside of that it is about the same. IVe added the 
morning orchestra, all tlie orchestra, that is all. 

In our Sunshine flour, when we started out playing Vic- 
trola records and they ])roved to be very popular, with a 
littl(‘ talk that we put on when we had an oppcjirtunty, that 
was vei-y popular. But we had an idea theije was some 
sentiment against our using the Victrola reconls. 

AV(' didn't use our evening orchestra receiitly. There 
lias bemi one man added since we cut down. Shortly after 
tliis auiiouucemenl about the ('ommission's order 1 solicited 
e\ idcnce for this hearing." I 

i 

-And being further cross examined bv Air. Gnider, Mr. 
Mastman further testified, in substance, as follows: 

‘“The telegram T read was of Xovember 10, I believe.” 

And being further examined on redirect examination by 
Mr. Wing, Air. Eastman further testified, in substance, as 
follows: 

“There was no solicitation other than that contained 
in the announcement, that I know of. AVe asked for tele¬ 
grams and letters and affidavits. I don't think we sent any¬ 
body after them from the station, and l|don't know 
2“22 of anyone being sent out to get them.” i 

This concluded the testimony of Air. Eastmap. 

Mrs. Anna J. Peterson, a witness on behalfl of Station 
AVEXK, having been first duly sworn, testified iiji substance, 
as follows: i 

Aly name is Airs. Anna J. Peterson. I broadcast over 
AVEXE. Aly particular broadcast is called the Home Serv¬ 
ice Talk. I am employed by the Peoples Gas Light & Coke 
Company in giving this broadcast. T have been Igiving that 
broadcast over AATEXE since July, 1927. On December 11, 
1922, was my first broadcasting experience, over KYW, 
and T went over there daily at 11:30 and broadcasted from 
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then to twelve, until the time th;i‘ I went over to AVEXR 
station. I have been very successful since ever I broad¬ 
casted. I hope the boys won't feel that I have no modesty, 
but since you don't know me I will have to tell you about 
it. I have been very, very successful over since I went 
over there. ,e:ivin,£r information to the housewife, and when 
you are iriviner information, you "et ])opular. whether you 
like it or not. I sup))Ose every doe: in the backyard knows 
that I broadcast, as well as every woman. And everytime 
] pass by. every doe: comes out and wa.trs his tail, and I 
believe he is sayine:. ‘AVEXR-KYAV.’ 

And my friend here. .Mr. Bill—I think I can call him 
my friend- knows that every nationally known matrazine 
in the I'nite<l States, and Sweden and Germany, knows mo. 
Is that what you want to know? 

.My broadcastine: consists of telline’ the woman her 
2*2.1 relatif)!! to food. Xow that is the sum total of the 
broadcastine'—e'ivine’ iior recipe's over the radio; 
])robably tollitie: her how to liook rue's: telline her how to 
do her market ine: anythine that makes home a better place 
to live in. That is what I do. under a number of headin"?. 

Perhaps, if I am permitted. T should tell you about mak- 
ine budeets; that last year it took me from tbe first of 
.lanuary until the tirst of May to eet ready 2.')0,00() Inul.eets 
for ])eople earnine less than $2d0 a month. 

Mlien you ask me who I work for, I tell you the Gas 
Gompany. and I am only concerned with the home and 
foods, and perhaps it is a thine unknown, any sucli ])osi- 
tion as that. 1 have been director of the Home Service 
Department of the Peo]>les Gas Lieht & Coke Company 
seven years on the tirst day of March. For me was en- 
eaec'd at that time a secretary and one assistant. Today 
I have *22 younc colh'ee women workine with me: some of 
them havine bachelor’s deirrees, others just ready to get 
them. The reason for this [losition—-rather, the creation 
of it. was this: 'fhe Gas Company serves 70 per cent of the 
women of Chicago with gas. And in serving gas, cpiestions 
jiertinent to the housewife cam.e up to them, and being 
called on liy the women with those (luestions. they couldn't 
answer them. Tliey didn't know about them, so they had 
to have a person who was informed, a person that could 
tell. And I have the great honor of lieing the person that 
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they selected for that position, from the greait group that 
was investigated. 

Xow the 70 per cent that they serve with gas means 760,- 
000 women: and it means that the peop'^e were pay- 
224 ing hundreds of thousands of dollars a year for that 
service. Xow that explains my existence there, and 
that is why 1 am there. i 

Perhaps it is unique, and when 1 was called to come here 
I said, ‘What can I tell those fellows down there? I am 
in such a different position than any other wpinan in the 
United States occupying this position, in that 1 am not 
connected with anybody but my o^\^l department.’ 1 answer 
to nol>ody : 1 just talk about food; just talk about its rela¬ 
tion to the human being. i 

1 have a little thing here that perhaps shows that the 
service that 1 render has been always a jumpj and a half 
ahead of all the persons who are indolent. I stairted a radio 
class that is, a cooking correspondence class over the 
radio, and I graduated 1,222 women. And thati meant that 
every woman made the tests, because she sent in a weekly 
report of the work she did. And that was entirely over the 
radio. And when you think of 1,222 mothers having some¬ 
thing, when they have something coming in, you are not 
just a voice to them, that meant to me a marvelous condition 
of things. i 


'I’hen, too, in this budget regime that I carried out, I 
would like to tell you about. A woman came';to see me. 
She said, ‘1 heard you broadcast, and I have been on the 
wrong end of the slip every year. John nevef gets pro¬ 
moted. his salary is never increased.’ i 

Of course, in those conditions, tell me what the service 
is that 1 am giving to humanity, and I serve them every 
day. 1 said, ‘The question is, “What do you; feed your 


husband?” ’ | 

225 Xow no man can have a sandwich and a drink of 
coffee for breakfast in the morning, and go to work 
in the morning and have a ham sandwdch and a cup of 
coffee and a dill pickle for lunch. A man isn’t ;made that 
way. He needs some other way. i 

It is needless to say that woman came to me for three 
months every day of her life, and 1 gave her a balanced 
ration. Xow in “ ^ food they are consuming, thje husband 
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has got his strength back—and if you consume ever}’ day 
a ham sandwich and a dill pickle, you will be a ham sand¬ 
wich and a dill pickle. And that is the informative nature 
of the work we are doing. Needless to say that this man in 
a short time was built up,and this woman was able in a short 
time to pay her deficit and save her husband, and he still 
was a man at the end of the time, and he got a promotion. It 
is too bad to have a man ‘20 years in one position simply 
because his food is not cared for. 

Another thing, a recent thing 1 am doing. A man came 
in and said, ‘I thought of you instantly when I was dis¬ 
charged from the hospital.' I said, ‘Why me?’ He said, 
‘You were all the pleasure I had while I was in the hos¬ 
pital.' He was a man who had had diabetes, and he needed 
a diet, lie couldn't live on macaroni and l)aked beans. A 
man like tliat coiddn't live on macaroni and l)aked ])eans 
and cheese, and a glass of water, or a coke, or things like 
that. You can't! function on that. This man must have 
so many grams a day, Ki a day, is what ho requires. He 
said, ‘I didn't hesitate a moment, because I felt I could 
come and get hold of you.’ 

I like to think of the mother whose child—the 
226 mother whose children—and 1 have this one woman 
particularly, whose physician hands to her a chart 
and says. ‘This is the food you must have for your child 
for rickets.' How does that mother know how many of 
the minerals she has cast into the sink every day? That is 
tlie information 1 am giving to these women: every service 
in relation to the human body. 

A man can only have, and a woman, the kind of life from 
the kind of foods they put into the body. You can only 
think by the kind of foods that you have, the kind that 
will make you well and strong. And that is the work that I 
am doing. 

I feel very proud of this woman who came to me and 
said that for nine months she had cared for her child by 
the help I had given her, and after nine months she says he 
is able to walk. And he shouts to me as I go by, ‘I am the 
boy who couldn't walk.' That is the things that I like to 
think of. That is the things I am doing. 

I like to think of the girl who was discharged from the 
hospital, and who has a child of nine months. She knows 
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nothing except to be a j^i'cvetary, or a typist or stenograplier 
to some man. She doesn't know how to care ^or the child. 
And 1 have waslied many a baby, gentlemen, oyer the radio, 
while tlie mother was waiting witli the baby oh a pillow to 
know how to wash it. j 

I bronght a few of these things for the (’pininission to 
see. and I would like to say that 1 would like to have them 
back, because they are mine. Yon will notice these* are on a 
canvas. They are* mine inelivielnally. 

227 I like 1e) think e)f this class eef mothers who are 
alone* in the* weerld (refe-rring tee a plnetejjgi'aph)."

“1 se*e the ('ommission loeelciiig at those naines. 1 am 
ne) re'spe*e-ter eef persons when it comes to ])olitlics. AVhat- 
e*ve*r is lhe*re. is there. j 

“See many time*s the girls come to me andj say, ‘Mrs. 
Pete*rson. my husband is so worthless: we hate so many 
e-hilelren. and 1 elon't know what to do.’ So I broadcast at 
elil’fe*i-e*nt times this proposition, that 1 will take boys from 
ten lej fourteen years of age and teach them hebw to make 
bre*;!l;'':!st for themselves and the family and how to make 
:i mulligan stew. I can teach them over the radio 

228 how to make a mulligan stew. And, geptlemen, to 
look at this (producing pictui’e) they are the little 

l)oys holding their services. I took these boys-i-we taught 
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them this, and we graduated them in the Home Service 
Department nearest their neighborhood. They know how to 
take care of themsi'lves. .Vnd when the time comes they 
won't be a mere sandwicli when tliey should be real men. 

“Now right here, 1 work in conjunction with the Settle¬ 
ment Houses. (Producing picture.) Here I am teaching 
the Board that go out to see tliat the work that I give them 
is ethical. Tliis lis the branch of tin* Board, and I am giv¬ 
ing that Board tlie ditTerence bi*tween that and a head of 
cabbage wlien it is cooked riglit and eaten right. I will 
pass that to the gentlemen (producing picture). If they 
will look at the back—gentlenieu. if you will look at the 
back, it tells you. 

“This is the Onward (’lid* (producing picture). And 
right in the heart of Little Italy. 1 would like tf> have you 
look at the faces of these mothers. 

“Here is a little class of tiu' uudei'-nourislud children 
with the director of the Settlement House. Iteing taught 
dietetics for them (producing a picture). 

“I have a little slogan I have taught the mothers of the 
radio. T don’t know whether somi* gentlemen have ever 
heard me talk, but I salute them as ‘Good morning, boys 
and girls.’ 1 always think of them as a family, as my pals. 

“And I usually have my parties. And when T am in the 
Home Service with the mothers, I usually celebrate 
229 their birthdays, and 1 wanted to find out whether I 
was anything but a voice* to them. So 1 said one 
day, ‘My dejiartme'iit is very small: T want bigger quar¬ 
ters.’ And one day they said, ‘We are going to give you 
the entire surface down here.’ T told them that the ham¬ 
mering of nails, for once in my life*, had a sound that was 
musical, anel in a few days 1 would like to have them come 
down to a tea anel to be my guests. Here is the result, 
gentlemen (]->rodncing a picture). T thought the Fire De¬ 
partment woulel send me to jail for breaking an ordinance. 
I tried to be very careful since, and I send out only the 
number I can take care of. Here is a portion of it (pro¬ 
ducing picture). T am a little more careful since T know 
it is breaking a law. 

“T have nine Home Service Departments. T have them 
in different parts of the city. Over in Roseland we have 
a type there that are entirely foreign and sometimes highly 
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so. I asked, ‘What would you like to do over in Rose- 
laud.’’ And you will be very much amused \^hen you see 
this (producing picture). 1 received nine hundred and some 
letters—a little over eight hundred, anyway-^let us say, 
se\'eii hundred, and they said, ‘Permanent waves, that is 
what we would like to do. We can’t all do it,Ibut we want 
to know how it is done.’ ! 

“Absolutely, that is their demand for a |party there 
(liaiiding picture). ' j 

“Wlien 1 was three years old 1 had a littlfe party, and 
here is what the people did. Here is a part of the 
tea (handing picture). And here is what it is. The 
l>oys can look at this. This is a little class here, 
this is a children’s class. That was taken for classes where 
the children go to school outside of the public school where 
they don’t have home economics taught, so wg have them 
there (producing picture). 

“1 don’t coniine the service that 1 give theiwomen that 
listen to me entirely to my own. I had Mrs. Spencer, of the 
tiovcrnment, come out there and talk to them ajud tell them 
how to cook fish: to tell them what she knowjs about fish 
from the standpoint of her technical training. I 

“I have taught mothers who have been desgrted by the 
father, to bo self-supporting by just making the common 
coffee cake—just stirring it up in the commdn way, and 
])utting it in the oven and baking, and they gef orders for 
all they can sell. 

“A man came in one day and said he had la fainily to 
.'support. 1 broadcast that. lie wasn’t particular what 
work he did. He wanted work to do to support his family, 
in less than five minutes we had 47 places fog that man. 
(Juito a very common thing to broadcast for a \yoman. She 
is out of work. I just can’t fill the opportunitigs that come 
in. i 

“1 have had Marjorie Curry. I believe everyone knows 
her. She is one of the outstanding women of the country. 
She comes into a home with an ordinary picture, and goes 
into llic home and shows where to hang it where the light 
will strike it and make the best effect. 

231 “We have another woman that can come in with 
an ordinary flour sack and show how to do things and 
make things that the average poor woman couldn’t get. 
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"We have some coaie in that toll us that they have seven 
ehihli-en in the family, and that perhai>> they are getting 
only a month. And they come in. and we show them 
Itow they <-an do to act thi'ouali with it. 

‘M’erhai'^ the thina tiiat y)lea>o> me most in this work 
that I <lo is the work foi- the shut-ins. I had one man 
eomo in and loll me that foi- lil’teen yeai's he had lived in 
oternai hell; that hi" wifo had heeii hurt, ami tliey eonhln't 
ke(>p anyone in thoii- einiiloMnent at all: iiohody that he 
ooiihl keep in th,e Iiouso in their employment. And after 
ii'^tenina to the -^talioti one day she told him that she felt 
she oonld a'ot along ii’ she eonld aet in toueh with me she 
ooiihl take e.'.re of in i- famil>'. .And after six months that 
gentleman e;irne in niid said that slu' was al»le to maintain 
tlie dignity of her home and ilo the work I >eni lu-r. 

"Now we have no niaili ng list. We ])nt no one on tin* list 
at all. \\ (■ (onldn'l keep u|i with it. I have tried that. It 
took me six n!onth> to eati h up with it. We don't do that 
at ail. All we do i-> hroadeast. 

"(>nee in a while 1 like to eln*ek up on myself to see 
whether 1 am doing the work 1 think 1 am. .And so one 
day 1 said. ■M> good I'adio pal>. sit down to talk to me. 
How man> are there of you.’ How many are glad I am 
here.’' The next inorning in the mail, hy aetual count, 
2dLl let tei>. ■ 1 listen t o you. ’ * \\ ait for you.' ‘De¬ 

pend on you.' ‘vdad iluit y(.>u are here.' 

".\nd the partii's. when ti:ey come on—1 can't have them 
any more, h.ai’dly, hecause 1 can't take care of them.

Airs. Peterson continued her testimony, in substance, as 
follows; 

".\s ! said. When 1 was interrupted, to prove my exist- 
i'lice, win-re I am at. 1 sim]>ly ask myself cpicstions. I say, 
I am not a^ked for these. The company iloesn't ask mo for 
tln-se. 1 keep these for myself. I feel like I am the only 
one—1 wanted to know about this. In 19“2‘2, when I went on 
the radio—I want to give you my figures here. I had 6,498 
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people. That was my year's work. 1 want to tt'll you how 
I worked. In 1923 I had 12,242 men. 

And now I want to riii’ht dewn from lliali do I'iifht 
down. Taking phone calls, calls in pei'sun, and leclures— 
and perhaps if 1 .uive yon the ti,mii-es you will he inUuH'steil 
to know tliat tliere isn't a man's cluh in the ('ity|Of Chicai-o

Xow the lectui’e atteiulance -let me explain tlie lecture 
attendance—the demonstrations w;* gi\e, telling them their 
relationships to foods. 4’he most interesting thing yon ever 
heard. I give them. It is iiractical dieti'tics. Tlijat is work 
that is given by people who are ethically ti'aineil to do the 
work in the proper manner. 

Xow in the attendance, 4t;,478. 'I'hat is tint Tuesday 
class, for the year, that I take care of. The totlid for the 
year of 1927, 277.4!t7. 'I'hose aia* the oties that icome into 
the class, for the personal service given to them, i 

I have the tigures for 1928 u]) to date, i-'or iiiijie months 
they are 225,45(1. 'fhat means tin- number of people that 
came in there. That does not include the telephone calls. 

Xow I had a party that 1 did not tell about. Xow after 
this alTair started 1 had my annual party, and this yeai' it 
was llallow'een. i wonder just how 1 shall say that. Well, 
I broadcasted. I have a slogan, ‘Ask .Mrs. Peterson 

234 anything you want to know, and if she doesn't know 
it she will find it out and tell it to vou.’ i 
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This caused me some grief, because I have had to do some 
terrific research to find the answers to things that come in. 
So I determined to ask—I asked Paul McClure—I don’t 
want to embarrass you, Paul; but I have to tell it. The 
people said, they said, ‘Why don’t you invite us to a party 
to see the radio people.’ So I did broadcast it. I did give 
it, and, of course, I though it would be legitimate. I guess 
it wasn’t, because it wrecked the telephone, the Wabash 
exchange there, and for about three and a half hours no 
one could get into that exchange only the radio calls for 
their invitation. I simply said, ‘It will be on Tuesday, 
my regular day, at two o’clock, and we will have a real 
good party and serve refreshments in the real old Home 
Servif-e style.’ And they came there. I have a i)icturr of 
that, because it took on decidedly something that I didn’t 
expect. And these people came there. 

Perhaps it has been a little lax on my part when 1 say 
that if 1 had realized just what was happening to me, if 1 
realized right now what would have oi'curred, that it would 
have been serious—of course, I could not fathom that, for 
I would have had more than I have. But when these women 
came down they came and were frightened—and, as I say. 1 
am called mother, and 1 am called mother by more people 
than 1 care to be responsible for. I tell you it is a great 
thing to be a mother, a good thing, but some things come 
to us mothers that we don’t want to be responsible for. 

The meeting, the party, took on a different l)asis 
‘235 entirely. Por a few minutes I didn’t know what was 
going to happen. But things were duly authorized, 
and I have these things I brought to show the (.'ommission. 
We had a marvelous party. A marvelous party. We had 
the radio people there, and we had our regular program. 

Those were the resolutions and affidavits absolutely taken 
care of by the women. I had nothing to do with it. Those 
were sent to me. I think I have told the boys everything I 
know, and gone into it in detail. I will show this to ilr. 
Bill as a friend, but don’t pass it around. Bill. 

These people that I speak of come to me through my radio 
talks. I was comparatively unknown until I went on the 
radio. 

I never talk anything about using gas over the radio. I 
am not employed to talk about gas. The only reference to 
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gas made at all is when T am announced as ‘^Vnna J. Petei*- 
son. Director of the Home Service Departnient of the 
People Cias Lighi & Coke Company, will givg her Home 
Service Talk.’ 

’J'hese are affidavits that were sent to me aft6r the radio 
that Hr. Mastman gave, from iny radio pals. They are in 
the form of atlidavits. 1 lielieve it is rather hhrd for the 
average individual to realize the sort of family my radio 
family is.” I 


This <-oneluded the direct e.xamination of Mrs', Peterson; 
and being ci'oss examined by Mr. .\dsit, Mrs. Peterson 
furtlier testified, in sulistance. as follows: 

"I broadcast llO minutes excry day, if I am holiest; some¬ 
times 1 take a little over. I broatlcasted on|e day since 
1136 November 10th just a few minutes. Once, Monday. 

That was the 12th. I have lieen out of Chicago since 
that time. That is the only reason.” j 

1 

And being further cross examiueil liy .Mr. Kelly, Mrs. 
Peterson further testified, in substance, as follows: 

“Time has not been set aside for me to coijtinue this 
work. 1 am not going to continue it. 1 believej they said 
I could bi'oadcast until other notice was given rne, or next 
week, and I was to start at 11 :2r), rather than lli:3(), which 
makes some difference to people who tune in for you at 
11:30. I was told that was for a week. 1 was told that I 
had one week, and 1 don’t know wliether that time has been 
arranged for my talks between, WKNE and WLS. This 
work I have been talking about is entirely radio work, and 
I couldn't do it but for the radio. Those parties I held 
were over the radio. I had no method of aclvertising. 
Everything T do with my peojile are the i-adio people.” 

This concluded the testimony of .Mrs. Peterson.! 


Honorable M. A. Michaelson, a Representative in Con¬ 
gress from the State of Illinois, made a statement, in sub¬ 
stance, as follows: 


“My name is M. A. Michaelson, a Member of Congress. 
The Seventh District, the largest, I think, in point of popu¬ 
lation in the United States. We have about 8OO,O0O people 
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in that district. There were sonw ‘lOO.OOO votes east in the 
last election, so it irives yon an idea of what the district is. 

I am here following the rejxirt or the order, rather, 

237 sent ont from tin* ihniio Commission allocatinu’ the 
various hands of time ami ])ower, aitd so forth, to 

voice a ])rotest aerainst the treatment allotted WKXK. In 
Chicttu'o We have a consiilerahU* radio aiidienc(‘, and 1 ex¬ 
pect that there are moi-e radio u>ei-s to tin* s<|nare inch in 
the district that I repi-eseiit than you would !ind in almost 
any other section of the country. Our peo])le use tin* i-adio 
morninu', noon and niirlit : and from what 1 liave heard and 
i'rotn wliat eome> into iny own home we realize that IVEXR 
is the Voice of Service. W(‘ like to think of it in that re¬ 
gard, due to the service that they yive to the radio audience. 
And will'll the ])ii' 0 ])li‘. the radio t)u!)lie in that section and 
all throuirh the local district conn* to a ri'ali/.at ion that tin* 
time of WKXR has h('t*ii curtailed coiisiderahly, and that 
th(*y may la* de])rived of -oim* of tin* feature-; with which 
they have Keen enti*rtalned. 1 think there will hi* .-i nood deal 
of resentment. 

I do imt know anything of tin* nn*chanic'; of radio. 1 
helped to pass tin* law. and ! am sonn*what familiar with 
the Davis .\iin*ndment. 1 think it is wromi' legislation, to 

he.c-iii with, hut it is the law, and you u'entlemen in admin¬ 
istering that law. in all jiroliahility. found yourseh.es up 
au'ainst a very touitii iiroposition. and did the best you 
coidd. 1 do not know what tin* basis of your judu-nient was 
as to the allocation of tinn* to tin* \ arious stations; hut the 
parasrraph that was put in (*vid(*nce here from tin* letter of 
Mr. Pickard would ex])ress my idea of how the time should 
he allocati'd. Tt seems to me that who can h(*-t -ervi.* 
should he allowed to servi*. and that the thina' to do is 

238 to .ai\'e the areiitest yood to the yreatest numh(*r. 
.Mayhi* that was not the ha<is upon which you gentle¬ 
men decided the wave hands. 

According to the law. Chicago, or Illinois, was giv(*n 2.2 
wave hands. Well, we ha\e four. So we are two in ex¬ 
cess. Tf we can he two in excess we can jtrohahly hi* three 
in excess, and if you gentlemen will sit down and look at 
thi.s thing from the point of service to the public, T think 
you will come to the same conclusion that the people of 
my district are bound to come to—that there has been some 
discrimination. 
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I am here to urge the Commission to changb this order 
and, if possible, give to WEXR an entire wave band. They 
have a radio station constnioled to serve the I public with 
50,000 watts in order to make itself one of the best stations 
in the country. It cannot be put to its full pse. It has 
cost a great deal. It is there to serve. The bc^'^iiization 
back of it, that owns it, is ready and willing to ispend of its 
great resources to serve. It is only the order pf the Com¬ 
mission that stands in the way of the people leaving what 
they ought to have—the best entertainment, theibest service 
in an educational and educative way that can ibe given to 
them—a company with the resources of the (jlreat Lakes 
Company, backed up by all of its own organizations. They 
are willing, as 1 understand it, to give the people to the 
full limit, and the full route—they are willing to go the 
limit in giving to the |)id)lie tin* highest cl.asS entertain¬ 
ment that it is humanly possible to give them.| That they 
have done. They ought to be allowed to contihue that. 

I do not know about "WLS. I do not want to make 
239 any criticism of any treatment given any;other radio 
station. I am cognizant of the fact that |three news¬ 
papers in Chicago have an entire wave v'and.i They are 
good stations and each gives wonderful service, Ibut so does 
WEXR, and a time allocation of two-seventh.s| as against 
five-sevenths for another station, comparatively unknown 
to the radio audience in Chicago, does not se'em to be a 
square deal to our i)eoplo. and, as I said beforej when they 
come to a realization of what the Commission bfis done in 
this regard there will be a great many complaints, and a 
great deal of resentment. I 

And I am here early to voice our protest against what 
has been done by the Commission, and to urge them to re¬ 
arrange this time to change this order so that people who 
have become used to the radio and love it because of the 
fact that it brightens the homes, and lightens thejburdens,— 
and in that capacity WEX^R has been of great service. 
And we ask that they be given an opportunity ito serve in 
the way that they want to serve. 

I thank you, gentlemen.” 

“Mr. Kelly: I do not understand that this isltestimony. 

“Mr. Michaelson: It is just a statement. Xd; I am not 
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a technician as regards radio. I do not know anything 
about the mechanics of it. I am merely heri- as the repre¬ 
sentative of a large district, speaking for tlu* ))eople. 

“Mr. Kelly: The reason I said that was that Mr. Wing 
looked at me as though he wondered whether 1 wanted to 
cross-examine. It is just a statement you havi* 

240 made for your constituents? 

“Mr. Michaelson: Yes. sir. 

“Mr. Kelly: A Congressman should do all lie can for his 
constituents. 

“Mr. Michaelson: I have done that, and that is the rea¬ 
son I have survived.” 

Honorable Thomas A. Doyle, a Representative in Con¬ 
gress from the State of Illinois, made a statement, in sub¬ 
stance. as follows: 

“I want to make a statfunent. My name is Thomas 
Doyle. I represent the Fourth District of Illinois, which 
is in Chicago. I have been there four times. 

I feel a good deal like Congressman Michaelson. 

But before 1 proceed I think I ought to make a stati*- 
ment. I have read in the newspapers and maga'/.ines of 
the work of this Commission, and I think you are entitled 
to the thanks of the people of this country for what you 
have done. You have had a tremendous task before you. 
And there will be some inequalities, and that is the reason 
why I am here. 

I was advised that a station in Illinois with a 50.000 watt 
power was going to be curtailed in its time. I dislike very 
much to have that condition occur. I reprc'seni a district 
of about 450,000 people, in the stockyards of Chicago. 
They are probably the poorest paid wage earners in this 
country, and there is no agency outside of the schools them¬ 
selves that does more for the education and the culture of 
my people than the radio. And because of the popularity 
of WEXR’s programs, and because of the peculiar 

241 variety of it. I place that foremost. For myself. I 
believe they are entitled to as much time and as 

much power as any station in Chicago because of that fact. 

The individuals who are representing WF^XR are the 
pioneers of radio broadcasting in our section. They have 
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spent a lot of money. They have wonderful! programs, 
and a wonderful plant. j 

Gentlemen, I am not finding fault with this Qommission, 
but I hope you will do sometliing to allow them as much 
time as possible. If you cannot give- them full time, a full 
wave length, give them at least 50 percentage Of the time. 

That is all I have to sav.” 

i 

“Mr. Kelly: I understand this is a Gongressnaan's state¬ 
ment, and not given in the way of testimony. ! 

“Mr. Doyle: Yes, sii-. | 

“^Ir. Kelly: Thank you. sir.” 

Paul McClure, a witness called on behalf of Station 
"WEXE, having been first duly sworn, testified, in sub¬ 
stance, as follows: ! 

“My name is Paul McClure. I broadcast o\ter Station 
WEXR. I have been broadcasting the morning program 
which is known as Sunshine Hour. T am a graduate of the 
University of Illinois, 19’22, and specialized in post gradu¬ 
ate work in the University of Chicago, and in the Art Insti¬ 
tute in the succeeding years. I have done teaching in the 
University of Illinois for two years: and threg years at 
Xorthwestern Military Academy. Lake Geneva, ‘\Visconsin. 

I teach English and speech. I 

242 The Sunshine Hour is described as follows: 

It started out on the 15th of May, broadcasting 
phonograph records, because Mr. Eastman felt there w'as a 
need for morning music: and more than any othgr time of 
the day we can determine what the people are doigg around 
their homes, because we know that during thaf time the 
housewives were up and doing their work. For| that rea¬ 
son we thought they would appreciate having' music to 
work by; so we started in by giving them exactly Ihat. And 
we started in by giving them phonograph records. We 
found out it was a popular idea, and tlie people liked it, 
and we thought it was a good opportunity to staff a little 
education down their throats at the same time. And if you 
have been teaching for five years, you know that | you have 
to stuff it down their throats. So we started to Specialize 
and working in a little educational feature here and there. 
And on Monday mornings we had what we calledi the Mas- 
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ter.s of Music, and we played the phonograph records; ad¬ 
vertised tliem as such. AVe kidded tlie ])eople about chang¬ 
ing the records, about sticking our fingers with the needles, 
and anybody that wrote in and thought there were real 
people in the studio, we told them that such was not tlie 
case; they were phonograph records, and they were mak¬ 
ing a good appearance, and a good impression on the peo¬ 
ple. 

In the morning we had the Masters of .Music, playing 
the best of records. AVe played some of the great sym¬ 
phonies, and the great music of some leading plays. .And 
we gave something of a descriptive matter, either 
about the composer himself, oi- about the circum¬ 
stances under which this particulai' piec(.‘ of music 
was written, or \Chat it depicted; just about a 20-minute fea¬ 
ture during the hour just when people were working around 
their homes in the morning. AA’hen they are busy they don't 
have time to listen too closely to too much. 

On Tuesdays we inaugurated what we call “Literary 
Criticism and Comments’. And we read something from 
Shakespeare now and then. Something from some of the 
great writers, poets and prose writers on that morning. 

On AVednesday mornings we had Grand Opera Hour, and 
wc gave a few selections from one of the grand opei-as, or 
took the principal arias from several grand operas, de¬ 
scribing the kind of people who sang the numbei-s, some¬ 
times. Sometimes the composers. Sometimes 1 would give 
the story as I went along, very simply and concisely, with 
not too much of the education as such. Simply as to what 
we called interestedness in speech. 

On Thursdays we reverted to what we called ‘Popular 
Songs of Yesterday.’ 

On Fridays we had what we called Eamblings with con¬ 
temporary Poets, and interspersed appropriate records and 
readings from the pi'esent-day poets, including Alfred 
Xoyes, John Alasefield, A’achel Lindsey—any numl)er of 
them. 

On Saturday we had a popular program for children, 
particularly for boys and girls, because we knew—tha- is 
after September the first—we knew that they were not on 
the radio in the mornings, and that they could listen to the 
radio on Saturday mornings, and so we made it rather

popular on Saturday mornings, and plkyed every- 

244 thing from the Tin-Pan Parade, the phonograph 
record, on up to the better waltzes, spme of the 

Strauss things, but principally a very light program on 
Saturday morning. 

1 kept track of the comments about Sunshiiie Hour for 
my own information, because I wanted to sep how they 
came in from week to week. It shows increasing interest 
in popularity, and the average since the 15th day of May, 
including telephone calls and letters unsolicited, e.xcept 
that w(' said we would like to hear from therh as to how 
they liked the i)i-ogram, was an average of 69 a morning. 

Sunshine Hour started out for an hour progifam. Later 
we asked tlu-m one moi-ning whether they would like to have 
it for an hour and a half. We asked that on fhree morn¬ 
ings. We got something like 800 or 900 requests to make 
it an hour and a half. We made it an hour and d half. And 
then becaus(‘ we understood that the Federal Radio Com¬ 
mission did not approve of the broadcast of phonograph 
records, or at least a very extensive broadcast bf them, we 
decided to put in a seven piece ensemble, a string ensemble 
and organist, and we discarded the record entirely and used 
the seven ])iece ensemble and the organist, at aniexpense of 
.$520 a w<>ek. And during that week and the two days fol¬ 
lowing that wee- we received an average of lOl telephone 
calls and letters a day protesting the change. And so we 
ha<l to go back a little bit, that is, interspersing a record 
here and thei-e in this program, keeping the seven piece 
ondiestra and the organist on in the morning. 

I have here the figures exactly of the protestiabout this 
change, and for the eight days following October 15, 

245 when this change came into effect, we had 101% re¬ 
sponses a day for eight days following, i And that 

many protests on a program seems to me to indicate that 
ther(‘ are a lot of people that were interested ih the pro¬ 
gram, and that they knew what they wanted and they de¬ 
cided to tell us what they wanted. It was as a result of 
tliat that I went back to giving them some records.” 


Which was all of the direct examination of Mr.j 
and upon being cross examined by Mr. Kelly, Mii, 
further testified, in substance, as follows: ^ 


McClure; 
McClure 
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“Monday morninii' I had fifteen minutes’ notice that I 
was to go on for a half hour. I don’t know whether it is to 
continue for a half hour. 1 don’t know that it is to be con¬ 
tinued. I know that it is to be continued through the week 
while I am gone.” 

Which was all of the testimony given by Mr. McClure. 

E. W. Rusk was called as a witness on behalf of Station 
WKXR, having been first duly sworn, testified, in sub¬ 
stance, as follows: 

“My name is E. W. Rusk. I broadcast over Station 
WEXR and have been since the first of October. It started 
out simply with an agricultrual talk. 1 call it an ‘Ag Talk 
By h''armer Rusk'. 

1 have been connected with agricultural work all my life, 
since I was nine years old at least, and have graduated 
from the University of .Missouri, the .Vgricultural College. 
J taught in the I'niversity of Missouri, and managed farms, 
and been Farm Adviser since graduation, or rather, 
24t) since the teaching job, which didn't last so very long. 

I started in Farm Adviser work in 1913, when there 
were two men at work in Illinois and one in Missouri, and 
I was in that work for about fourteen years. 

I was Farm Adviser in Missouri and Illinois, in Audrain 
County, Missouri, two years; in Adams County, Illinois, 
four and a half years: and in Macoupin County, Illinois, for 
a little over seven years. 

I broadcast these Ae- Talks, agricultural news, and for 
about the last three weeks, 1 think, something like that— 
1 don't rememb(‘r just when I started the broadcast of the 
summary of the grain market, which took about a minute 
and a half, such a matter, furnished me by the United 
States I'epartinent of Agriculture Marketing Service there 
in ('hicago. .\n(l this w(H“k liroadcasting the market re¬ 
ports. or the livestock market reports in addition. 

Ip to Xoveniber 11 1 broadcast from 12:1.5 to about 
12 ;.>(). 1 did not broadcast last Monday. Someone broad¬ 

cast for me. They were to go on at 7:15 at night. The 
reason for the change was that WLS would not let us have 
that time, is my understanding." 
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(Mr. Adsit objected.) 

Mr. Ru.sk continued his testimony, as follow?: 

“1 don’t know that of my own knowledge. WLS did not 
toll me that. : 

‘Conimi.'^sioner Sykes: Well, the witness does not seem 
to know of his own knowledge. Of course the objection is 
well taken.’ ” I 

I 

Mr. Rusk continued his testimony, in substance, as 

247 follows: ! 

“1 certainly know that I was told to broadcast at another 
time of day. I know that. That is not such a good time 
to broadcast to farmers. My judgment is that some time 
during the noon hour is the best time, and the flarmers like 
the type of program that I have been trying to put over for 
the farmers. T haven’t any doubt about that at'all. 1 used 
that noon liotir for broadcasting, from 12:00 to 1:00, up 
until this week. This week I began at 7:15. Before that 
it was from 12:15 to 12:30. T have been among farmers 
l)ractically all my life, and 1 think I know that they not 
only need, but 1 think that they enjoy and profit by discus¬ 
sion of the results of experimental and demonstration work 
done by agricultural colleges and such demonstration farms 
as the Chicago and Illinois Midland Railroad Qompany is 
conducting, farms of that type, information that comes 
from such work as that, work of that kind. Ififormation 
that comes from such work. | 

I think that three-quarters of an hour to an hour is suffi¬ 
cient time per day to cover those features. T^iat is, the 
farm talks, livestock reports, grain market reports, and 
weather reports. Longer than that is too much, in my 
judgment. I know from my oum experience asi a farmer, 
listening to the radios myself a great deal, and talking with 
farmers in farmers’ meetings about the radio,| that they 
want it short and snappy and to the point and won’t listen 
to any kind of a long talk any more, I don’t think, or a long 
drawn out program, wordy, and long. 

1 have had charge of the work on the farm since 

248 we took the farm over, for the Chicago i& Illinois 
Midland Railroad Company. The first thing I did 

was to get in touch with the various departmehts of the 
University, with the heads of the departmentsj and talk 
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with them as to what they thought ought to be done with 
that type of soil to what the farmers most in that section 
of the country. I got in touch with our own Farm Bureau 
folks there in Mason County, and up and down the line, 
especially with the Farm Advisers, and talked with the 
farmers as I had an opportunity around there and tried to 
determine what was wanted by the farmers and what was 
thought to be the thing that was needed by the heads of 
tlie various departments at the Fniversity, and I have had 
wonderful coojieration all along the line, and nothing has 
been done there without such cooperation. We have 
planned e.xperimental and demonstration work there that 
is not duplicated by anything by any work done at the 
I'niversity, and e.xperiments on that type of soil at least, 
and some e.xperiments that are not duplicated anywhere. 
.And I believe that we have under way there and have 
already done work that will be of great value to the farm¬ 
ers. That is our one i>urp()s(‘ in it,—my one purpose in it, 
I will say that. I can tell you about our soya bean work 
and different fertilizers and livestock, and so on.’’ 

This concluded the direct e.xamination of Mr. Rusk: and 
upon cross examination by .Mr. Kelly, Mr. Rusk further 
testitied, in substance, as follows: 

“I have been broadcasting since the first of October, 
llefore then I don’t think any broadcasting farm 
249 matter was done by WEXR." 

AVhich was all of the cross examination by Mr. Kelly; 
and being further cross examined by Air. .Adsit, Air. Rusk 
further testified, in substance, as follows: 

am the only one of AVEXR devoting my time exclu¬ 
sively to farm problems." 

Which was all of the cross examination by Air. Adsit: 
and upon being further examined by Air. Wing. Air. Rusk 
further testified, in substance, as follows: 

“When I answered the (piestion and sjioke of farm prob¬ 
lems, 1 refen-ed to farm talks, market reports, grain re¬ 
ports, and livestock rei)orts. That is all I had refer¬ 
ence' to.” 
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Wliicli was all of the redirect examinatioii; and upon 
being- further cross examined by Mr. Adsit, Mf. Rusk fur¬ 
ther testified, in substance, as follo-w's: 

“That is all I broadcast.” ; 

This concluded the testimony of Mr. Rusk.

J. W. Lynn, a witness called on behalf of Station WENR, 
having- been first duly sworn, testified, in substance, as 
follows: ! 


“.My name is J. W. Lynn. 1 live five miles \yest of Oak- 
fonl. in ('ass County, Illinois. That is about 35 miles from 
Springfield, and about 16 miles from Peoria, and 5 miles 
from the Chicago tJc Illinois Midland Railroad. I My station 
is Oakford. i 

1 li\ e on a farm. 1 own and operate 939 acres. I have 
been a resident of my county all my life, 63 years. 1 
250 have a radio. 1 am a member of the Fhrm Bureau 
of my county. 1 was one of the charte|' members. 
1 still continue my membership, and I have a spn who is a 
member of the Board. I 

1 have listened to Station WENR. I have listened at dif¬ 
ferent times. I make it a point to listen to Fanner Rusk. 
He talks about 15 minutes. He takes up thinjis that are 
i-elati\e to farming, and things that are done on the farm, 
should be done on the farm. ■ 


.\s a radio listener and a farmer, if I were restricted to 
receiving- one thing over the radio, 1 -would givei first place 
to entertainment, such as good music, high class music, 
orchesti-as and singing, such as duets, solos, and quartets, 
and good high class music. 

1 have been a radio listener off and on for a long time. 
I listen to the livestock and grain market report'^. In giv¬ 
ing- those two items, I don’t think it is necessary to give a 
great long report on the livestock report or on the weather 
report. 1 think the livestock report ought to be condensed. 
So far as 1 am concerned I would like to get what we call

I am interested in getting the weather reports. I think 
two or three minutes would be sufficient time for that. I 
wouldn’t take but a little time for that. 

I am interested in hearing farm talks. I think they 
should be from hfteen to twenty-five minutes. Fif- 

251 teen minutes seems a little short to me, but I might 
say twenty minutes. 1 think there should be devoted 

something like 35 or 40 minutes to tlie giving of livestock 
and grain market report, weather reports, and farm talks 
every day. 

I ship livestock. 1 am not a buyer and shipper. I am a 
stock raiser. I have a herd of purebred Shorthorns, and 
herd of fine saddle horses and those things, and as 1 sell 
them I ship them. But 1 am not a buyer. Sometimes I ship 
hogs. Other times I sell them to the buyer and they are 
shipped. 

I have visited the experiimuital farm of the ('. & I. M. 
railroad near my place to sei* what they were doing over 
there. They were doing lots of things. Among the things 
that seems the most important to me is the soya l)oan test 
that they are making. They have quite a number of differ¬ 
ent varieties that they planted there in plots, and they sow 
the varieties that thrive better in that type of soil. 

I have listened to Station WFXR prior to November 11th 
of this year. I listened Monday night, and I listened sev¬ 
eral times during the noon hour, and along then. And I lis¬ 
tened Saturday night to the 12:00 o’clock program, 12:00 
o’clock and after that. T mean 12:00 o'clock at night. That 
program was a fine musical program. 1 don’t know that I 
ever heard a musical program from that station at any other 
time. I would love to see WEXR put on a level with any 
other station in Illinois or in the Central AVest. I have a 
very friendly feeling towards the people of AVEXR. That 
is based on the fact that some time back we practically lost 
our railroad, the old (’. P. & St. L. It had been dying 

252 along for about three or four or five years until 1925. 
The C. & I. M. Railroad runs from Springfield to 

Pekin. That is in my neighborhood, and the only railroad 
within fifteen miles of me. 

I am down here in the interest of WEXR. I wanted them 
to get a fair deal with the other radio stations, for the 
simple reason that they have done a wonderful lot for we 
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people in our territory, a great many times niiore than we 
ever expected they would do, or more than they promised 
to do both in the railroad and then the interest that they 
have shown in the people of our territory by the experi¬ 
mental farm, and the good that I am sure that the people 
of tliat locality will get out of that farm, which was proven 
at a barbecue that they gave over there, whejn something 
like four or five thousand farmers were there.i I tramped 
around over those different plots all day.” j 

(Mr. Adsit moved that the last part be stricken. Motion 
sustained.) i 

Which was all of the direct examination of] Mr. Lynn; 
and bciue' vross examined bv Mr. Kellv, Mr. Lvnn further 
t(‘stilii-d, in substance, as follows: i 

“T listen to Station WLS. We listen to all the different 
station-;, and if 1 may I will make a statement that T am 
here not to fight any ditTerent stations, and I hppe them all 
success, and we like them all that we can get. Tjthink WLS 
has rendered an important service to agriculture.” 

Which was all the testimony given by Mr. Lynn. 


2').^ Louis Heckman was called as a witness! for and on 
behalf of Station WEXR, and having been first duly 
sworn, testified, in substance, as follows; 

i 

”My name is Louis Heckman. I live at INlanito, Illi¬ 
nois. .Mason County, which is about 28 miles south of 
IN'oria. and about 65 miles north of Springfield. 

I am a member of the Farm Bureau of my i county. I 
Inn'e lu'cn atTlliated with that organization for (pliite a num¬ 
ber of years. ]\Iy wife and T are farm owners. : The aere- 
aee of our farm is 1,440 acres. We have a radio and have 
had fo)' several years. I have heard Station W|ENE from 
midni.e'ht on. This last Saturday night, after coming home 
from the store, T tuned in on WEXR, and my wife had gone 
to bed previous to that about an hour, and it (j*ome in so 
fine she got up out of bed and listened to four orlfive of the 
piece.s that they had. She said it was the most jwonderful 
reception .she had ever heard. I have heard i^ at other 
times, I have heard it around noon. The reception during 
that time is very good. I have tried to get it after sup- 
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per, or seven o'clo<-k, from that lime on, and I have only 
got them in two times after supper. 

I would place good entertainment as my first choice in 
radio programs. That should consist of music, principally, 
and singing; good talks and lectures. After that I like to 
hear anything of the current events of the day. I am in¬ 
terested in hearing grain and market reports, and farm 
talks. Five minutes is ])Ienly for anyhoily to listen to grain 
reports and livestock market reports. About twice a day 
would suit me. 'file wt'ather reports should take 
2.'34 about a minute, and farm talks from fifteen to twenty 
minutes, and cox’ej' general farm subjects. 

From my listeninu' to Station WFi.XK' and m>' ac‘|U:iint- 
ance with it. I would like t" see It have a fair chance witli 
other stations, and it being such a wonderfttl powcu' wlieu 
they get to turn it on, I would like to liear a great il('al 
more of it. Becaus** wlieii the_\ jnit on that power it is one 
of the best stations we have in our country. 

Which was all of the direct examination of .Mr. Heckman: 
and thereupon, being cross ex.arnined by Mr. Kell\', .Mr. 
Heckman further testified, in substance, as f(dlows; 

“I also listen to WLR. They have performed some very 
good service for agricidture, with one criticism, and that 
is that they draw out the markt'I report imtirel}’ too long. 
I get tired and don’t like t(» listen to it the full length of 
time. That is. over WLS, and comes in about noon a 
little after. It is a livestock I’eport. I ship livestock once 
in a while, not very much. 1 am not so much int(*rested 
in the livestock rejiorts. ’I'liat is an individual matt(‘i‘." 

This concluded tlu' testimony of .Mi-. Heckman. 

T. R. Isaacs was called as a witness on behalf of Station 
WEXK, having been duly sworn, testified, in substance, as 
follows: 

“My name is T. R. Isaac. I live at blavaua. Illinois, in 
Mason County. 1 am Farm .\dviser of our county. 1 came 
there in September. and have lieeii there continuously, 

a little over nine yt-ars. The managing committee or offi¬ 
cers of that organization know that I am here, ami 
255 it is with the approval of my Board that 1 am here. 
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Tlicy know what T am coming here for. In the 
neighborhood of 700 men and women are enrolled as mem¬ 
bers of the Farm Bureau of Mason County. | 

T am a radio listener, and have listened to; WENR. I 
liave n(“V(‘r heard them after mitinight. T have! heard them 
at noon, and 1 liave hearil them occasionally! during the 
morning. .Mainly at noon, bi'cause 1 am ordiniarily not at 
home e.xcept at noon and of an evening. During the even¬ 
ing the power of M'KXK is rather weak, and it is scarcely 
profitable to listen. But at noon 1 have listened frequently 
to Farmer Rusk's talks on agricultural subjects. These 
talks have hemi along the lim-s of jiractical agriculture, 
such as the care of soya beans, economic i-ihaset^ of agricul¬ 
ture. such as practical farm bookkeeiiing, and ;1 might go 
along and miuinerate the various types of talks!but 1 don’t 
think that is necessary to take a lot of time, l^ut 1 would 
say that they have all been practical types of talks. Noth¬ 
ing but practical talks. I 

I would say a]ii)ro.\imately ten minutes should be taken 
over the radio in giving the livestock market reports and 
any otluu- market reports. Possibly a flash in tHe morning, 
and two other times during the day. 1 think; the radio 
should give the weather reports, and they shojuld take a 
minute or two. T don't think that farm talks should neces¬ 
sarily be long. .My experience has been tliat farmers do 
not like to listen very long. F''ifteen minutes to half an 
hour would be sufficiently long, ordinarily. To jsum up, I 
would say that 30 minutes to three-rjuarters of an hour is 
the length of time that should be taken over the radio 
256 in giving market reports, weather re])orts,! and farm 
talks. 

I think WENR should be granted more po\yer in the 
evening, especially; and since they have the! available 
power, the ]iotential ])ower, T would like to see WENR be¬ 
come a station equivalent to any in the country.! I would 
like to see a strong, powerful station in the Middle We.st, 
one that was equal to any in the East or any place else. I 
think the Middle M'est is of sufficient importance,, that it is 
entitled to at least one powerful radio station. ; Further¬ 
more, we know that a good many farmers have sets that are 
not of the most selective type. In view of that! it is re¬ 
ported that they have strong power in order that they may 
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pick up and get the reception tluit they should liave. I 
would say that the Freshman sets predominate in our 
county. I don't know that they are sold now, lint tliere 
are a good many sets in the county sold several years ago. 
Atwater Kents, some Radiolas, and quite a few Crosleys. 
The farmers are using their old sets. They are ju-etty gen¬ 
erally run by batteries.” 

Upon cross examination by Mr. Kelly, Mr. Isaacs testi- 
lied. in substance, as follows: 

‘‘I listen to WLS. It is listened to by a great many 
farmers. It is a popular station in our county. T didn't 
know that there was in this hearing an ai'plication to take 
time away from "WLS. I didn't know that our Board of 
Directors know anything about that. I am interested in all 
the stations. I am not interested in condemning or doing 
any harm to any station.” 

.\nd upon being reexamined, on direct exainiantion. Mr. 
Isaacs testified, in substances, as follows: 

2a7 “If given the power and time "WENR would ren¬ 
der adequate service to the farmers, and the faian 
communities.’' 

(Objection by iVIr. Adsit, overruled.) 

Whei-eupon, Mr. Isaacs, being further examined, further 
testified, in substance, as follows: 

“The only way I would have of saying that would be that 
they have done that. The owners of the station, who are 
the same as the owners of the railroad, the C. (.k I. M. Rail¬ 
road, which is a railroad which was in a very decre))it con¬ 
dition, and it has been revolutionized far beyond our ex])cc- 
tations—they have established an ex])erimental farm :ind 
have given a great many talks and have rendered and are 
rendering excellent service. The Manager. Mr. Rusk, has 
cooperated very whole-heartedly with our Farm Bureau. 

There has been no conflict whatsoever in our service and 
we work hand in hand. In view of their demonstration of 
their ability to do these things, I feel sure that they could 
produce a wonderfully good service with AVEXR for the 
agriculture of our community.” 
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'Wliieh was all of tlu' redirect examination; aM upon 
cross examination by Mr. Adsit, Mr. Isaacs further testi¬ 
fied, in substance, as follows: 

“1 have heard llu' testimony this morning as to |who the 
owners of AVEXK are at tin* present time. I didn’t know 
exactly before that lime. 1 think that all the owners of this 
radio station brought about the rejuvenation of t|his rail¬ 
road. As 1 understand it, the owners of the Chicago Rapid 
Transit Company are jointly interested in it. The owners 
of the Commonwealtli Edison Comjiany contribut|e some¬ 
thing towards this railroad. T think I know that 
258' these companies aro corporations.” ! 

And on further redirect examination, Mr. Isaacs! further 
testified, in substance, as follows: | 

i. 

“I could not say absolutely. It is my understandiing that 
WLS first belonged to Sears. Koeliuck and was latiely sold 
to the Prairie Farmer. That is all I can say I know. The 
service of the station comes first, what the farmers want, 

regardless of who owns it." I 

i 

This concluded the testimony of Mr. Isaacs. 

John H. Warner was called as a witness on behalf of 
Station WEXR, having been duly sworn, testified,! in sub¬ 
stance, as follows: ! 

‘‘My name is John H. WanuM-. I live in .Mason iCounty, 
Illinois. I have lived there all my life. I own or operate 
about 257 acres. I live on a farm. I — a memi;er of the 
Farm Bureau of my county and one of the director’s in it. 
I am President of the Mutual Fire Insurance Company of 
-Mason County, and President of the Fanners’ Institute. 
I have been a member of the .Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
])any of my county for about 36 years. 

I have a radio in my home. 1 have had one there for 
five years. I have had this one two years, Christmas. I 
forget what the first make was. We had several in there 
that didn’t suit us, and we finally got a Radiola 20. That is 
what we have at the present time. I 

If I were restricted in getting anything over the radio 
except one thing to be sent to me, I would like music, 
259 if it was the right kind. I wouldn’t want too much 
of this ‘Turkey in the Straw’ and barn danbes, and 
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all that sort of thing. I don’t care for that. Then farm 
talks, of course, would interest me because, being a farmer, 
I would be interested in farm talks. I would be interested 
in weather reports, and grain and market reports. From 
the standpoint of the farmer, considering the length of 
time that should be taken up over the radio in disseminat¬ 
ing the grain market reports—of course the women can 
listen all day, but I haven’t got time. About nine o'clock 
I would like to have the weather and market reports. And 
then if I was making hay, or something of that kind T could 
shift my work: and if T got the first report of the market 
at nine o’clock and had a load of hosrs to "o—we truck our 
hogs to Peoria: we only have about thirty miles—if the 
market suited me I could get them off bid’ore tie* marki-t 
closed at one o’clock. If it didn’t suit me I would like to 
get the closing market again at noon, to see what 1 would 
do for the next day. They can give the weather in five 
minutes very easily, and not talk very fast. :uul give the 
market reports in ten to fifteen minutes in the morning. 
Of course the weather we want to get once. If they give 
it again through the day they repeat what we got in the 
morning. Perhaps that might be good. The others might 
not have heard it at nine o’clock. Give it at the same time 
in the afternoon and 1 think that would be sufficient. In 
farm talks, they could say a good deal in .lO minutes. Then 
in giving the market reports, and the weather reports, and 
any farm talks, they could get that all in in an hour. 
260 1 have heard Mr. Rusk, who has been referred to as 

‘Farmer Rusk’ talk several times in the evening 
along about seven or eight o’clock. I don’t stay u]) like 
these fellows, after midnight. I am in bed by that time. 

As a radio listener, and listening on the radio. I listen 
to things of interest to the farmer, and T desire that WFXR 
be given additional time and power. I think they should be 
on an even footing with other radio stations. While T don’t 
have anything against the other radio stations, or anything 
of the kind, I don’t want to listen to one all the time. 

If AVEXR were given an opportunity equal with that of 
the other radio stations, I think it would be a big thing 
along farming lines, because, as you listened a while ago, 
Farmer Rusk, he has this station down here in which we 
are interested and we are are interested in farming. The 
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corn borer is goin," to come to Illinois and we have got to 
have something else besides corn. The man tlmt puts out a 
liundred acres of corn now will not be able toiput out over 
40 aci-es. and we liave got to go after soya beans and we 
are gretni at it. They ]nit out 12 or 13 different varieties, 
trying to prove to us wliich would be the best. He gives that 
over tile radio, and of course the people of Illinois and the 
West get it. j 

This farm lie is on, the C. & I. IM. put out! soya beans. 
They also init out diffiM-ent varieties of corn. ; They had a 
great exhibit at onr Institute, trying to show \thich variety 
of corn which resists the corn borer bettor thaii others. He 
will give that information over the rgdio if he is 
2(51 permitted time.*’ ’ 

Which was the end of the direct examinaition of Mr. 
Warner; and upon being cross examined by 2itr. Kelly, he 
test!lied, in substance, as follows: i 

“I am not a musician myself. I can make a inoise, but it 
doesn't sound very well. I could make a noise with my 
mouth, but it doesn't sound very well. 

I listen to the Atwater Kent hour of music once in a 
while. We get it over WOC. 


1 sell livestock. Quite a few hogs. ! 

I am vitally interested in the markets. I sometimes ge^ 
these market rejiorts over WLS. WL8 is a popular sta¬ 
tion in my neighborhood. If I could get nothing else but 
music, I would prefer that.” i 

This was the end of the testimony of Mr. Wafner. 


Lloyd W. Chalcroft was called as a witness on behalf 
of WEXK, having been tirst duly sworn, was e.xamined and 
testified, in substance, as follows: 

‘-My name is Lloyd W. Chalcroft, Petersburg, Illinois, 
which is about .‘U) miles north of Springfield, aUd between 
40 and oO miles south of Peoria, and I should say it is 
about 22.’) Tildes southwest of Chicago. ; 

1 am Farm Adviser of Menard County at the present 
time. 1 think we have u little over 500 members. I was 
raised on a farm. i 
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I use a radio in my home. The managing ofTicers or 
directors of my farm organization know of my presence 
here. It was the vote of tin- Kxecutive Board of the 

262 Farm Bureau that I should come here, last Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. Thirteen members were present out 

of fifteen on the Boai’d—a unanimous vote. 

I have listened to WFXR over the radio. I usually listen 
only at the noon hour, because at that time of day we get 
a good program. It is an agricultural pi-ogi-am ]mt ou by 
!Mr. Rusk whom we all know to be a leading agriculturist 
of Illinois, because he is known as a leading adviser for 
several years, and we get good rece]Uion at that time. I 
am told that there is a good reception after twelve o'clock 
at night, but I don't stay up for that. 

Wo don’t get this station very good at seven o'clock in 
the evening. It is not worth while fooling with it at that 
time. 

The reason I like these talks is that 1 know Mr. Rusk is a 
well informed man and he is well known throughout the 
State and he makes a good, snappy talk of fifteen minutes, 
bringing out one or two points so we can renuuuber that, 
and I think it takes well with the farmers, while if it was a 
long program, detailed, it would become tiresome and we 
would not care much for it. 

If I were restricted to getting only one thing over the 
radio, I think it would be similar to others—good entertain¬ 
ment would be first; entertainment of a musical kind. I 
think we are a great deal alike. Xot many of us care for 
high-class music and neither do we want to be considered of 
such a low nature that we want the poorest. AVe like good 
music. After the entertainment I should think that a few 
talks on agricultural subjects are the ne.Kt in ])refercnce. 

My idea of the time that an agricultural talk 

263 should consume would be 20 minutes. I feel that in 
that time any good points can be given and enough 

details given to give you all that you want and not become 
tired of it. 

I think grain and livestock and other market reports 
should be given. I think twice a day is good enough. I 
think it should take just sullicient time to give the essen¬ 
tials. I think five to seven minutes at a time is about right. 
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I think Moatlior reports can he given in about|a minute or 
two anyway. I 

If I were setting the total time that could be consumed in 
a 24-liour period in broadcasting market reiiorts, grain 
reports, or any other, and tlie weather and tarm talks, I 
slionld iH'ally feel that 4.') minutes would be abbut the best 
time to take cave of everything. I 

I desire that Station IVEN'K bo given additional time and 
])ower. I think that if they were given additionial time and 
])ower they would serve the farmers and the fa'rming com¬ 
munity better than any other station that is on the air; and 
being located as we are, we have a great deal of confidence 
in WEXll. So fai' as the X' T. M. Kailway is| concerned, 
because they have seen the work they have dontf in putting 
up this e.\]ieriment station and the work they have done this 
summer under the direction of IMr. Kusk. I have been out 
to this experiment station. I have been with farmers of our 
community who were there. I think a littlej over 500 
farmers belong to my organization in my countyi"' 

Whieli concluded the direct testimony of Mr. 
2()4 riialcroft: and being ci’oss examined by liMix Kelly, 
iMr. f'halcroft further testified, in substahce, as fol¬ 
lows : ; 

“Tin* talks over WEXK relating to farm wdrk started 
about the first of October. I understand; that is; this year. 
IVe have had about six weeks to judge of the i’arm work 
done over WEXK. Kefore broadcasting over WEXR with 
reference to faian matters, 1 think WLS gave u.s| our radio 
farm information. That is rather a popular station in our 
neighborhood. Perhaps because of this farm being located 
as it is, it may give WEXK preference in that Respect, in 
our locality. 1 didn’t know that the applicatidn here of 
WEXK is to take some time away from WLS. |That was 
not presented to our Executive Board to be considered. We 
merely came to the understanding that we were tja help out 
WEXK, to continue their programs and give themian oppor¬ 
tunity to increase their good programs of that kind. I am 
willing to do anything that I think is beneficial to the 
farmers. I was not trying to take time away from any¬ 
body else. I believe in having various talks oil various 
subjects. Of course, I was giving the time that I have indi- 
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cated as a general rule. I feel sometliing like—they say 
that nobody is saved after the iirst ‘20 minutes of a sermon. 
It is the same with farm talks. If 1 wore given some farm 
information in the morning, some farm information at noon, 
and some given in the afternoon. I would not include that in 
the preacher's ‘20 minute rule. It would bo a chance to rest. 
There are various markets that the fai'iners are inter- 

265 ested in. They are interested in livestock of various 
kinds, hogs, cattle, and jioultry. There is not so much 

interest in the fruit and vegetable markets. They would be 
in a locality where they raised fruit and vegelaides. Of 
course, I feel that would be a small i)ercontage of the people. 
When we consider the fruit area of our State it would be a 
small percentage. I am now speaking of Illinois. Theia- is 
a large fruit area around Anna. I don't know how laige 
the district growing vegetables around Anna is. They are 
interested in grain all over the State, so there are several 
markets to cover. I think it is all right to cover those. I 
think you should cover them. Twenty minutes out would 
leave ‘25 minutes for the fruit and weather reports. That 
would leave 12'^. minutes. It seems to me you could cover 
everything in that time. I think twice would be good for 
the livestock markets if you had suflleient time foi- it. You 
would want the opening and the closing of the market. That 
gives you an opportunity to know the prices that day and 
what the prospects are for the next day. 

I don't sell livestock personally. A man who st-lls a good 
deal of livestock would want more infoi'mation on that 
subject than you would if you don't sell any. A man who 
is not selling livestock may not care for the mark(d re¬ 
ports. The thing is rather personal to a man's own situa¬ 
tion. I was rather trying to think of what would be wanted 
generally. 

AYLS has rendered a fine serviee to agrii-ulture. and have 
given good programs.” 

That concluded the testimony of .Mr. f’halcroft. 

266 Ralph E. Arnett was called as a witness on behalf 
of "WENR, having been first duly swoiai, testitied, in 

substance, as follows: 

“My name is Ralph E. .Vrnett. Pekin. Illinois. Pekin is 
eleven miles south of Peoria. The county that Pekin is in 
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and tlie county that Peoria is in are adjoiniiig counties. 
The Illinois Hiver separates them. Pekin is appro.ximately 
170 miles from Chicag-o l)y road. 1 don't knoNy how far it 
is by rail. It is southwest. | 

I am Phirm Adviser of Tazewell County Farm Bureau. 
Over a thousand members belong to that organization. I 
cannot give you the exact number. AVe have cases where 
a farmer lives in town and his son is on the fdrm, a joint 
membership. We have both names on our liist, and we 
have over a thousand members. I took the matter of com¬ 
ing hei-(‘ up will) th(' President, and also discussed it later 
with the I’la'asurer of our Farm Bureau before I agreed 
to come, and he said to come. i 

I have a radio in my home. 1 have heard Station WKXR 
at night and I have heard it at noon. I have he;jird it after 
midnight. 1 have nevtu- stayed up until three o’clock a. m. 
to hear it. 1 have listened for an hour or an llour and a 


half after midnight, d'hey render very exc('llent| programs 
duidngthe time I have heai'd it, from midnight on;. I would 
not have sat up if 1 had not thought it was veryi good. It 
consisted of music, of a class of instrumental ipusic that 
appeals to nie pei'sonally. 1 should think the jkind that 
shouhl be sent out over the radio is the kind tluit there is 


a demand foi- over the <-ountry, and my personal 
2b7 opinion, of course, would be different some'\ivhat from 
some of tin' others. I don't care for jazz, jand some 
these Italian singei's I don't care for. Occasionally, some 
of the high class music I can appreciate, some ofi the good 
singers. But for the most )»art the music that the average 
person can a]:)preciate. i 


In my opinion the farmer as a class desires aiid appre¬ 
ciates a good orchestra or a band or singing, especially 
singing—well I have heard a good many express themselves 
that they do not think a soprano voice broadcasts yery well. 
It does occasionally. But other than that, an oirchestra, 
band music and singing. | 


I have listened to WKXR of an evening, but didn’t have 


much success. I can hear it better at noon and better at 


night, after midnight. I have heard Mr. Rusk. | I have 
made it a special point to listen to Mr. Rusk sooniafter he 
started broadcasting. Mr. Rusk discussed topics bf inter¬ 
est to farmers, such as the cultivation of soy beans, the 
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varieties used, seed corn selection, and thinu's of that kind, 
very timely to])ii-s. If it ^va.s nece>sai’y to make selection 
of one thinR- to hear ovc'r tho I’c.dio I would in-ofor mnsic 
or entei'tainimmt. T think there is a reason for that. \\ Idle 
we like market re])orts and some of those things—they are 
very im])ortant—we can u'et tlunn in the newspapers hnt 
we cannot li'et the music in the ]Ripers. Oni' farnuM’s like 
to ;ret the market rej^orts, ainl tiu' farm talks in the fore¬ 
noon; also at noon. Personally 1 don't have an oi)iK)rtn- 
nity to listen in in the forenon. T like to at noon when T 
am where I cam 

From the standpoint of the listener. T think about 
2(58 five minute's of tlu' market i-eieorts at a linn' is 
enoue-h. 1 find that to he trui', that 1 havi' to Ii>ten 
so lonu' to ye't what 1 want out of sonu' of tlu' re)iorts 
that it irets rather tiresome and tedious. 1 think that a 
lot of these reports could he cut down. As 1 uiuh'rstand it. 
the marki't reports lots of times are broadcasted by some¬ 
one at tlie stoi'k yards or someone like' that, and are not 
weerkeel u]> by the breeaelcastina' station, and 1 think some- 
time's those' fellows, dne to the fae-t that they do not take' 
the time' te' boil it elown. take te>o enueh tiiue'. .\s to the 
time that should be u’iven to the we'alln'r I’e'ports, that does 
not Take ve'ry loim. Personally I like a weathe'r report at 
nig’ht anel at noeen. A lot of the farmers like them in the 
moi'idny. Put from one to two minutes is e'Diuu.;’!) for 
weather repeerts. 1 would think. T have' never time'd them, 
but r elon't think tlu're' is ve'ry much lime kilh'd anyway, in 
m'ttinp: weatlier reports. We Inive to yo\-ern nur f;;rm talks 
se)me'what by the time our farmei's. who r.rt' t!u' peo])!e in- 
tere'Ste'd in the'in. have to listen to tlu'm. Xouu is the lerin- 
ci]Rd time, aiul they have to e'et back to work aa'ain. I 
think the same' IhiiiR- is true of a farm trdk as of any other 
kinel of a t:dk. If yeeu run too Iona' you lo^e inti'rest. I 
re'ali/.e' this, that it takes :i lot meere' tinu' and preparation 
to save a 15 minute talk than it does to aive an h.our's talk 
on the same spbject, reaardless eef what that nuaht be. aen- 
erally speakina; and a 15 minute talk is imually leette'r pre- 
imred anel is easier to listen to anel one' ae'ts more e)ut eef it 
than if it lasts ]()naer. There are sjxn-ial occasions—I shoud 
say, around three e^uarters of an hour to an hour a day is 
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about all that the average farmer cares |to listen to 

269 weather reports, farm talks and market reports— 
there are si)ecial occasions occurring once in a while 

when there would be a farmers’ meeting of importance, 
when it would be advisable and the people want more time 
spent on it. Of course those are just special occasions. 
Then they like to hear as much of the whole thing as they 
can.” I 

‘“Q. As a radio listener and one who has listened to 
AVEXT? and other stations, tell the Commission what your 
desire is with reference to Station AVEXR being given ad- 
ditional power and time. A. From the standpoint of the 
listener and considering the quality of program that is 
given out, especially, of course -Mr. Rusk, as has been men¬ 
tioned here, has been on the air a comparatively short 
time. 1 think it has been a very excellent program that is 
put on. 1 am well pleased with it and our fkrmers are 
well pleased with it and we have got a number that are 
interested in the special proposition that he ijs handling 
there. 

“But I would like to see AVEXR given more time. So 
far as power is concerned, if more power will mean better 
reception, why 1 think I know I would be in favpr of it. 

“I don't want to be misunderstood. I havb the very 
friendliest feeling toward AVLS. They have rendered ex¬ 
cellent service, and I consider some of the meii connected 
with them my personal friends. I also have a friendly 

270 feeling toward a number of your representatives, be¬ 
cause I have had some business dealings Iwith them. 

Just one, for instance, that was much different from what 
our experiences had been with other companies iwhen they 
came to ])ropositions of securing the right of way for a 
power line. They came to our office and told iwhat they 
wanted and asked what would be satisfactory in the way of 
a plan, and we sort of worked it out together, arid we have 
absolutely no just complaint against the way Ithey were 
handling it. AVhereas, with some of the other |companies 
we had a great deal of trouble. I 

“Eor that reason 1 have a friendly feeling towai’d them; 
and as far as the railroad service is concerned, they are 
giving us the best service to Springfield that we have.” 
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“I believe if "WENR were given additional time and 
power they would give excellent service to tlie farmers, and 
adequate service to the farmers. T believe they would give 
excellent service if they had additi(»nal time and ])ower. 
It is my understanding that it has ln-en found lU'cessary 
to change things, or at least for the time beintr. so that the 
agricultural talk has to be postponed until eveniu”-. I 
think it is preferable to have it at noon if possible, because 
ordinarily in the evening the whole family is around, and 
usually the farmer is outvoti'd when it conies to the pro¬ 
gram he gets, for that is when they like their musical ])ro- 
gram and a lot of it.’* 

Which was all of the direct examination of .Mr. .\rnett; 
whereupon, upon cross-i'xamiuatiou by .Mr. Ktdly, 
271 Mr. .\rnett further testitied. in sub>tauce. as follows: 

“All stations give musical jirograms. Tlicrc is a dif- 
fonuict', however, in the (piality of iirograui gi\cn by dif¬ 
ferent stations. They all give sonic music. I tliiuk that 
is one place where we are weak in the .Middle West, in the 
quality of the musical programs. I was eiviiig my own 
opinion of the kind of music T like, and also was estimating 
the kind of music that all the people liki*. All the farmers 
would be glad to have a high grade of music, and better 
rendered. I don’t think opera would be popular. Italian 
opera would not. There is a question of opinion there. 
There is a difference, however, in the quality of music as 
regards the same jiieces played in regard to the (luality. 
After all, it is a matter of what a man likes about music. 

If a man is not raising any iioultry and not selling any, 
he does not care anything about the poultry market. ISimi- 
larly with the other markets, if he has not anything to do 
with them and is not going to sell on those markets, ho 
does not care anything about them. But the radio station 
has to furnish various market reports for various people. 
I think with regard to markets, though, that there are some 
things—take ])Oultry, for instance, that has been mentioned. 
The average farmer—and I think we are in the Itelt through 
that part of the country where the most tioultry in the 
United States is raised—the average farmer is not inter¬ 
ested in the poultry market to the extent that they listen 
to it very much. It is the poultry dealer or the poultry 
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cooperative tliat is .sellia;.;- it: and they can getlthat some 
otlier way if necessary. I 

272 Tliere ai’e (iiiite a gDOtl many i)onltry jraisers in 
Illinois. Not a very hig ])ereentage maike a spe¬ 
cialty of it. I’raetieally all farmers raise ])Oultify. There 
ai’o a few who do not I'aist' an\thing else, 'riihy are in- 
teresti'd in the market, but I don't believe there is so much 
interest in the daily rcpoi't of it. 

I have been educated along the Hik's of being a jFarm Ad¬ 
viser. 1 am particularly intei-csicd in mai'kets blecause we 
get so many (|neslions witli I'cgai'd to what the inarket is. 
1 could stand for a more condensed account of iany farm 
jM'ogram than some one who has not maile a specialty of it. 

'I’lie International Livestock shows would neiid a good 
deal moi'c time than lifteeii oi- twenty minutes. J was not 
thinking of them in parliciilai'. i 

1 would give farm operation a lot irf tinu'. And there 
are a few things that we ha'.<' to have an e.\tendc|d amount 
of tinu- for all through tin- year. 'I'liey account jfoi' a lot 
of lime gix'eii to farm budgets by 1\'LS. 'I'liey give quite 
a good deal of tinu- to it. | 

I was not infornu-d that it was tin- juirpose of coming 
down here to take sf)m(- of WLS's time away. ()ii the way 
here ami sinc(- 1 have bi-en here the inqirc-ssion thht I have 
rt-c(-iv(-d is that tin- nu-n i-cprcM-nting W’LXL’ are not in- 
leresteil in taking anytliing away from WLS. 'J'liey are 
interest(-d in g(-tling more- tinu- for tlu-ms(-lv(-s, qnd that 
proposition, as 1 uiuh-rsland it. is something that the Radio 
Commission has tf) decide-. And they have pi'o')li.-ms that 
I for one cannot understand. 1 did not come here for the 
purpose of trying to take- ajiy time away frdm WLS. 

273 ! canu- here foi- the jiurpejse of assisting these people 
if it might be ])ossibie in ga.ining more fime for 

IVKXR. ‘ ; 

WLS is a po])ular station. pK-foi-e .Mi-. Rusk Ij^gan his 
farm talks and before IVLXR began farm work. Ijlistened 
to lYLS (juite- a good de-al to get farm inform:ition. I 
])roliably will hax'e tee make- a conj'e->sion, if you ar(‘ asking 
me a personal epu-stion, that I hear so much agriculture 
during the day that 1 like to tune in on something eilse once 
in a while. 1 still listen to WLS for agricultural matters 
quite a good deal. ” ; 
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IVhicli was all of the cross-examination; and upon re¬ 
direct examination, Mr. Arnett further testified, in sub¬ 
stance, as follows: 

“I understand that AVLS wanted a full channel. Per¬ 
sonally I would like to sec you both jret it.” 

'Which concluded the examination and testimony of Mr. 
Arnett. 

V. Y. Dallman, called as a witness on behalf of Station 
"WKXK. liaviniT been first duly sworn, testified in substance 
as follows: 

‘•My name is-V. Y. Dallman. I live in Springfield, Illi¬ 
nois. I am Editor in Chief of the Illinois State Kegister. 
1 have been engaged in the newspaper business for about 
thirty years. 

1 am a radio listener, and I have, at times, in Spring- 
field, Illinois, heard Station 'WEXR. I understand, in a 
general way, the claims they are making with refer- 
274 eiice to time. 

I am not assuming to be a radio expert, and my 
appearance here is absolutely free from any discrimination 
between stations. But I have as a newspaper man and a 
newspaper editor a position of more or less reflecting the 
sentiment of the community, and I find there a desire, both 
on my ))ai-t and on the part of my associates, to have recog¬ 
nized in Illinois and principally in Chicago with its geo- 
gi-aphieal advantages, one of the most powerful radio sta¬ 
tions in the United States. And I have felt a bit prej¬ 
udiced ))erhaps in favor of 'WEXR because of its excep- 
tion;d facilities. If they have the facilities and can serve, 
why not permit them to serve with that geographical ad¬ 
vantage? I know something of the farm work that has 
been done through that station by Mr. Rusk, and I know 
about the experimental farm established and developed 
near Havana by the same interests that are back of this 
station, and I feel that when they attempt to do things 
they do them successfully and well. So I have that feel¬ 
ing about it. I do not know just how far you want me to 
discuss this subject. I would a little rather you would ask 
me questions and let me meet the situation as best I can. 
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If tlie Radio Comnii. don slionid divide tijno between 
IVEXR and ^VLS I slion.ld say it should say it slionld be 
done on a oO-oO basis an} \va>', l)Ut I think thaljwould have 
to be decided largely u])on the character of the f»rogTains 
and tlie sei-vice nnniered foi- the ]nd)lic. I woiukl place it 
more or less on tliat idealistic liasis. I 

I mean in the character of the jirogram, not en- 

275 tirely programs whicli carry tlie idea of entertain- 
mmit. 1 ha\’e listened in on the station jWe have in 

mind after midnight, and I have enjoyed their liinsical pro¬ 
grams but 1 am not able to get them many times before 
midnight because the ('ommi>sion has cut down tlu' strength 
of your station, lint 1 think yonr farm ]iro]mganda. yonr 
educational programs, lun'e been of great seiVioe to the 
Itublic, and so 1 simply plaee it on that basij.'' 

IVhich was all of the direc-t examination: and upon cross- 
e.xamination by Mr. Kelly. .Mix Dallman testilibd further, 
in substance, as follows; i 

•‘I cannot give you the date that the farm wifirk carried 
on by WKXR was starti-d. I know it was some time ago. 
I knew of Mr. Rusk before the la-t four or live weeks, but 
not over the radio. 1 knew of his ability as a farm e.xpert, 
but not over the radio. ■ 

I cannot give yon the number of experimental! farms the 
I'niversity of Illinois runs, hut theia* are a jmmber of 
them. Kxpeianu-ntal farms are strewn all over! the State, 
so that there is nothing jiecidiar about having ian experi¬ 
mental farm, ’’fhe more- of them, the better. 

1 X 11011 1 say the public, I mean all tlu' ])eo])lei 1 would 
like to serve evm'yhod;v-. just like a newspaper (loes, even 
a Democratic iieW'-pajim'. My ])a])c‘r has tried t4 do that a 
good many years. I 

Abraham Lincodn did not write foi- my yiaper.l He was, 
of course, a ])art of onr community life—somewhat before 
my time, 1 should like for yon to understand, llel was more 
closely ridated to the Springfield Journal, jwhich is a 

276 Republican ])a])er: and which, by the way, had an 
eilitorial on .Moiulay very much along the line of my 

testimony liere tonight. ; 

My idea about serving the public is to serve! as many 
people as possible; and, of course, I admit thati the farm 
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element composes a large part of the public. It is cer¬ 
tainly so in our territory. 

T have listened to WLS. I am not a .iiulge of tlie serv¬ 
ice it has rendered to farmers. I know they have done the 
best tliey could. 1 know Mr. Rusk and the service he is 
rendering.” 

.\nd upon cross-examination l)y Mr. Adsit, Mr. Dallman 
further testified, in substance, as follows: 

”1 don't think there is an element of sympathy in wluit 
I feci, d'here is an element of .iustice.” 

And upon further cross-examination by Mr. Kelly, Mr. 
Dallman further testified, in substance, as follows: 

“In my .judgment, which is liased large upon information 
that ha< conn* to me about the equipment which the other 
station ha^, and knowing something about the service that 
\ou liavi* I'ciidered, and 1 say I am not discriminating 
again>t your station, nor am 1 criticising it, hut I am only 
testif>ing here as a matter of justice to the other station." 

Which concluded the testimony of Mr. Dallman. 

277 R. Roy Bruning. lacing called as a witness on behalf 
of Station WEXR, having been first duly sworn, 
test died, in sidistance, as follows: 

“.My name is R. Roy Brnning. I live at Havana, Illi¬ 
nois. Havana is about half way between Peoria and 
Springfield, it is only a mile or two different either way. 
It is about 41 miles from one place, and about 42 miles 
from the other. I would say it is about 150 mile> from 
Chicago. 

My business or occupation is that of a newspaper inib- 
lisher, of a country weekly newspaper. I have been en- 
ga.ged in the newspaper business about 12 years. 

I am a member of the Farm Bureau of my county. I 
am also a land owner. My land is not all in Mason County; 
I have some in 'fazewell County. That is the next county 
north. I have about 560 acres in Tazewell county and 
about 2S0 acres in Mason County. 

I have a radio in my home. I have listened over the 
radio to Station WEXR, mostly during the noon hour. I 
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get home at noon for lunch, and I usually turn pn the radio 
the first thing unless the family have it going, and very 
frequently, knowing that Mr. Rusk would be pn, T would 
turn on and hear the tail end of iMrs. Petersog’s talk, and 
then hear Mr. Rusk, and then some musical gumbers fol¬ 
lowing that. That is over Station "WEXR. i Of course, 
the matter of Mrs. Peterson’s talk was not veigi interesting 
to me, being on women’s work, but I think M!r. Rusk has 
some very dignified farm educational talks. I have listened 
to them on numerous occasions, and following Ithat I have 
heard some very nice musical entertainnionts while 

278 we were having our noonday lunch. I 

If I were restricted to but one thing | that would 
come over the air my preference would bo entertainment, 
mostly musical. Musical entertainment and more of the 
higher grades. I would not choose the conimon dance 
music so much as the better grade of music. And I think 
that would fit most people also. ; 

I think it used to be that the farmer was considered a 
sort of low'brow as far as music was concerned. But in 
the later years, since we have community hi:gh schools 
and liave music teachers in all of them, I have lunderstood 
that instead of the old organs you will find pianos in the 
homos, and the people with some very good musical ideas. 
I know that I have a man in charge of my Taze\yell County 
farm and his wife is a graduate of a musical $chool. and 
the people in the rural communities generally iappreciate 
music much better than our forefathers did, or pur people 
did 20 years ago. And I think that radio has| tended to 
increase their appreciation for better grades df music. 

I have heard mostly orchestral music coming oPer WEXR 
although I have heard some vocal music. They had a bary¬ 
tone on there one day who was very fine. I dp not know 
who he was. | 

Xext in my opinion following the musical enteirtainment, 
I should think there should be given over the radlio matters 
of general interest to the public, such as wogld be the 
market reports, and the weather reports—and T| think the 
weather reports possibly should be given a couple of times 
a day, because that is interesting not alpne to the 

279 farm people, who want to know what the^’ want to 
do with their crops, but is of interest to people who 
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might waul to go to a haschall gauu*. or to a foothall game 
or take a motor tri)). I liiijik if ihcy get it in the morning 
and at tlie dinmo’ hour in the i‘V(‘ning ii is Vi*ry interesting. 
And. of coiii'.'e. (‘V.o-y one i- intcrf-lod in mark(‘t reports, 
particnlariy in grain ami lieoloek. wln.-ihei- they are people 
who raise grain or not. .\ Id of ijco’ph* do business in 
grain tiiat nevci- rai>e a bi;s!irl. 

I (hm't think the farm talks 1 >poke of should he long. 
I don’t think that the duration of the market repoi'ls, or 
weather repoi’ts. and tin- fai’in talk< -liould tain* moi-e tlian 
an hour, somewhere in that neighhin-hocxl. 1 have tried 
to get Station W’KXlt ahmg :ibi(ul s‘-\-en or eight o’clock at 
night. I liave net lieeti very sneee--.fn!. d'lie station comes 
in vei'y weak of an e\'enlng'. and it va.ries, and tin* interfer- 
(‘uce in tiie air—we crill it stc.tie. but 1 don’t know what the 
technical t(‘rm for it would l)e—if there i^ any of that you 
are not able to get it. or if th.ere is any statien in (dose to 
it it hami)er< you ami you cannot get it. If you do get it 
it take< all the power von ha\'e. 

I ha\'(‘ no i|uarrel with WLS. nom- at all. T know very 
litth' about them. Ibit the thing ! would eonsidei' on that, 
and ri'commend. i' that the ('ounni'sion would consider 
the fact that the central west tieeds a station of that power, 
of tliat >ix.e. that c;in get through, the >ame as the Xew 
York stations. We can pick up Xew Voi-k. WMAF. and 
those I’.eavii'r stations in the sec.son. in the (‘Veiling, with 
much nn'ire ease than we ( a.u 'get WKXli ri'':hl at 
280 Chicago, and >ometimes easier than W(' can get some* 
of the other statioim in Ciiicago. because thos(> Xew 
York stations have a tremendoim ’power. I think it is a 
shame and a crime tliat tlie Central V\'(‘-t cannot have a 
high iiowi'f station with plenty of time. I would recom¬ 
mend giving th(.‘ stations time witli reference to the service 
they can give the jedilic iiy the ]ioW(*r they have.” 

Which was all the diia'ct ''Xamiiiation: and ut)on cross 
examination by Mr. Kelly. Mr. I’runing testifii’d. in sub¬ 
stance. as follows: 

“I think that the station tha, has the highc't power 
should b(‘ entitled to siiecial beiielii'. 1 don’t know wh.i'tlier 
anyone else would come abni-g and establish another station 
with Ido.OUO watts power. 'I'lie only thing i think about 
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that is that WEXR was permitted to build| this high 
powered station by the Federal Radio Commission, and 
they should have a preference on that particular cause. 
Unquestionably they had a permit to build that station, for 
I heard that in the testimony given here. I 
At times I have trouble getting WGX. I have trouble 
getting "VV^IAQ, particularly. I can get "WCX more fre¬ 
quently than I can get WMAQ. That may be because of 
interference or something coming out in our Iqcality, but 
I don’t know. | 

I think since we have the one station, I would not be in 
favor of giving all stations higher power and going through 
the whole works, but since we have station that has the 
power, and they have an enormous investment jiut there— 
and it is not a matter of sympathy with me, because I think 
the Commonwealth Edison Company could afford to 
2S1 lose that if they had to and not change thpir method 
of living at all. But with that I do not set? why they 
should not be granted a permit to go ahead andi broadcast 
and give us people the same advantage that the people have 
in the East, where they have two or throe heayy stations 
out there. ! 

‘Q. If that is true and somebody else comes dlong some 
powerful company like the Standard Oil Company, or some¬ 
body else, and wants the Federal Radio Comilnission to 
give them permission to erect a station of 100,|)00 watts, 
you think the Commission ought or ought not th deny it? 
‘A. They should not get any more than they can fill. But 
we have this one already, and why not let them go ahead.’ 

The Commission can work out the problem of jvhere you 
are going to stop, where you are going to dray the line 
on watts. The present is the only problem I ami tiwing to 
mention. I am not tinfing to run the business of the Com¬ 
mission. They have that problem. And it is a tough one, 
a deep one, a big one. i 

Between two stations, on account of power particularly, 
particularly on account of ability to reach me whgn I want 
to get the station—and I can tune in on that station if the 
air is bad, and can turn down my volume of poiwer on a 
heavy station and get it much more satisfactorily than I 
can a lighter station. That is the reason I favor giving 
the high power station more time. It is wholly oni the ques- 
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tion of power, and tliaT. The other two stations 
2S2 wouhl lie put a! a disaiivanta.a'e on account of other 
stations havin'^- nioi'c jiow. r. They would neces¬ 
sarily liavc to he. l>nl I think tin* hcaviei- station, and 
])articularly one in the West, shotild he eiven ])reference oti 
account of ouruthility to yet those stations, and to yet what 
we want when the air is l);id. 

I also hav(‘a farm. 1 have tenai:ts. I am not interested 
in the markets ])articttlarly. exceptiny in the yrain market. 
Of course, we have an itilere>i in hoys that are sold, hut 
oidy a couple of times a yoar. ’i'he .amount of time th:it 
ouyhl to Ite yiveii to the nnarket- i^ based on my own in- 
t(*rest. ami takiny tlie fartner who looks up the m.arki't in 
the papi'f. lie will read it in :i eoitiile or three minutes. It 
do(‘s not take lotiy. 

Sonu' stations yiv.- a specialized .-c-rvicc, l)ut it takes too 
lony to yet what you want otti of it. I would rather have 
a summarixedmarket. I (ion't know how mtteli time you 
miyht have to s])end. .\ll that ipie^tiou of time di'iiends 
upoTi tin* i)articttlar tieople atid the way they f<‘el ahoul it. 
Some p(‘o]>l:- wouhl take lots (if time ti) listen to a lot of 
thinys that I would not li'ieti to. and tiiat others would tiot 
listen to. 'I'heia' are many in-ople proh.ahly with ideas like 
mine, however. Musie. markets, and weather re-])orts, to 
some extent are yl\'en hy a yreai many stations. 

I listeti to WI.S Very I’reijuentl}'. i think WLS is d()iny 
very well, atul it has Ixaeu a y.iod >tation.” 

This comduded the tesdmon.v of Mr. llrunitiy. 

2So John A. Messman v.ms ealled as a witness on he- 
half of Station WKN'R. haviny heen tirst duly sworn, 
testifu'd as follows: 

*‘My name is .John .\. .\Ies>man. I live at Tojieka. Mason 
C'ounty. Illinois, whieli is '.V2 or .'l;; miles south of Peoria. 
:ind a]ii'r(*ximiitely .hit miles north of Sprinylield. and about 
ISO miles southwest of ('hicayo. 1 shottld .jttdye. 

I live on ai farm. 'I'here are d'-n acres in niy farm. I am 
a memh(,“r of the Farm Pui-eaii of m.vvount.\. 

1 have a radio in my house. 1 have heard Station WEXK, 
and 1 heard it once hetweeii 12 o'clock midniyht and 3 
o'clock in the morniuy. and that was last Saturday night. 
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I had heard so much talk about its power that they put on 
after midnight, and T do not sit up that late as k rule, but 
I just tuned in on that station just to see how it would 
sound, and it was fine. I would like to have that kind of 
reception all the time. I 

‘Q. AVhat kind of program did they render? i A. Oh, it 
was a good program, but I didn’t listen to it very long. It 
was just a matter of curiosity on my part that 1 tuned in, 
to see how it would sound. It was shortly afterjl’i o’clock 
I listened in. I tried to get this same station aljong about 
noon. T heard Farmer Rusk coming over the station about 
noon. I tuned in with the intention of hearing Farmer 
Rusk. We have the Cimco Farm not far from where I live, 
and that was my object in tuning in on it, to hear Rusk 
talk. I mean the farm owned by the C. & I. 'St Railway 
Company, the exjierimental farm. The tglk that I 
2S4 was interested in was his talk on soy beajns. That 
is something I believe we are going to haye to come 
to, and if the C. & I. M. Railway e.\i)eriment we won’t have 
to do so, because they will find out for us what yariety we 
have to plant. 

T have tried to listen to Station WEXR about seven 
o’clock in the evening. It is almost impossible to g^t WEXR 
in the evening. It is good in the daytime. It js a very 
popular station in our section of the country. They put 
out fine programs, and llu'y are well received. The people 
comment on them in a very favorable manner.” | 

Which was the end of the direct examination; gnd upon 
cross examination by Mr. Kelly, Mr. Messman further tes¬ 
tified. in substance, as follows: i 

“I have heard people comment on WEXR, on tjheir pro¬ 
grams, I have heard quite a number of them. Thelse people 
were neighbors of mine. Some of them were farmers. I 
have talked to about 15 or 20 of AVEXR. T did hot know 
that this application was one to take the time a\yay from 
WLS. I am here to give AVEX'R a boost. 

I didn’t get much farm radio information before I got 
to listening to Farmer Rusk since October 1st. If I tried 
to find very much of it, I would starve to death^ I have 
to work for a living. The only time I have is dgring the 
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noon hour. I presume there are other stations that give 
some farm information. I have not listened to WLS for 
a yeai’. T get my markets from WOC. They give the mar¬ 
kers loo. They give tlie markets of all different farm prod¬ 
ucts, and things of that kind. They give the grain 
28o markets, and they give the cattle market also, and 
the hog market. T presume there are other stations 
that give that information also, and give the weather 
reports. 

I listen in on some of the chain programs that are good. 
1 get them through Station WOC. 1 get some through 
WdX once in a while. 1 get music fi-om a good many sta¬ 
tions. If T couldn't. 1 would junk my radio. 1 helievt* in 
\ariety. 

1 live near the railroad we have heen talking about, that 
has been referred to as the Midland Railroad. .Most of 
lhes(' gentlemen who testilied here today are from that sec¬ 
tion of the country, ami they are all pretty good fellows 
too." 

Which was all of the cross examination: and on redirect 
examination, Mr. .Messman further testitied, in substance, 
as follows; 

“Well, T suppo.se a man who would be interested in the 
stock markets should have them earlier in the day, but 
personally T would be satistied with the noon market. But 
1 think they should be given oftener than just at noon. Of 
course, the noon hour is a good time for that. Then you 
would not miss it. You always have time to listen to it at 
noon. Of course, in the case of the alfalfa season it should 
be given around nine o’clock. 

Farm talks should not be too long. .My own ideas would 
be they should be short, but if you drag them over a long- 
period of time a man would not have time to listen to them, 
and then he would not listen to any of them. If you make 
them short and snappy he would listen to all of them. 
286 b’or a busy man, I should say a half hour ought to 
cover the whole time. Maybe that would be a little 
short, and I will say three-quarters of an hour would be 
plenty of time. 

I hope it will never happen that I am restricted to get¬ 
ting one feature over the radio, but my choice would be 
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that I would want entertainment. My ideas might not co¬ 
incide with the other man's. My favorite would be a good 
orchestra, and a male quartet once in a while. I: don’t care 
much about hearing women sing. 

I don't use WLS. 1 have not got it in for thym. AVOC 
is a better station. I can get it clearer without interference, 
and AVLS is not so good. 1 like the Davenport station’s 
entertainment also." 

And upon recross examination by Mr. Kelly, :Mr. Mess- 
man further testitied, in substance, as follows: i 


"The power of WOC’ is b.OOO watts. There iis no inter¬ 
ference with WOC, and that is the reason I use it. WGN 
comes in good sometimes, but not always. 1 have liad KYW. 
I don't think I have studied the situation enough so that 
I can advise the Commission in regard to the time for the 
markets, or anything else. 1 am just giving them the time 
1 thought would do for myself. Some of it 1 dp not care 
for at all. For instance, the lettuce and the turnip market. 
I don't care anything for them. I raise enough lettuce and 
turnips for myself. I don't sell any. I live aboiit two and 
a half miles from the experimental farm I have Ibeen talk¬ 
ing about.” 


And in response to (luestions ])y (''ommissioiier Sykes, 

-Mr. Messman testified, in substance, as follows: |

287 "1 don't know how far I am from I)avenport, 
Iowa. It is closer to me than Chicago. Everybody 

gets Daveiqiort better in our neighborhood. Theyi get WOC 
better than any other station. WON occasionally comes in 

fine, but not alwavs.” |

That concluded the testimony of Mr. Messman.! 

288 John Pemberton, a witness called oti l)ehalf of Sta¬ 
tion WEXR, having been first duly swonq testified, 

in substance, as follows: ! 

•‘My name is John Pemberton. F^orest City, Mason 
County, Illinois. I am a farm owner. I have two radios, 
one in my office and one at home. I am in the grain busi¬ 
ness. My grain office is in Forest City. I have nojt listened 
to Station "WEXE recently, and I will tell you! why. I 
cannot get it through the day on the one at the office, and

In my opinion it would take something like an hour— 
probably that or a little more should be given over the radio 
to farm talks, market reports and weather reports."

290 J. C. Lounsberry. a witness called ojn behalf of 
Station WEXR, having been first duly s^worn, testi¬ 
fied, in substance, as follows: 

“My name is .T. C. Lounsberry. I live at Ohkford, Illi¬ 
nois. I operate .180 acres. I am a member of the Farm 
I^nrean of my county and have a radio. I have fried to get 
Station WFXR around seven o’clock in the evening. The 
r(*sult lias not been very good. I can get it around 12:00 
oi- 12:1.') at noon but it is a little faint. i 

I have lieard Mr. Rusk talk at that hour. He gave a 
farm talk. I have sat up after midnight, from midnight on 
until thre(‘ o'clock in the moi-ning, to listen to jWEXR. I 
heard tin' program very distinctly. It was a mlusical pro¬ 
gram. Xot too high class, but good music. It was orches¬ 
tra and different music. 1 think something ne^r an hour 
should be taken up in the dissemination of market reports, 
weather reports and farm talks, altogether, in anjt one day.” 

Lross-e.xamination by Mr. Kelly: 

“There ar(' times when you cannot get WEXR. I have 
some trouble with WGX and WMAQ.

My complaint would be that tfiese people 
have been permitted to erect a station with this power and 
then were not permitted to use it.

It jhas done 
agriculture a service.” 

(That concludes the testimony of Mr. Lounsberry.) 
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Henry Baker, a witiioss called on behalf of Station 
WEXK, haviiiiT been first duly sworn, testified, in substance, 
as follows: 

“My name is Henry Baker. I live on a farm in Menard 
County, about thirty or thirty-five miles north of Spring- 
field and 50 oi- 55 miles south of Peoria, and about 200 
miles from Chicago. I have had a radio in my house for 
>ears. I have heard farm programs broadcasted over 
\VEXK at 12:15. Mr. Kusk was talking. He talked about 
hoggin' down corn and how to raise alfalfa. 1 listened to 
WEXK at midnight for an hour once, 'fhey had a fine 
{)rogi'am. 'I'hey would play a while and then they would 
sing a while. Just change it over every other time. I 
could hear plainly. 1 have tried to hear them about seven 
o'clock in the evening. I'here was too much static. I could 
not get them through good. 1 did not listen on them long 
enough because 1 did not get tlumi good. 

I would cho(»si‘ first to get over the radio, if 1 couldn't 
get btit one thing, the markets and the weather. I ain’t no 
music man. I don't care foi' music. 1 am interested in the 
market s.i The market rejiort could be given in three- 
2i)2 (juarters of an hour and twice a day I should judge. 

It would de])end on how much market they would 
give. If they give just the hogs and grain market it wouldn’t 
take so long, but if they give the whole business it would 
take (juite a while. The weather reports would not take 
long. Xot over five minutes. 

Mr. Kusk only talks about fifteen minutes. If they put 
on three-quarters of an hour of a morning and three-quar¬ 
ters at night, if the farmers could get them, that would be 
all right after they come in from the field work. It ought 
to be given to the farmers at nine o'clock in the morning. 
The grain market opens around nine-thirty. I should judge 
it would take ten or fifteen minutes to give that. The other 
reports would take about fifteen minutes. If they would 
give the whole business they could give it in about 25 min¬ 
utes. I think they could give the whole thing, grain and 
livestock reports and market reports and farm talks all 
])ut together in an hour. Thirty minutes each, or twice 
a day is enough.’' 
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Cross-examination by Mr. Kelly: i 

“I am about twenty miles from the experindental farm. 
The railroad runs along my line there. I live;a half mile 
from Oakford. I didn't know that this was an application 
to take time away from WLS. Before Farmer |Rusk began 
delivering Ids talks over IVENR about October 1st, 1928, 

1 never listened much to get farm talks or farm infoima- 
tion. 1 got some over WLS and some over WOC. I am 
not in for so much high-class music because I dbnT under¬ 
stand it. 1 am not educated well enough to. I :iuppose my 
preference would be for popular music. That is what the 
majority wants. 

293 1 have trouble getting WENR in the evening. 1 

don't have any trouble with WEXR in thie day time. 
In the evening 1 get other stations clearer than 1 get this 
one. 1 get AV.MAQ clearer most of the time. Butiif they had 
more power on the radios, why, we wouldn’t need so much 
powi'r at home, don't you see. I put stress on markets. 
Farm information of a practical value like markets and 
weather. I would give more time to that than il would to 
music any time.” i 

(That concludes the testimony of Mr. Bakeij.) 

E. H. Gager, a witness called on behalf of Station WENR, 
having been first duly sworn, testified, in substance, as 
follows: 

“My name is E. H. Gager. My present ocejupation is 
Chief Engineer of the Great Lakes Broadcastingi Company. 
I am a graduate electrical engineer. I graduated from the 
Oklahoma Agricultural IMeehanical College in electrical en¬ 
gineering. : 

I have been engaged in general electrical ejigiueeriug 
work for the past 20 years, and since 1921 have more or 
less specialized in radio work. I cooperated: with the 
Westinghouse Company in the installation of the original 
broadcasting station in Chicago, KYW. As a jmatter of 
fact, I made the first announcement from KYW at the time 
it started. Since that time I have been connected with the 
Westinghouse Company and KYW, and since jthe Great 
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Lakes Broadcasting Company lias acquired 'WEXK and 
WBCX, I have been chief engineer of those stations. 

I was present at a conference between representa- 

294 lives of tlie (Ireat Lakes Broadcasting Company and 
Mr. Bellows, former Radio Commissioner of the 

Fourth Zone, in connection with the issuance of a construc¬ 
tion permit. There wei’e two conferences that I remember. 
Those occurred in .July and August of last year. They 
may have lioth lieen in August. Imt it was in the latter part 
of July and the first part of .August. .\t those conferences 
with Mr. Bellows, Mr. AVing, our attorney, was present at 
the first conference, and at the second conference there was 
in addition to .Mr. Wing and mvself Harry Sadenwater and 
Xorman STiyder f>f the Cicnernl Electric Company. Those 
conferences related to tin* construction of a high powered 
station. Mr. Bellows ap]iroved of the plan for the con¬ 
struction of a high powered station.” 

(Mr. .\dsit objected. Objection overruled. Exception 
noted.) 

“During these conferences the proposal of building a .oO 
kilowatt station was thoroughlv gone into and discussed in 
full.” 

(.Mr. .\dsit objected. Objection overruled.) 

“Tie approved the plan of the construction of a high 
powered station. 

About August 11th. 1927, the highest powered station in 
(diicago was 2.‘),000 watts and over. There were two sta¬ 
tions of 2o.00() tlunt^and watts and over. KYAA’ I know 
certainly was able to jiut out .30 kilowatts at that time by 
perhaps stretching a little. AA'GX had an installed capacity 
of 25 kilowatts. As has been evidenced by the later licens¬ 
ing of AA'GX for 25 kilowatts without the issuance of any 
additional <‘onstruction permits. 

295 Tn selecting the site for the location of the station 
first the corre<'t geographical location was consid¬ 
ered on the ma{i>. And then tests were made by means of a 
portable t ransTiiitter moved about from one location to 
another in the general neighborhood where we desired to 
locate, and tests were made in the city by moving instru¬ 
ments about in a truck, taking measurements all over the 
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city of Chicago, until the most favorable site for the loca¬ 
tion of the station was secured. A location !was finally 
chosen three and a half miles south of Downers Grove, 
Illinois, 221i.> miles southwest of State and Madison Streets, 
Chicago. I 

1 believe the station is particularly well located for get¬ 
ting out. The results from the tests indicate tfiat the sta¬ 
tion is heard very well in all parts of the United States. 
Has Iteen heard very well in every province in Canada, 
Alaska. Cuba. Bermuda, Mexico, South America, Hawaii, 
Australia, Xew Zealand, Fiji Islands, and those reports 
from .\ustralia and Xew Zealand and Hawaii are not only a 
fi'W s<-att(‘re<l reports, but from Hawaii many hinndreds of 
Irtteis, and fi'oni Xew Zealand more than fifty, jin respect 
to covei-iug the city of ("hicago the station is pjarlicularly 
well located, as it is the only station so situated that sig¬ 
nals fi’om the station will reach both the Xorth iand South 
Sides of the city with epual intcuisity. ' 

The city of Chicago is located, of course, on tfie shore of 
Lake Michigan, and the shore lino slants from: the south 
slightly to the northwest. If a line is drawn through State 
and .Madison, the center of the city, at right angles to thf* 
shore line, it will pass very nearly through our sta- 
2!>() tion, so that the spread of the signals in gbing from 
the station through the Xorth and the South Sides 
gi\es you practically an etpial spread of intensity over the 
.Xoi’lli and South Sides of the city. j 

1 want to call attention to the fact in the description of 
this ])lant that the greatest care has been used throughout 
ill pro\-idiiig duplicates and spare equipment so as to insure 
constant, uninterrupted service from the station. In the 
first place we start out in having two studios, so that in 
changing from one program to another no timje is lost. 
We can change quickly from one kind of a program to 
another ])rogram. While one program is going|on a big 
orchestra can be sitting up in the other prograrrj and the 
minute that is finished we can go right on with the other 
])rogra 11 . All programs from our station have always been 
distinctive for the snap with which they have goneifrom one 
feature to another. 


Xow leaving the control room or the studios—or rather, 
in the studio itself the very finest type of microphone has 
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been used. The condenser microphone has been used 
throughout. It is the first broadcasting station in this 
country to be completely equipped with the condenser 
microphone. They are all coming to it now, but since we 
have gotten our new ecpujiment in we have not used any of 
the older type of carbon microphones. 

In the control room the equipment is in duplicate. The 
amplifiers, and so forth, are in (Ini)licate, so that there will 
be no interruption due to faulty amj)lifiers or anything of 
that kind. 

297 Leaving tin* control room, the telephone lines from 
the control room to the station lead in se))arate 

cables and y)roceed l)y two separate routes all the way to 
the Downers Orove station. 'I'liey arc sepai’ated by a dis- 
tam-e of about five miles in their ovoidand s(‘etion tra\'el 
out a<-ross country. Two pairs of wires are used by each 
route. AVe need only two pairs for broadcasting, so that 
leaves a spare* of two pairs at all times, and in emergency 
we could get along with one pair. 

The power supply for the station has been so chosen that 
it is obtained from two different transmission lines and 
from two seyearate generating stations, one in (’hicago and 
one in Joliet, so as to insure uninterruy^ted yeower suy^yily 
at all times. 

The transmitting station is located on a forty-acre farm, 
as I said, three and a half miles south of Downei’s drove, 
where a building b,') by G.b feet, two-story brick building, 
has been erected to house the e<iui))mon1. 

The equiyiment is the standard Radio ('’orporation of 
America 50,000 watt set. It is known as the (b-ystal Oscil¬ 
lator Power Amplifier type of e(iui])nient. 'Phis insures a 
very high degree of frequency control. AVe are sure at all 
times to keep the frequency very much closer than the 
standards imposed by the Radio Oommission. 

The teley>hone lines come in to the station, and there yon 
have again the duplication of amplifiers, duplication of bat¬ 
tery supydy for amplifiers, and duplication of high y)()wer 
amplifiers before the voice finally comes into the radio 
set. 

298 Tn the main radio set itself there are in the main 
power amy)lifier eight 20-kilowatt tubes, with 10 

tubes in the rack, and in the modulator rack there are six- 
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teen ‘iO-kilowatt tubes, of which twelve are in use. If at 
any time a tube burns out it trips a relay, displays a target, 
and the operator can instantly cut out the defective tube 
and replace it with another spare tube in the rick in a very 
few seconds, it is merely a matter of remote control switch 
tliere, so that the interruption due to defective; tubes is cut 
down to a very few seconds. That is anothef one of the 
features for insuring uninterrupted service. | 

.ill power equipment for supplying the radio set is amply 
provided with spares, i'or instance, the machines which 
light the lilameiits of the tubes—there are i three such 
machines, of which two are necessary, one always being 
ke])t as a spare. 

'There are four 2,UUU-volt generator sets for yarious uses 
which i will not go into, of which three are necessary, one 
l)eing kept as a spare. I 

.Vnother set of l,UU0-voIt machines, of which due is used, 
witli one l)eing kept as a sj)ai‘e. 

There is a complete set of spare tubes always kept on 
liami ill the station, so that at no time are we likely to get 
caught without tubes. j 

Spare jiarts for all e(iuipment and all machines and 
everything are kept on hand, and in addition Ito that we 
have very good shop facilities for repairing all kinds of 
equipment. We have the facilities of the Comimonwealth 
Mdison shops available where they can rewind trajnsformers, 
motor generator sets, and everything ofi that kind 
-W on very sliort notice. 

The safety features of the station: .Vllihigh volt¬ 
age cii'cuits are carefully insulated or covered to prevent 
accidental contact. All doors to high voltage chbinets are 
interlocked so that if an operator should open a door when 
the high voltage is operated on the set, the high voltage 
will be immediately taken off. i 

'The frequency characteristic of the transmitter is sub¬ 
stantially Hat from 40 cycles to 7,000 cycles with a slight 
dro}) at each end. The variation from the average value 
is not greater than plus or minus ten per cent. This insures 
the highest (piality of sound reproduction. 

Throughout the entire installation, extreme care has been 
used in providing duplicate eijuipment to replace any units 
which might break down. In addition, a large number of 
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spare parts have been provided so that (luick repairs can 
be made on any equipment. The facilities of the Common¬ 
wealth Kdison Shops arc available and these shops arc 
equipped to rewind motors, ireiuM-ators. and transformers 
in a very short time. 

In ;jeneral, no exjjense has I)(.*i‘n >i)ai'ed to insure reliable 
and continuous operation for the ‘Voice of Service.' 

This has I)een a very brief and sketchy description of tin- 
station. I have pi-epared this stati'nieiit as a descri]>tiou 
of the station. I know it to be coj-rt'Ct." 

(Statement ))rei)ared l)y l-l. II. (lam-r. heade<I “l>escri]i- 
tion of the *><• Kilowatt Chint Ki|uipment of Station W’l'lXH, 
tiie (ireat Lakes liroadcastin^’ ('om])any. ('hicaao. Illinois." 
was received in evidence and marked “WHXK Kxhibit 
37”.) 

(Here follow photoa-raphs marked pau’Cs 3<)() to 321. in¬ 
clusive.) 

322 “1 have some photoi:'rai)hs of the station. They 
include the studio." 

(A number of idiotoyraphs of Station WHXK were 
received in evidence and marked, “WHXK Hxhibit IS.") 

"Mr. Wing:i This Hxhibit IS consists of 22 different 
photographs of the transmitter and the station itself, aiul 
the towers and the studio." 

(It is stii)idated that in printing the record the Clerk of 
the C'ourt may have said photographs, as shown in the 
original exhibit transmitted by the Federal Kadio Commis¬ 
sion, printed at this point.) 

323 “Station WHXK has been operating a transmitter 
at 500 watt power up to the morning of Xovember 

11th. The transmitter has l)een operated from 7 o'clock in 
the evening until midnight. It is located at 4201 Belmont 
Avenue, Chicago. Station WBCX had a transmitter located 
at 726 West 65th Street. That is on the South Side of the 
city. It operated at 250 watts until its discontinuance. 
That was the limitation placed on it by the (’ommission. 
We know that the transmitter of 500 watts of Station 
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WKXR (lid not serve the South Side of the city, could 
not iiet a ,uood enon,fi:li signal into the South Side of the city 
to <>et g'ood reception oi‘ to serve the public. Tie South 
Side of llie city was of course reached by the olcf WBCN 
transmitter. 

WEXR has never been off the air more than a liiinute or 
two at a time durini>' tlie past year due to power Ipie inter¬ 
ruption or something- of that kind where it wouldibe right 
off and on again. We have never been slmt down for any 
period of time. We liave had no station trouble of any 
kind frecjuently. During the bad storm season of the sum¬ 
mer we had ))erha|)s once or twice a week, but outside of 
one or two months in tlie summei- we had verv little. Fifty

kilowatts is certainly necessary to get good sigitals into 
the near Xorth Side and in what we call Streeterville. Our 
tests during tlie time we wei-e making the e.xperiments and 
locating the station indicated that it would re(|uireiat least 
50 kilowatts to put a lO-millivolt signal into the neair Xorth 
Side of the city, and with the tyiie of residencesi, apart¬ 
ment hotels, that we have in the near XortliiSide of 
324 tlie city there, a VJ millivolt signal is none t(|»o much 
for ser\ice in that area. So that full 50 kilo|vatts is 
really necessary to serve all pai-ts of the city effectiively. 1 
know that even with 50 killowatts tin' reception in niiy office 
down in the Straus Iffiilding is not very good. 

I have iiade a study of the cost of liroadcasting tjhe pro¬ 
grams of Station WHXR during the last si.\ month's. The 
cost of the technical operation per hour at full powcp- of 50 
kilowatts on a full time basis is $40.50 pc'i- hour.; At 5 
kilowatts it is only a little less; .$34.04 per hour. lOn the 
basis of two-sevenths time, which I took to mean 4.$ hours 
per day it cost $114.10 per houi- to operate at full power, 
as compared to $40.50 per hour operating on full time. 
That is, of course, it cost less per day, Init on ac-count of 
the smaller numbei- of hours the cost per lioui- increases to 
$114.10. Xow the same figure for 5-kilowatt operation at 
4.8 hours per day is $104.25 per houi-. As compalred to 
$34.04 per hour at full time. ! 

I have made a similar study on pi-ogram expense.! Pro¬ 
gram expense when operating at full time is, or has! been, 
$42.35 per hour. That is based on all of 1928, up to the 

i 
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first of October, when I made figures, or it may have 

been the middle of October. 

Tile program expense of full time then was $42..'I.') per 
hour. 

Operating at two-sevenths time this program expense will 
increase to $138.-35 per hour. 

Adding these two ligures of the technical operation and 
the program exjiense when oiierating at full power 
.325 we have a total of $82.85 ]ier hour when operating at 
full time and full power. 

Operating on two-sevenths time and full power this 
exiiense will be increased to $252.45 per hour. 

For live kilowatt operation the total exjieiise jier houi- at 
full time will be $7()..39, or about $(> less than at 50 kilowatts. 

()])(‘rating at 5 kilowatts and only two-sevenths time the 
total ex]»ense is $242.(!0 ])er hotir, or a little h“ss than $10 
less than when oiterating at ftill power and two-sevenths 
time. 

So that at two-sevenths time and live kilowatt operation 
our operating expense, including the technical operation 
and program and everything is $242.(50 jter hour. 

As I said, the cost per da\' is less luit the cost per hour 
is very much higher. 

My ollice is adjoining the studio. 1 know the announce¬ 
ment that has been made to the effect that the time of Sta¬ 
tion WFNH on the air would be greatly cui'tailed. .\s a 
result of that announcement w(‘ have received thousands 
of t('le])hone calls, thousands of lett(‘rs, and hundi'eds ami 
1 might say thousands of ])eoplc have called up and asketl 
what they might do in order to help ns or to get us a l)etter 
break in time. .\nd the tele])hone board has Iteen literally 
swamped. -Ml the incoming lines have been tied u]) some¬ 
times all afternoon and all evening with peoph' ])rotc“sting 
and asking what they might do to help us otit. Hundreds 
of people have circulated ])etitions, and it was started 
before any suggestion of any petition was made by 
326 us. .\nd as a result there have l)een cii'cnlated or 
have been received by us 488 ]ietitions with a total 
of .37,628 names on them. These petitions are all accom¬ 
panied by the affidavit of the person who circulated the 
petition, showing that they have witnessed the signatures 
and know them to be authentic. And I now have those 
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l)etiti()ns horo. The mo t of them are from Chicago and 
vicinity, altliongh tliere are a great many of them Irom out¬ 
side ('liicago, for instance, Aurora, Hobart, Indiana, Lan¬ 
sing, Illinois, Mayood, Illinois, and so on. I never sent 
aiiyl)ody out from the station or from any source instigated 
by our l)roadcasting company to get these petitions. These 
were all either brought in or sent in voluntarihi by our 
listeners.’’ 

“CommissioiUM’ Syk(*s. ()f course these petitions are not 
admissible in testimony. 'I'he fact that the persons who 
circulated the petitions saw the men sign the petitions 
does not make the petitions ndmissibh'. 'I’he aflidijvit that 
is admissible of tin* party who signs it must be an iailidavit 
by the jiarty who swears that the facts coidainedi therein 
are true. 'I'litM-efoi'c this soil of a petition, of cdurse, is 
not admissilile ns testimony. 'I'o state these fafets that 
25,000 or 100,00(1 signed them, that is all right, that is as

Cross-examination by I)ir. Scott:

1 was with the station in the capacity of chief 
engineer when thev tirst initiated their efforts to obtain an 
increase in power. They were then on the same channel 
they were on prior to Xovember 11th. That was 1040 kilo¬ 
cycles. 

Our first license provided that we should operate 5.000 
watts in the daytime and 500 watts at night on channel 
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lOf-0. Wo conipleted the installation of our o,C0d watt sta¬ 
tion on Ajiril 1st, 192S. Wo had authority for; tost pro- 
ii’rains runniu”- past tho 1st of Ajiril into; June for 
320 tho tostinu' of our station. Wo thon got authority for 
oxiiorimcntal oporation of tho station, cjontinuing' 
tlioso tests at any tinio after midnight when tho channel 
was free, and that occurred only on Saturday jiiights by 
an-angonients witli tho other eight stations on thalt channel, 
Saturday nights after midnight. Then we operated on 
tliose occasions from 12 midnight until 3 o'clock. And 
thos(' o])orations wt-ro on cliannel of 1040 kilocycles.

and on observations made of an actual .00 kilowatt o]iera- 
tion. Most of them were made ]\v me from oui- own station 
durin" the times of an experimental observation and test 
after midnight. The sitrnal stren^-th of a broadcasting: 
station increas(>s after darkness. I havi- no records as to 
the field strength on thos(* tests. I have nu'rely observa¬ 
tions made on those tests by myself on comnn'rcial rc*- 
ceivers. 

The actual observations of the tests wm-e in my 
3.31 office in the Straus Buildine: and some j)ortable sets 
on the North Side. The Straus Buildinfr is located 
on Michigan Avenue at the corner of .Tackson. It is in the 
Loop, in the center of the business ])art of town. And that 
is where I made one set of tests. The others W(‘re made 
on the North Side, north of tin* Loo]>. and at ])oints extc'inl- 
insr clear to Evanston.

I think both tests were maele with the same* rece-iving set, 
although I may have changed to another one of the same 
make. They were both made with a portable receiving set 
in an automobile. 
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Eeccption is better after dark and gets increasingly bet¬ 
ter for several hours. That time varies. It may reach 
good reception conditions ratlier soon, say, in u couple of 
hours or less, and sometimes it docs not until midnight or 
after. 1 sipipose it is best .iust before daybreak. I don’t 
know that that has anything to do with it. 1 djon't agree 
that darkness has everything to do with it. il am not 
theorizing on that. Temperature has something|to do with 
it. The sound level decreases later in the evening. 

332 The recejition between 12 and 4 o'clock ini the morn¬ 
ing should on the average afford the best opportunity 

that you could juck of getting the best receptiop. 

I said that 'WHXE was the first station to be completely 
ecpnpped with condenser micro]diones throughout. I moan 
that \hnt used nothing knit condenser microphones. If there 
is any other 1 have never heard of it that uses theiii through¬ 
out for all work. I 

I have visited a lot of stations. (Ither stations likewise 
maintain safety devices in their estal)lishments. lAlI of the 
factoryd)uil1 jobs ai‘(‘ very well cMiuipped with ,safety de¬ 
vices. I 

It is inii)ossil)b' to answiu’ the question directlylas to how 
much fartluM- a .lO kw could transmit than a 5 ky without 
going into a giaait deal of analysis as to what standard of 
reception you an' considei'ing. In the language df the lay¬ 
man the radius of a .oO.OOO watt station will be fd>out two 
and a quarter times a five thousand watt station. The 
range of transmission taking the same signal in|tensity is 
the standard for both. i 

I do not have anything to do with the programs that are 
put over the station. I will amend that answerl I have 
something to do with them, but 1 do not supei-viisc* them. 
I handle the mechanical arrangements. 1 am in p genei'al 
way familiar with the activities of our station diii'ing the 
past 30 days in connection with obtaining these|])etitions 
and obtaining expressions from the public. That;seems to 
be our letterhead. That signature is signed by Air. Evers. 
He is Secretary of our Company. I dop’t know 

333 wliether that letter was sent out to the listehing pub¬ 
lic around Chicago. I think I did see onel of those 

letters. I don't know that that is our letter.” 
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(Said letter was thereupon marked “Exhibit A for 
identification.”) 

“I have listened to our own statitm occasionally. T heard 
Mr. Eastman’s testimony on the witness stand today. I 
heard him testify as to the announcement whicli was made 
over our station in reirai’d to tlie increase in our power and 
the decrease in our time of operation. 

I have a loud speaker in my ofliee. and I suppose it is on 
about 30 per cent of the time durintr the i)eriod from nine 
in the morning until five, and such evenings as I stay around 
there.” 

“Q. Do you know of any occasion durintr your entire 
broadcasting time when your station has gone on the air 
and notified your listening ])nblic as to tlie amendment 
which was made to the radio law I'criuiring tlu* Commission 
to distrilnite the channels eriually throngliout tlu' country; 
distribute the jtower equally thi'oughout the res])ective 
zones: and the power of the station license, and the time 
of operation? Did you ever tell your listening juiblic that 
over the radio? A. Xot to my knowledge has it been done 
in such detail as that.” 

“Q. Have you at any tinn* ])ut before* your listi'iiing ])nb- 
lic the eeiuities on the other side* of the pro])osition ? Have 
you ever tolel them what was re'iptireel to be done 
3.34 which entailed the treatment of your station? A. 
Xo; I don't — any other station has, in that way.” 

“I have not listened to all othe*r stations in .the* United 
States. T should say T have not he*ard any other stations 
do it. I did not hear 'WHO and WRC's stat cnu'iits to the 
public giving both sides of the jiroposition. I am not fa¬ 
miliar with all that program matei-ial, as yon saiel in the 
first place. But neither would I go on i-ecord as saying that 
is all that has been put out over our station in regard to 
decrease in power. 

I have heard announcements similar to the following over 
Station ATEXR: 

‘Do you think it fair that Station WEXK. with the oidy 
50,000-watt transmitter in the Chicago distinct, should be 
cut do^\'n to four hours a day on the air, two hours in the 
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Commis- 


daytime and two at niglit? If you think "WENR | deserves 
a better deal, write.’ | 

I would not say it was in those exact words. I did not 
liear an announcement that our station had assisted 600 
families last (’hristmas nor the announcer intiihate that 
the action of the Radio Commission would interfere with 
such projects in the future. I 

1 never heard our announcer say that if this order of the 
Commission was made effective that the shut-ins and so 
forth would also be affected by a diminishment; of their 
program. 

1 never heard our announcer say, ‘If you like us itell us so. 

Addi’ess your letters to the Federal Radio 
•vir) sion, 'Washington, D. C.’ 

I imepared this tabulation showing thb cost of 
operation per hour. I heard Mr. Gilchrist testify t|iis morn¬ 
ing in regard to the actual loss sustained by our station had 
been transmitted to the various companies that! own the 
station and was borne by them. I don’t know anything 
about their books. ! 

In making my tabulation there is a program expense and 
technical operations both there. I gave those figures. 
‘Technical operation per hour $40.50 on 17 hours li)er day.’ 
‘ Program exixuise per hour on a basis of 17 hours pperation 
per day, $42..‘lo." On the second column under an pperation 
of 4.8 hours per day, the technical operation pe|r hour is 
$114.10. And the program expense per hour wiould cost 
$138.35. That $114.10 is not entirely based on our present 
personnel. It is based on a reduction personnel 
reduction. We won’t reduce any in the operating 
cause we are running below now, but I will sav that the 
amount of reduction you can make depends on tour time 
of operation. It would be ])ossible to make a very substan¬ 
tial reduction under one .schedule but very much less under 
another schedule, so that any figures made up ifi this way 
must of course be more or less estimates based oh common 
sense application of what we believe would be necessary. 

My computation based on 17 hours per day represents 
the present cost of technical operation per hour. | $40.50 is 
what it was costing prior to Xovember 11. Myj program 
expense per hour in operation immediately prior to No¬ 
vember 11th was $42.35.

A portion of the information khich rep¬ 
resents this tabulation of $138.35.1 got from Mr.| Eastman, 
The reduction in reaching my conclusion as tq program 
expense on the basis of $138'.35 I did not keep ip terms of 
artists. I kept it in terms of dollars and cents, and perhaps 
I can find that. T got this information and worked it out 
in ])rogram expense, but did not keep a memorandum re¬ 
garding the program. As you know T am not taking care 
of the programs. I have the items before me;|the exact 
amount; the ])ur]ioso for which the expenditures "^vere made 
which represent my tabulation on program expense.”

John V. L. Hogan, called as a witness on behalf of Sta¬ 
tion "WEXR, being duly sworn, testified, in substance, as 
follows: I 

“My name is John V. L. Hogan. I am a consfilting en¬ 
gineer, having an office in Xew York, and specializing in 
radio matters. I ha%’e been interested in radio s|ince 1904 
or thereabouts. Have been connected with the jart from 
1906, except for a period which I spent at Yale Ljniversity 
in taking an electrical engineering course there. | 

From 1910 to 1921 I was with the Xational Electrical 
Signal Company, first as telegraph engineer, and continu¬ 
ing as Chief Research Engineer, finally as iManagejr. 

Since 1921 I have maintained my own office anil labora¬ 
tory in independent consulting engineering practice. 

During that period of years I have become famijliar with 
radio design, manufacture, operation and ipvestiga- 

348 tion, covering the study and use of a large variety of 
radio-telegraph and radio-telephone transmitting and 
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reccivinir appaT’atn?. loiret ikt \vii]! tlio lahoratorA' apparatus 
used for iuvi‘>iia-atiou of perfermanee of suc’i radio in¬ 
struments. 

I am a Fellove and Past President of the Institute of 
Radio Pimineei-s. and was one of its orii'anizers. I am a 
!Meml>er of the Aineriean In>litnle of Klectrical Enalneers 
and of a numhei- of oiliei- scienlitie organizations. T have 
contributed to the technical lileratnre of the radio art, and 
liave kc])! in touch with llie pulilished art since 1904 or 
thereabouts. 

I have visited Station WEXR at Downers Pfrove. and 
iiave also visited the >tnilio. and have made a study of the 
problems of .Station 'WKXP. And 1 think 1 miyht analyze 
the ]')resent situation as involvinu' two main factors. The 
lirst is the matter of the ])ower of operatio!! of the station, 
and the second tin* matt(‘r of its tiim* of o]ii*ration. 

AVith reu'ard to the first item, the iiuestion of ])ower, there 
are several considerations which shouhl hi* look(*d into. Tlie 
lirst of those is tin* e'eiieral principle of the adeipiate use 
of a cleared channel. 'I’his is a matter wiiich 1 have dis¬ 
cussed with tin* Radio Commissinn and on which 1 believe 
there is no disa-rreement. that is-

t'ommissionci- Sykes: I will say as to that, tin* witness is 
talking generally about tin* n^i* of ]>ower on cleared chan¬ 
nels. 

349 Air. Kelly: Well, if it is helpful to the Poinmis- 
sion- 

Commissioner Sykes: He is one of tin* eni:’im*ers who, 
because of his knowledge, was called in by the Commission 
to aid us in our ]il:ni and tin* .-dlocalion under tin* ])lan.

1 did not think it 
wa.s a proi)er matter for the record, but I haven't any ob¬ 
jection to the Commission- 
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Commissioner Sykes: It is a fact, and the recoyd, I think, 

could very well show it- i 

Mr. Kelly (interposing): Very well. ! 

Commissioner Sykes (continuing): —that ^Iri Hogan is 
one of the gentlemen called in to advise the Commission 
in the question of adopting a plan and the allocdtion made 
under that plan. I 

Mr. Kelly: Very well. I 

Commissioner Sykes: And the Commission believes that 
it owes a great deal to Mr. Hogan for his knovrledge and 
information and great help in the matter. 

Mr. Kelly: I am glad to have that in the recdrd. I did 
not know that. It is perfectly satisfactory to ihe to have 
it there. | 

The Witness: ^Mr. Chairman, if I may, in viewlof the ob- 
.iection, I would like to say that I am not appearing 
350 here as a partisan. But I propose to limit my dis¬ 
cussion to scientific facts and principles tjo which I 
believe no sound exception can be taken by eithef’ party to 
the controversy, nor by the Commission. That is to say, 
I am not here to make an argument. I am here tq interpret 
scientific facts in a way which I consider logical and in¬ 
evitable, but- I 

(Mr. Kelly objected. Objection overruled. Exception 
noted.) i 

The fact as to the adequate use of cleared channels in the 
radio broadcasting spectrum is that when a station operat¬ 
ing alone on a single broadcasting frequency aifd with a 
power of 5,000 watts is studied it is found that that station 
on the average night is capable of producing heterodyne 
interference over substantially the whole of tile United 
States, and that because of that fact it is not possible to 
utilize the same channel, that is to say, the same wave fre¬ 
quency for simultaneous transmission by anotlier broad¬ 
casting station \\'ithout at the same time introducing 
heterodyne interference over large areas of 111,0 United 
States. 

It is also a fact that an increase of power beyond this 
lower limit of 5,000 watts to which I have referred iproduces 
an increased signal intensity within the range of the sta¬ 
tion, and therefore gives radio service from thait station 
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over a lar^i-OFi ai-oa aail to a ]ai-'>'r nnmbor of listeners 
tlian could do.-^lU’vcd witlicuit lh(‘ increase* of |)o\ver. 

Tt is also a fad that tliixi* who weeuld ol)tain service with 
the station e*]>eraline' at watt< will obtain better serv¬ 

ice with the station oporatine' at iii'^ln'r i)owei‘. Better 
i)oth as to intensity and as to reliabilitv. 

Sol Xow tli(‘ concIn>ion fi’oin those facts is that when 

a station is to oiM-vate at .‘.ODf) watts, or in fact at 
any power in excess of )»ei’haps il.t'oti oi- 2.bn() watts, ilien 
in tile interest of tiie jadilic to la* -erved iiy tliat station its 
]iow(‘r sliould lie increased to the niaxiniuni that is ofbu'ed 
by th(‘ facilities of tlie station. Mithi'r those a\’ailable at 
llu> moment or tlio>e wliicli i-an be in-tailed. 

Tlu*re is oidy one limitation to that increase of power. 
Any incre.ase ipi to the ]ioint where this limitation come.s 
into l»lay is a desirable thine' in the interot of the listen- 
inir public, h'he limitation to which 1 lA'fer is tln‘ Tuatter 
of interference with the signals of stations on adjacent 
chann<‘ls. 

Dnrinir cross-examination of one of the witin-sses in this 
hearine: somdhine' wa- said abinit lettine' down the bars 
and cansine'a race in power. 'I'liat is a matter which would 
have to be considered with re-]>ect to this inter-channel 
inti'rfereuce. If stations were arbitrarily to be increased 
to 200 kilowatts or a thon-and kilowatts without roa'ard to 
their neoeTaphical location aiul to tin* e'coe'raphical loca¬ 
tion of other stations ojieraiinu' on freiiuencies near to those 
under consideration, it mieht well bi' expected that a iiower 
race would follow, and that it would re-u!t in dama<re to 
the radio listeners b.y rea-on of interference between sta¬ 
tions on ueiehborinL;- frei|Uencie-. 

On the other hand, thi- principle is. I understand and 
beli(‘V(‘. Well reconrni/.ed by the Oommission, as i- shown by 
the fact that the ]iresent rulinu' on the n>e of power in ex¬ 
cess of .') kilowatts is that 2b kilowatts -hall be al-

It seems to me that that i- a wi-e prox'lslon on the jiart 
of the Commission in the present untried state of the new

interference effects on neighboring- frequency stations of 
50 kilowatts before permitting- the use of 100 or jmore kilo¬ 
watts power. The effect on neighboring stations iare bound 
to be different, depending upon the channel undgr consid¬ 
eration and the geographical location of stations on adja¬ 
cent frequencies. 

On the other hand, it has been well shown tlu].! 50 kilo¬ 
watts power can be used elTectively, and that the use of 
that power is desirable in producing a stronger pud more 
reliable radio service to a vast number of listeners, with¬ 
out costing those listeners anything in the way of reduced 
service from other stations on adjacent channels.! 

Xow as to this particular problem, namely, the question 
of increasing the power of Station WPIXR fi-om the limited

The criterion of this latter point that is used to deter¬ 
mine whether or not a station .should be permitted tb trans¬ 
mit at 50 kilowatts even on the experimental basij, is the 
geographical separation between that station and tlje other 
stations assigned to the channels 10 kilocycles abbve and 
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below and 20 kilocycles above and below the station in 
(jnestion. 

The 870 kilocycle channel to which WEXR is assigned is 
one that on the present set-up, that is to say, the November 
11th set-nj) of stations, is less likely to produce cross-talk 
or inter-channel interference than other channels on which 
2.) to 50 kilowatt operation is now permitted. 

'I'o illustrate this most briefly anil graphically 1 have 
prepared a few maps showing the aiiproximate loca- 

354 tions of various stations with from 25 to 50 kilo¬ 
watts, together with the locations of the stations 10 

kilocycles above and 10 kilocycles below, as well as those 
20 kilocycles above and 20 kilocycles below, and 1 have indi¬ 
cated on each of these maps the ai)proximate distance to 
the nearest station separated by 10 kilocycles and the near¬ 
est station separated by 20 kilocycles. 

In the case of the 870 channel, to which WKNK is at 
present assigned, the nearest station having a frenuencj' 
difference of 10 kilocycles is that at Columbus, Mississippi, 
which is 010 miles approximately, from Chicago. 

The nearest station having a 20 kilocycle separation is 
that at Little Rock, Arkansas, a distance of 560 miles, ap- 
})roximately, from WENR. Do you want to give thesti 
maps to the Commission? 

Mr. AVing: Yes.” 

The map to which I have been referring, that is the one 
showing WENR with a triple ring at Chicago and giving 
the distances to the other two stations as 560 and 610 miles. 
I might refer to for convenience as Map No. 24-A. 

The second map, which 1 will call 24-B, shows the dis¬ 
tances separating Station AVBBM in Chicago from those 
10 and 20 kilocycles difference in frequency. 

The nearest station having a frequency difference of 10 
kilocycles is that at Memphis, Tennessee, 390 miles away, 
and the nearest having a separation of 20 kilocycles is that 
at Pontiac. Michigan, 220 miles away. 

The third map, which 1 will call 24-C shows the 

355 distances of the nearest 10 and 20 kilocycles separa¬ 
tion stations from the WLAY 50-kilowatt station at 

Cincinnati. 

The nearest station 20 kilocycles from the frequency of 
700 is that at Chicago, 250 miles away. 
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The next map, the fourth, which I will call 2-1 i-D, shows 
the distances from Station KDKA in Pittsburgh, having 
a frequency of 980 kilocycles. | 

The Spriiigtield station, with lU kilocycles difference, is 
only 350 miles away. 

The limited time Chicago station is 490 miles ikway. 

And the Davenport station is (!30 miles away, i 
The next inaj), wliich 1 will <-all 24-E, shows the;dislances 
as respectively 515 miles and 310 miles from station WJZ 
on 760 kilocycles. | 

The next map, which 1 will call 24-F, shows the respec¬ 
tive distances from Station ^VS.M. Xashville, as 800 miles 
and 160 miles. 

Alap 24-G shows the distances from \VE.\F as i820 miles 
and 460 miles. | 

Map 24-H shows the distances from KFl on Itlie west 
coast as 1470 miles and 350 miles. This slat ion i is on an 
exceptionally tine channel with res})ect to the pro.xiniity of 
the nearest station 10 kilocycles away. I 

Those are the only maps that 1 have had o])])oiil unity to 
make up as showing the various channels. But 1 have 
worked out figures showing the tlistances from thci stations 
that are included in the Octolxu- 23rd. 1928 list of It he Fed¬ 
eral Radio Commission, as either lieeiised oi- in qperatioii 
at powers between 25 and 50 kilowatts. This list 
356 shows .seven such stations: WBBM, WLWj KDK.V, 
WJZ, WEAF, WGY and WRAP. The average dis- 
tanee of each of those seven stations from its iiearc'ist neigh¬ 
bor l<t kilocycles sejjaraled is 565 miles, which is 145 miles

nearest 


less than the distance Itetweeii WEXK and 
neighbor 10 kilocycles off frequency. 

The average distance from each of those seven |stations 
to its neighbor 20 kilocycles difference in freiiiumqy is 450 
miles. Which is 110 miles less than the 560 miles Iseparat- 
ing WEXK from its nearest neighlior 20 kilocycles iaway. 

Thus the 870 kilocycles channel is not one whichi by rea¬ 
son of the geographical location of stations assilgned to 
neighboring channels 10 kilocycles and 20 kilocyclps away 
would have to be protected by a limitation of the poxi'er used 
on the 870 kilocycle channel, as is shown by the fact that 
successful operation at 50 kilowatts is now beingj had on 
seven other cleared channels in which the average I separa- 
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tion between the transmitting station in (luestion and its 
nearest neiglibor 10 and 20 kilocycles away is less than the 
distance available on the 870 kilocycles channel. 

The next point which shonld be considert'd in connection 
with the question of increased jjower. having (h*terinined 
that the increased power will not ])roduce an intolerable 
cross-talk situation and will not degrade the broadcasting 
spectrum of the country, is a (luestion of what gain to the 
listeners will be provided ])y an increasi'd powei- on this 
870 kilocycles channel. I may say pai’entlietieally that 1 
realize the immense difficulty of all of thesi* allocation ])i-ol)- 
lems which the Commission has befoi'e it. .Vnd that 1 
understand each problem must be consiilered indivitliiall\ 
with respect to the gains and the ijenaltii*-^ which any 
357 move involves. 

There is no single decision which can l>e made on 
any of these items which does not I'esult eithei' in some im¬ 
provement or some loss of service, or in both, and that 
l)articular fact complicates the matters l)efoi-e the (’om- 
mission and requires the Commission to appraise the cost 
to the public o]i tiie one hand and the gain to the public on 
the other hand, in settling each one of these problems. 

Xow I have attempted to show that in the matter of the 
suggested increase of interference consetimmt ni)on the in¬ 
crease in })ower from 5 to 50 kilowatts on the 870 kilocycle 
channel the pultlic will not have to pay l)y ])utling up with 
inter-channel interference. That is to say, there is no re¬ 
duction in service to them as compared to similar usi- of 
high powered stations on the seven other channels now 
licensed for such operation. 

In spite of that fact the Commission will, of course, de¬ 
sire to consider what gain to the public would i)e had by 
the increase in power. And I have worked out, based upon 
the best engineering information which is available, the 
average increases in service area that will be expected from 
such power increase. 

I should like to preface the discussion on that ])oint by 
a statement that there is no disagreement among engiiu'crs, 
and, so far as I know, among the non-engineering users of 
radio, on the proposition that other conditions remaining 
the same, increase of transmitting power from any station 
will result in increased broadcasting service from that sta- 
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tion, both in the sense that more people atitho higher 

358 power will be given the same signal as bad at the 
lower power been given to a smaller number of 

people, and also that all listeners within the |ow power 
range of the station will be given a more reliable service 
when higher power operation is used. That, I think, is in- 
controvertable and generally appreciated. 

It is also well recognized that on the basis qf average 
signal distribution and average transmission, as for ex¬ 
ample, occurring during the months when radio is most 
used, that is to say, the fall, winter and early spring months, 
we liave sufficient information to state numerically with 
r(‘asonable accuracy the average service radio to be pro¬ 
duced by any station at any radiated power. Those figures 
are not fixed and arbitrary with respect to power ialone. but 
involve the grade of service to be given to the listener at 
any point. I 

There is some difference of opinion among radio engi¬ 
neers as to what field intensity or what absolute!electrical 
strength of signal as measured by an instrumenti is neces¬ 
sary under varying conditions to produce a satisfactory 
service. T think that the difference of opinion on jhat i)oiut 
is largely based upon varying definitions of the word 
‘ ‘ satisfactory, ’ ’ which is what one might expect, i The gen¬ 
eral principle of increased service resulting from increased 
power when the increased power does not introduce inter¬ 
ference complications, is, however, well accepted b.'* every¬ 
one. 

In this discussion I propose to attempt to avoid the dif¬ 
ferences of opinion as to what is satisfactory service by 
stating the intensity values of the signal to whichjl am re¬ 
ferring in each instance. Then, while I will person- 

359 ally characterize a signal of 10 field intensity units, 
that is to say, millivolts per meter, as givinig what 1 

would call normal ]x*rfect service in a city area,| any one 
else who thinks that that is either too low or too high may 
criticise my characterization of it as giving substantially 
perfect service, but at least will not criticise the results 
based upon the numerical value. I 

The Bureau of Standards has made a grebt many 
measurements showing how the intensity of signalsireceived 
from broadcasting stations varies during night-tirbe recep- 
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tion, and Uie .irenoral conclusion i- ihat for night-time serv¬ 
ice one mav on the averaije. and with the general limitations 
that I have already explained to the ('ommission in con¬ 
nection with my testimony given here some months ago, 
say that the average night-time signal is to be determined 
by taking one-half of the maximum or unabsorbed signal 
that can be produced by the given station uinler the given 
circumstances. 

On that basis we find that this 10 field intensity unit 
signal which, as I say. is in my opinoin, the basis of what 
might properly I)e called the highest grade or almost ])er- 
fect service for city locations whore the signal will lie suffi¬ 
ciently strong to permit adecpuite reception in steel ai>art- 
nient-house buildings and in spite of a moderate amount of 
interference from elevator motors, electric refrigerators, 
oil burners, and what not—such a signal can be laid down 
by a kilowatt transmitter, that is to say. a transmitter 
which radiates .") kilowatts, over a radius of approximately 
20 miles. Such a radius includes an area of a{')i)roximately 
1260 square miles. 

:-)60 If the same transmitter has its power increased 
to 50 kilowatts the average railius over which this 
(listI’ibution will b(> maih* is increased to approximately 60 
miles, which n<‘w circle will include an area of about 11,400 
s(juare miles, thus giving a gain in ai'ea served l>y this sub¬ 
stantially pei-feet 10 intiuisity unit signal of approximately 
10.000 square miles. 

Xow s(iuare miles alone mean very little with relation 
to any iiarticular broadcasting statioirs problems. But the 
])opulation within those areas does mean something. And 
I have had detei'mined for me the population around the 
Downers Grove location of station WHXK for the 20-mile 
circle and for the (iO-mile circle. The two values being 
2,^80.000 ami 840,000. The difference being 960,000, or 
nearly one million additional people to be served with a 
substantially ))erfeet signal by increasing the yjower of the 
station from 5 to 50 kilowatts. The two areas are shown 
in the next ma]) of the group, which I have handed to the 
Commission, which 1 will call Map 24-1. 

It will be noted that the 20-mile circle, which is the smaller 
circle surrounding the station WEXR, falls just about on 
the nearest city boundary. In other words, that 5 kilo- 
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watts power will not deliver the 10 intensity unit signal to 
the city proper. This is, of course, on a basis pf circular 
distribution. The fact as to any large city is that the in¬ 
tensity will fall off more rapidly than indicated by the 
circular distribution as the signal passes over the highly 
built-up sections of the city itself. Consequentlyi the 5 kilo¬ 
watt plant will not deliver a 10 intensity jnnit signal 
361 much beyond the edge of the city nearest to it. 

On the other hand, operating at full power the 
field intensity is approximately tripled, and that does per¬ 
mit a substantial shadowing or attenuating effect to take 
place, as for example, when the signals pass through the 
business district and then arrive at the lower North Side 
r(>sidontiaI district, which is now one of the mpst difficult 
situations to reach from the westerly location o^ Downers 
Grove. 

T would like to call attention to the fact that tljie increase 
in area is approximately 10,000 square miles. And that if 
that were* considered alone one might say that the station 
would serve ten times, or nearly so, the number! of people 
at full power as at 5 kilowatts. Such a conclusion would 
not be accurate for this location, inasmuch as thb distribu¬ 
tion of the population around Chicago is such that only 
about one-third more are served by the increase; of power. 
That is an example of the danger of using area alone for 
local service distribution of any particular station, and is 
why T have had the population figures worked out for pres¬ 
entation to the Commission. In other words, while the in¬ 
crease from 5 to 50 kilowatts does give this high grade 
signal—highest grade signal—over 10,000 miles| increased 
area as against over 1,200 miles originally, the number of 
people served is not in proportion to the increased area. 
However, the fact that one million more peopile can be 
given the highest grade signal is to my mind iextremely 
significant. I 

If next we go to what I would characterize as a good 
signal for ordinary city reception, namelyi, one of 5 
.362 intensity units, we find that the ratio of radii is 40 
miles as against 120 miles. The two circlds of those 
sizes are shown in the next map, which I will call 24-J. 
The increased area over which the 5 intensity uniit or very 
good signal can be delivered is about 40,000 square miles. 
The increased population served around the specific Do'wn- 
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er.^ Grovt* location is nearly throe million people. These 
three million jreople will <ret with 50 kilowatts a good signal 
cai)able of over-riding the normal static and city noises to 
a reasonable e.xtent, and yet would have had only a poorer 
grade of service, if any, when operating at the lower power. 

X(»w so nuK-h for the high quality services that arc re¬ 
quired—and 1 should say high quality with respect to large 
iTileiisity of signal—which are required for city and sub¬ 
urban reception. 

Tt is generally agreed that as soon as one goes away 
from the sources of electrical noise and gets into locations 
rc'inote from congested quarters a very much weaker signal 
expressed in field intensity units will give useful service. 
I have taken a .6 intensity unit value as one which can 
(■<)ns(‘rvativ<“ly be said to give a very good or certainly a 
good rural signal. That is a signal of 600 microvolts per 
meter, and T believe that it will not be denied that such a 
signal intensity is competent to give a very satisfactory 
scMwice in coiipiarison with the service that many rural 
communities rnust put up with in connection with radio 
rc'ception generally. That is to say. we should all be happy 
if we could serve* the entire country with a signal of 600 
n;!<*i'evults jter meter. The conditions would then be far 
su])(‘rior to what they are today. 

.'hi.d On that basis, nanu'ly the good rural service sig¬ 
nal. ojji'i'at ing at 5 kilowatts station AVHXK has a 
serviee i-adius of a little over .300 miles. Such a radius 
(‘iiables its sigjial to cover approximately 350,000 square 
miles, and to serve a potential audience of about 23.300,000 
people. 

I should like to state here that I have taken the popula¬ 
tion figures in each of these circular zones, and not the 
figures as to the number of radio listeners. So far as T 
know there has been no survey of the total number of radio 
listeners which approaches in its accuracy the surveys of 
the ('ensus Department as to population. Consequently it 
is much more dependable to rely upon the population figures 
and to assume any particular ratio that one may desire as 
to ratio of listeners to the total population. I have not at¬ 
tempted to make that last step, but am confining myself 
to a consideration of the potential audience, namely, the 
population within each of these circular zones. 
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Xow, around Downei':' Grove, which is, of course, cen¬ 
trally located in the country, there are approxiinately 23,- 
300,000 people in this 333 mile circle which mayi be served 
by the 0 kilowatt station. The same grade of service will 
he delivered to a circle having a radius of 1,000 miles when 
the power is 50 kilowatts. That larger circle iijieludes an 
area of 3,140,000 square miles, some of which is,| as shown 
by the ne.xt map. No. 24-K, outside of the country, and in 
Canada, and a small part of which is in the Atlajitic Ocean 
and the Gulf of Mexico. 

3)04 However, if we again disregard geographical areas 
as our basis of comparison and look at the popula¬ 
tion in the zones under consideration, we find that the 
lai-ger circle includes a national population, lexcluding 
Canada, of over 96,000,000, and that therefore the potential 
audience ecpially well served is increased by 73,0Cto,000 peo- 
]de by this increase of power. 

It may be interesting to the Commission to note the 
tignre which 1 assume of 600 microvolts as giviijig a good 
rural service is three times the signal of 200 microvolts 
wliich I have often used as giving a passable and indeed 
valuahlf I'liral service. In other words, for this particular 
presentation I have attempted to be exceedingly Iconserva- 
tiv(> in th(‘ matter of distance served. | 

I ina\- also say in that connection that on this shme basis 
of ' omputatioji the 5 kilowatt station would deliver a signal 
of less than 100 microvolts per meter, less than ione-sixth 
of tlu' signal which 50 kilowatts will deliver on the larger 
circle of ma]i 24-T\ at Xew York, where T live, j 

On the other hand, Avith that signal at less Ithan 100 
microvolts, and using ordinary commercial receivers, I 
intercept very useful and good signals from statioii WEXE, 
(‘xcept at such times when the interference from tlhe Grebe 
station 10 kilocycles away and only approximately one mile 
from my home, is so great as to prevent the picking up of 
AVKXE. Those signals are good loud speaker signals, not 
strong enough to override bad static, but good enough to 
give V 'od service on winter evenings. Better signals will 
be produced over the larger area Avhen the larger power 
is used. 

365 Xow in addition to the matter of the increased 
service, there is to be taken into account tHe matter 
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of increased reliability, and that may be indicated in this 
way. For example. I pointed out that the 5 intensity unit 
signal would reach approximately three and a half millions 
of people around WEXK at kilocycles, wlhle it would 
serve nearly three million more at bO kilowatts. When the 
power is increased so as to serve tliose additional three 
million people the original tliree and a half million who 
had been getting that service would get a service about 
three times as good. That is to say. they would be able 
to enjoy the programs under conditions of interference and 
static and what-not which were thi’oe times as l)ad. Tliere- 
fore you have a relial)ility factor, so to speak, of three all 
through the zone served by the station. Its dependability 
is increased by that amount. 

That is true, of course, not only as to the three and a 
half million people wlio are getting the good city signal, 
but of the 2.‘>'millions of peo])le wlio at .') kilowatts could 
obtain the good rural signal. Tlieir signal, instead of being 
600 microvolts, would be increased to nearly 2 millivolts, 
which is a good suburban signal, that is to say, the signal 
heard by the 23 millions of people. 

Now so fan I have discussed the increase in night-time 
range, concerning myself with the average winter nights. 
The matter of reliability will increase the number of nights 
at which that signal can be had, but we are talking about 
the times (»f good radio transmission, namely, night-time 
transmission. 

366 ^leasurements of the daytime service must include 
the value of absorption which becomes prominent in 
all daytime operations. It has been determined that the 
absor{)tion over o])en country may be taken as approxi¬ 
mately seven times that of the absorption over sea-water. 

The effect of this signal absorption is reduced as you 
cut down the signal intensity. As the distance decreases 
the absorption effects are not unduly prominent, although 
they do exist within a short distance of the station, but 
as soon as the distance is substantially increased this 
matter of absorption docs become a very potent factor in 
reducing the service areas. 

I have computed the 10-field intensity unit zone for a 
station under average daylight conditions. A five kilowatt 
station will have practically the same radius day and night 
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for the 10 millivolt signal, namely, 20 miles. Ain increase 
in power will increase that radius to about 40 miles and 
will permit the service of something over a half million 
additional people. One the five millivolt basis the two radii 
are approximately 35 and 53 miles and the numbbr of addi¬ 
tional people served about 300,000. It will be fioted that 
the increased radius is less than two to one under daylight 
conditions and this signal intensity, whereas thei increased 
radius of the night service is on the basis of thij-ee to one, 
except at such times of high absorption as were mentioned 
by .Mr. Gager, when it may be about two to one. 

Going to the 000 microvolt signal, which is a good rural 
signal, the radius at 5,000 watts is approximately 
3(!7 7S miles and at 50.000 watts approximately 105 miles. 

'I'he difference in area served is 15,600 square miles, 
and in that paiiicnlar territory the increase in power will 
serve something like 50,000 more farms than! could be 
reached at 5,000 watts. That is on the basis of t’our farms 
lo the square mile, excluding urban areas. 

Of course, the matter of increased reliability comes in 
on the daylight signals as much as on the night time signals, 
that is to say. those who can get a signal at five kilowatts 
will g('t a belter and more reliable signal at 50‘kilowatts, 
whih' in addition many more j)eople will be served. 

The next {joint I would like to make under thb question 
of inci-eased ])Ower is that of the economies ofjthe situa¬ 
tion. If one takes the cost per hour of operating a station 
at 5,nn() watts as $73.60 for full time operation, which is 
the total given by Mr. Gager as including both the technical 
costv ;ind program costs, and if one takes the Cost of 50 
kilowatts, which includes the cost of additional power and 
of tube life, for the additional number of tubesj involved, 
together with the additional staff required to operate the 
station at fidl power, one finds the difference is pnly $6.46 
per hour. In other words, this tremendously increased area 
and 1 1 'emendously increased number of people can be served 
by a broadcasting station at a very small increaged cost. 

It h interesting to consider what those costsiare when 
reduced to the cost per listeneix One may takeias a unit, 
how much it will cost the broadcasting station td deliver a 
signal to any distance. 1 have been discussing the 
368 numbers of people and I have been discussing, in 
terms of one thousand, the hours of listening, and I 
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may express that at the rate of one thousand hours of serv¬ 
ice per potential listener, in other words, get the cost to 
the broadcaster in serving one man for practically a year’s 
listening. That works out, at live kilowatts power, as a 
little over three-tenths of one cent. At 50 kilowatts, be¬ 
cause of the tremendously larger number of people served, 
the cost per listener becomes .085 cents, nine one-hun¬ 
dredths of one cent as against three-tenths of one cent. The 
saving by increased j)ower is .24 cents or 74 per cent. That 
is on the basis of full-time operation. On the basis of less 
f)peration the saving in ])ercentage is a]>pr()ximately the 
same, although, of course, the cost per hour is very mate¬ 
rially increased, as Mr. Gager pointed out. One may prop¬ 
erly conclude from such figures that by an increase in 
])ower from five to fifty kilowatts some 7.3.000,000 of po¬ 
tential additional listeners art* served at a total additional 
cost to the broadcaster of somewhere betw<*en $4 and $10 
per hour (»f operation. 'Phat. I say. is strongly ])ersuasive 
on the economic point of \ iew. We all know that given a 
plant capable of hiirh-power o]>eralion, it is more econom¬ 
ical in terms of people served to operate it at its maximum, 
but without an analysis of this sort it is difficult to say 
how much better, from the economic point of view, it is to 
operate it at full power. Of course, one may go even fur¬ 
ther. He may attempt to derive the value to the listener 
in dollars, and perhaps it would be a good plan to do that 
because of the fact that at the moment we are considering 
the economic value r>f this increased service. Of 
.369 course, it is difficult to a 7 )praise the value of any 
broadcasting station to any listener. One might take 
the basis of the British Broadcasting Company which, I 
believe, taxes the listeners several dollars per year per 
rec(*iving set. and has, perhaps, twenty stations available 
to the listeners, so that conservatively one might say that 
the listener is taxed ten cents per station per year for 
this service in Great Britain. Here, of course, we give 
away our broadcasting, as far as the direct tax on the lis¬ 
tener is concerned. The support of the broadcasting in¬ 
dustry comes, as the support of the 7 )ublication industry 
comes, through the advertising value and the increased 
utility produced by the advertising. Suppose you took one- 
tenth of the English broadcasting stations figure and as- 
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sumed that our service was worth one cent per one thou¬ 
sand hours of progTam to each of the potential listeners. 
Then tlie increment of service value to the public would 
bo 73,000.000 million times one cent or $733,000, and if you 
follow out that plan of reasoning you will findi that in¬ 
creased service worth three-quarters of a million dollars 
costs the public nothing from that point of view, ^nd costs 
the liroadcasting owner but $4,000 to $10,000 a year, de¬ 
pending upon the number of hours per year he is permitted 
to operate. In other words, the economics of the situation 
are very clearly in favor of high-powered operatipn. 

In discussing the second topic, namely, the njiatter of 
time division, I conceive the Commission would, perhaps, 
like me to say something constructive, rather than to set 
forth either objections or simple facts without con- 
370 elusions of that sort. ! 

AVith res})ect to the matter of jiower increase I 
might well be asked: What can the Commission do? In an 
instance of this sort, where facilities are available, where 
better public service will b(“ produced by full use|of those 
facilities, where interference should not result frbm their 
full use, and where, if it does i-esult, the full use can be cur¬ 
tailed, there is only one conclusion, namely, that the in¬ 
creased power should be used. That is expressed as my 
personal point of view, based upon the scientific fabts which 
I have attempted to set forth. 

The second item under consideration here is the matter 
of increased time on the air on whatever cleared channel 
this station may be operating. From that point |of view, 
I propose to make no comparison of programsj station 
values or service values. T propose to say nothing with 
respect to any other station, but to confine myself to the 
situation of AVEXR. The reason for operating a Iplant of 
the type owned by WEXR for more than four houys a day 
on the air is, as T understand it. primarily the satisfaction 
of the listener demand for a continuation of the present— 
or present until Xovember 11th—17-hour per day programs 
which that station has been sending out. There arie one or 
two points of view which should be considered ini connec¬ 
tion with that. Testimony has already been given! here as 
to the character of programs rendered, its diversity, its 
public appeal, its general quality, the particular services 
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represented by the prograi.; and the independein-o 

371 and initiative used hy tlie .station in developing these 
programs. Furthermore, their lack of dependence 

upon programs delivered from other points. The demand 
for programs of that sort is necessarily determined hy two 
factors. One is the specific popularity of the individual 
station under consideration and the other is our own com¬ 
mon sense judgment of program value. T know there is as 
mucli dispute about the best program and as much ditfer- 
ence of opinion as to what constitutes the best ])rogram to 
he given from a broadcasting station as there is about any 
one coiiti-oversial topic that w(‘ arc' likely to pick out. and I 
would not for a moment attempt to answer the (piestion of 
what is the best program for a broadcasting station to de¬ 
liver. Tliere are, however, those factors which T have men¬ 
tioned, factors which we all recognize as imi)ortant factors 
in program building, namely, diversity, general ap])('al, 
quality of rendition and special attention to service ele¬ 
ments. There is an additional principle, however, which 
T thiiik we must all consider. That is. that regardless of 
station location—whether it be in Chicago, in New York or 
in the intermediate country—it serves ])eople who are (‘ssc'u- 
tially the sameiin many of their human attributes. T have* 
spent a great deal of my life in farming country, and I have 
never found that farmers required a special type of treat¬ 
ment. T have spent a great deal of time in industrial cen¬ 
ters and I have never found that factory workers were 
('ssc'utially different from the rest of human beings. Tn 
other words, T have found, and believe, that the average 
])rogram which satisfies the average person best 

372 satisfies most people best and T ])elieve very fii-tulv 
with re.spect to broadcasting that specialized appeals, 

such as special language appeals, special regional appeals 
and special occupational appeals should be limited to the 
time necessary to serve those particular features, and that 
no broadcasting station should operate with 100 per cent, 
or anything like it. attention to any one specific field. T 
think our demand for broadcasting channels is too great to 
permit any channel to be tied up for any single group. 
That which is best for all is the thing which is be.st for the 
broadcasters, until such time as the Commission has enough 
wave bands on its hands to assign individual waves for in- 
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dividual services and nol at the same time reduce the serv¬ 
ice to tlie country. i 

Tlie second reason—that is to say, the reason, as^de from 
the demand of tlie public for operatina; station WENR the 
maxiiiiuni number of hours, is the economic jraiu. Now, 
that is a very simple matter and one which we dh must 
recoyni/.e. 'Without numerical data, it is perfectly clear 
that to use anythin<>- which is operated on a reguljar basis, 
by the week, by tlu* month or by the year—to use that more 
effectively in jioint of time is to reduce the co.^t of oiperation 
every unit of time it is used. That, as we know, is one of 
the jiroblems in our churches. Our churches are used effec¬ 
tively for a few hours a week. Nevertheless, the overhead, 
the staff and the rental carry on by thc' year, and the cost 
per hour of usinjr the church building is excessive! iu com¬ 
parison with the cost ])(‘r hour, for example, of our 
373 residences and of our office buildings. Tt is a prob¬ 
lem which restaurants face. Tn the down tokvn busi¬ 
ness section the expenses and profits of restaurants must 
be made almost entirely from tin* noon hour business, while 
restaurants away from the business centers have certain 
amount of evening business and sometimes a large lamount, 
and their operations must be on a basis, if they are to be 
profitable, which is high ])er operating hour. The same 
thing applies to broadcasting stations, because the invest¬ 
ment, the operating staff, the office staff, the program super¬ 
vision. and many, if not most, of the program artists who 
are regularly available must be paid by the week and com¬ 
puted by the week. If a station is used four hourslper day 
instead of eighteen hours per day, there is a tremendous 
ratio in cost, namely, that of eighteen to four, and! against 
the short-time operation the cost per hour is tremendously 
increased as to all fixed charges. There are, of! course, 
some charges which can be eliminated when a shorter time 
operation is used. The wire line costs for i)ickupi will be 
less when short-time operation is used, although if all sta¬ 
tions wanted to use short-time operation T doubt that the 
cost would be reduced because of the fact that they would 
have to be paid during the time they were used. But that 
is more or less aside from the matter.” 

(Mr. Adsit objected. Objection overruled. Exception 
taken.) 
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“Without regard to the details or the numbers, but com¬ 
ing down to this particular case, it seems to me it is cer¬ 
tainly evident that the gain in service to the listener 

374 is proportional to the number of hours that the sta¬ 
tion works. There is a general exception to that 

brief statement, in that the number of hours must be con¬ 
sidered in the light that the highest number of hours given 
to the listeners would be of very little value—certainly not 
four times the value—if four hours operation or sixteen 
hours operation were at a time of the day when few listeners 
were available, but to any one individual listener the service

as a station cost, that is to say. the saving ])er hour is 
.$169.(>0 <»i- (!7 per cent. Xow. of course, by going from 
two-sevejiths to full time the ])ublic gets 25(1 per cent addi- 
toinal sei'vice from the station. That i)ej- cent addi¬ 
tional service to the public does not cost the station any 
more money but costs the station less money, namely, that 
saving of 67 per cent per houi’. As I have said, the (luestion 
as to whether they are using two-sevenths time or full time 
is not a matter of power but a matter of pure economics. 
The saving in the cost of five kilowatt operation is 68 per 
cent and is against 67 per cent, and. of course, the increase 
from two-sevenths time to full time is against 2r)() per cent 
additional service. 

doing back to the same principle, 1 su))pose the Commis¬ 
sion would like me to say something about what it 

375 can do with respect to providing full-time service for 
this station. I see several possibilities there. One 

of them is to assign to WKXR the full use of one of the 
present cleared channels assigned to the fourth zone. Those 
channels are 670, 720, 770, 810. 870, 1,000, 1,090 and l.KiO 
kilocycles. Such an assignment would require a rearrange¬ 
ment of time or classification of some station or stations 
now assigned to one or more of those eight cleared channels, 
and 1 do not attempt to appraise the relative values of the 
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stations assigned to those channels. That is a thing about 
which the Cominission knows more than I can possibly tell 
it and represents the real problem.

A suggested solution, 
together with the solution of station congestion problems 
in many other jnirts of the country, is a reclassification of 
the wave bands so that there will be a minirmum of 50 
cleared channels or 10 ixer zone, instead of 40 cleared chan¬ 
nels, or y ])er zone as at present. It may be wor|h while to 
indicate what that would mean in the way of iadditional 
station loading. AVe have now 40 cleared channels on which 
there are, of course, 40 positions.” | 

(Mr. Scott objected. Objection overruled. iException 
taken.) 

“AVe have under the present arrangement 4^ cleared 
channels. AVe have, if I remember the figures, jsomething 
like 40 regional channels and (> local channels. 11] the num¬ 
ber of cleared channels were increased to 50 by ideducting 
10 of the regional channels we would liavij; a set up 
37G of 50 cleared, 30 regional and G local. The average 
loading of the regional channels, I believd, is about 
two and a half stations per channel, 1 should say, two and 
a half positions, because in some cases the assigninents are 
shared by several stations. The 10 regional chamiels which 
would thus bo converted to cleared channels would, there¬ 
fore, have 25 station assignments to be taken card of. Ten 
of those 25 would be taken care of as soon as the stations 
from cleared channels were allowed to prevail. As I say, 
10 of the 25 would be taken care of, leaving 15i regional 
assig-nments to be put back into the 30 remaining!^ regional 
channels, plus the G local channels. That would pi[oduce an 
increased average loading on regional channels I alone of 
one-half of an assignment per channel and increase the 
average loading from two and a half to three station assign¬ 
ments |)er regional channel. That is on the assumption that 
no regional stations were transferred to the local Ichannels 
and that no duplicate cleai-ed stations were assigned to the 
new cleared bands in order to maintain the same ] regional 
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loading of one-half an assignment per regional channel 
additional to that of November 11th and transferring any 
number—one, two, three or five—of stations from shared 
cleared channels to new unshared cleared channels would 
require that the same number of inferior, relatively, 
regional stations be put into the local classification. 

The other alternative would be to increase the loading of 
the regional channels. My belief is that a change of this 
sort, in the direction of increasing the number of cleared 
channels, even at the expense of slight additional 

377 loading of the regional channels and more nearly 
completing the loading of the local channels, would 

be a step in the right direction, that is to say, in the direc¬ 
tion of increased service to the radio listening public. It 
may be noted in this connection that the Commission has 
announced, I believe, that local channels are the oidy ones 
in which there is still room to s])are, and that by taking 
advantage of that situation additional cleared channels 
could be added at no sacrifice, except the transfer of some 
stations from regional status to local status. "Without 
regard to what the advantage of the several solutions I 
have attempted to indicate may be, as adojjted by the Com¬ 
mission, there is a point that I would like to bring up for 
consideration. That is, that no high-powered station at 
the present time, no 50 kilowatt station, let us say, on a 
cleared channel, should be assigned to the very high fre¬ 
quency end of the broadcasting spectrum unless that sta¬ 
tion is far remote, and by far remote I mean a matter of 
100 miles or more from intensely congested listener groups. 
The reason for that is—and, of course, 1 hope that coiuli- 
tion will be remedied within the next few years—that the 
receivers in use and the receivers being sold do not have 
as good selectivity at the higher frequency end of the dial 
as at the lower frequency end, and while any reasonably 
modern receiver is able to tune so as to prevent abnormal 
blanketing from high-powered stations quite close to the 
receiver location, yet if the frequency is, say, lower than 
1,100 or 1,200 kilocycles, those same receivers are unable 
to prevent blanketing and cross talk from power- 

378 ful signals at the higher frequency end. This, as I 
say, I hope will be cured in future receiver designs 

but I think it will be agreed that is the fact today. 
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I think the only further topic I have is the! matter of 
technical handicaps under which '\Vf"XR has been operat¬ 
ing up to Xovember 11th on the 1,040 kilocycle cjiannel. It 
has attained a substantial ]iopularity in its seciion of the 
country des]>ite those handicaps and they are exceedingly 
severe handicaps. In the lirst place, "WEXH at! 500 watts 
for night-time operation has been competing aigainst the 
following stations of higher ])Ower in the same section; 
KVW, 2,5(10 to 5,000 watts; WBBM, 5,000; WEAF, 1,500; 
AVdX, 1.500; WIIT, 5,000; WIBO, 5,000; WJZ, 5,^00; WLF, 
5,000; 'WM BI, 5,000. I 

Secondly, AVEXK has been operating on a hon-cleared 
channel up to Xovember lltli of 1,040 kilocycles; on which 
a number of stations operate simultaneouslyl. This is 
shown l)y ma]) 24-L, and i have arranged the stations in 
groui)s, in some cases the groups having but one station. 

1 am talking about 1040 as ludor to Xo\i(‘mber 11. 
570 There are t(‘u stations listed as haying been 
assigned to the 1040 kilocycle band, but not jail ten op¬ 
erating simultaneously. yVEXK of Chicago; eithin- "WX^AT 
or WlAB, vr of Philadeli)hia; KGBX, St. Josbjdi, IMo.; 
'WKY, of Oklahoma City; either WSSII, of Boston, or 
WBET, of Medfoi'd, and KPT.iA, of Los Angele.!^, were in 
simult;uieous night o})eration. The tenth statiop, WDBO, 
was assigned to daytime operation and did not come into the 
interference situation. On map 24-L I have shoiyn, on the 
usual basis, the heterodyne i-ange under average iiiighttime 
conditions of these several stations, and have also ihown the 
100-mile radius of 'WEXR's old station. The daG'ed lines 
show the heterodyne interference ranges from Baston and 
from Missouri, in nights of fa\’orable transmi|;sion. the 
heterodyne interference from Philadelphia and fijom Okla¬ 
homa City also cut into the service area of AVEXP. This 
means that Alap Xo. 24-L shows a channel whi'-h| I myself 
have observed and know to have been a severe hhterodyn- 
ing channel and enpihasizes the fact that AVEXlCs popu¬ 
larity has been attained in the face of both of tlie i)ower 
hamlicap and the heterodyne interference handicap to which 
I ha\ i‘ I’cferred. I 

I think that co\'ers the points which I have analyzed and 
desire to present to the Commission in connection with 
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these two items, namely, the increase in power and the 
increase from two-sevenths time to .neater operating time. 

380 Cross-examination by Mr. Scott: 

I was retained by WENR either the latter half of Sep¬ 
tember or the first of October so far as 1 recall as a tech¬ 
nical expert and adviser. I am certain that it was after I 
appeared as a witness on duly 23rd before the h’ederal 
Radio Commission. At that time I was not in the employ 
of the Federal Radio Commission. 1 was asked to come 
here but I got nothing for it. It was a desire on my part 
to aid the Commission in every way I ])ossibly could and 
not to charge for my services. 

I think that I testified along somewhat the same lines 
that I have testified today. The purpose of that testi¬ 
mony, as I understood it, was to e.\plain for the benefit not 
only of the Commission but for the broadcasters a number 
of engineering matters which unfortunately have not as 
yet had wide circulation and are therefore not widely appre¬ 
ciated. I think of course that some of the principles which 
I set forth in that testimony and some of those which 1 
have repeated and set forth here today nndoni)tedly were 
taken into consideration by the Commission in working out 
its allocation, but I did not know, if that l)e a fact, that 
the purpose of my deposition at that time was connected in 
any way with the preparation of the allocation. 

I said that under average night conditions a ."),0()0 watt 
station has a heterodyne range which is likely to cover the 
entire United States. The fact is that signal intei-ference 
or any wave disturbance produced by any station will on 
the average go farther by night than by day, and I 

381 think I made that quite clear in my statement here. 

On those maps, 24-A and so forth, I have not con¬ 
sidered the Canadian stations. 88U on one side is a 
Canadian shared channel and 890, 20 kilocycles away, is a 
Canadian shares station. Let us get this straight. AVe are 
talking about 870 or AYEXR. On one side of that is a 
cleared channel, 860,. 10 kilocycles away, and on the other 
side is a Canadian shared channel, SSO kilocycles. 20 kilo¬ 
cycles away on one is 850, which is a cleared channel, and 
on the other is 890, which is a Canadian shared channel. 
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On one side of 870 the next channel, which is i880, is a 
Canadian shared channel.

In my testimony I have limited myself to the United 
States stations. In the broadcast telephone range I think 
it is true that it is essential for desirable reception and 
transmission to have stations located at least 10 kilocycles 
apart, or with a separation of 10 kilocycles. I ipight say 
that I believe 10 kilocycles separation between! adjacent 
broadcasting channels is the minimum and is even then a 
partial compromise with quality. 

There is no point raised but what the accepted radio 
band runs between 550 and 1500. That is the! accepted 
s]K‘ctrum placed at the disposal of broadcasting! stations, 
and ro])resents 90 or 91 channels. I think it is fhir to say 
that one station per channel gives the best ser\'ic$ for that 
station as a general rule. 

In my chart 24-K in the radii of prospective 
382 recejition the exterior circle is 1000 miles, and I 
have not i)laced the farming population of 9^,600,000. 
I mean by that the total population and not thq farming 
population. 

1 have not rei)resentod Stations KDKA or WEAF. Of 
other high iwwer stations running from 15,000 to 50,000 I 
have consulted with the owners of Station WON, the 
Fhicago Trit)une, in connection with technical mjatters in 
the operation of their station.

])cople ask me questions from time to time, and I am glad 
to answer them, but as far as having done a particular job 
for any particular station, the only ones of 15,00(|) or over 
th.at 1 recall at the moment are WON and WENE. 

I 
live on Long Island in Forest Hills, almost directly east 
of the city center and about eight miles in an ai^- line.

I would he very glad to assert that the 
rural community would he very deeply interested in tlie 
stock market reports, weather repoils. food and vcgetahle 
reports, l)utter rejiorts, farm talks, farm news and reports 
of experinu-nts on various and sundry farms, not only 
those ojierated hy universities hut even those operated hy 
railroads. 

It has always been my view that one of the greatest serv¬ 
ices llu‘ radio can possibly develo]) is to bring to the 
farmer what he has difficulty in getting othei'wise. Of 
course a ])art of tlu‘ problem befoia* the (’oinmission is 
towards the end of giving the farmer and the farm element 
the radio service which is ac<-ei)table to them as necessary.

1 know that the Department of Commerce has been in¬ 
creasing its copiplement of poi'table measuring apjiaratus, 
but T ilo not know anything about the S<-ranton or AVheel- 
ing situation to which you refer. I have lived in "Washing¬ 
ton a g<Kjd many winters, and I come down with reason¬ 
able fre<iuency. T have listened to radio receiving sets 
here on several:occasions. I have never tried to get Balti¬ 
more. I have no general impression of the "Washington 
situation to the extent I have knowledge of the Xew York 
situation. I suppose I have spent about two weeks 
387 or thereabouts in C^hicago in the last year. I made 
no comparison as to the merits of the programs of 
"WEXR as coiistrasted with the programs of "\VLS in my 
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testimony. I \vas not r.ndertaking to contrast! tlie popu¬ 
larity of either station.'’ 

Cross-examination hy Mr. Gnider: ! 

“I think I prefaced my statement with the thjought that 
tliere was perhaps nolliina: on whieli there was! more dis¬ 
agreement tlian on wliat the pnhlie likes, and that the only 
conclnsioji whieh I have lieen able to derive was l|hat every¬ 
body liked entertainnunit. and that everybody liked within 
reason the same general character of entertainment. I 
think if yon would take a cross section of thp country, 
whether yon live in the city, in the suburbs or on a farm, 
yon would tiiul the ])eople like good music, and that the 
better it is ])i-esent<’d the better thc'y like it. 'I'here arc 
peo])le who do not like it if a man talks too lojng, and it 
does not matter whether they are living in Xew Y’ork, (dii- 
cago, the snbui’bs or in the countI'y. I d() not mepn by that 
statement to say that all stations ought to broadcast the 
same sort of thing at the same time. It is wellito have a 
variety. My statement had nothing to do with ifhe simul¬ 
taneous operation of various stations, but 1 rM’erred to 
the type of program that was g(m(M-ally accejitable. Let ns 
say that one of the fundamental ideas of the multiplicit.y 
of st.itions is to lu'ovide a variety of service. That variety 
of s(‘rvice would not be had if all ti’ansmitted in <ij ])erfectly 
standardized way and at the >ame time. If you will let me 
go further and say that in seh'cting the stations to 
d8<S which yon would assiaii. if yon had (everything in 
your control, the division of j)rogi‘ams, it I would bo 
wise to assign things to a station which can do ^he thing.? 
which you have* in mind best. Of course we are talking in 
generalities, but insofar as facilities ai'e available, where 
a station has a staff that is trained to render high grade 
service of any chai'acter. naturally and obviously ill is in the 
public interest to use those facilities to their best possible 
end. ’ ■ i 


Redirect examination bv Mr. "Wing: 


“The stations that I like best and that my acquaintances 
like best are those which in themselves provide a high grade 
service in point of all signals delivered, plus a high grade 
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service iu point of execution of eaeh program item, plus a 
high grade service in point of variety of program.”

V. L. Hogan, and marked 24-A to 24-L, inclusive, were re¬ 
ceived in evidence and marked Exhibits 24-A to 24-L, in¬ 
clusive, and are as follows:)

401 Further redirect examination by Mr. Wing: 

**lu said Exhibits 24-A to 24-L, I did not show the Cana¬ 
dian stations. 1 must confess that 1 had completely forgot¬ 
ten about Canadian stations. But during the noon hour 1 
have looked up the Canadian stations on the two channels 
adjacent to 870, that is to say the 880 channel, which is 10 
kilocycles away, and the 890 channel, which is 20 kilocycles 
away. 1 useil the Department of Commerce list of ('anadian 
stations, which gives the frequencies of the Canadian sta¬ 
tions. 

I find the nearest station 10 kilocycles away is at Hamil¬ 
ton, Ontario, 420 miles from Downers Grove as nearly as I 
can measure on the mai»s I have available here. 

The next nearest station on that frequency is at Quebec, 
900 miles away. 

On the 890 kilocycle channel, which has a difference of 20 
kilocycles, the nearest station is at St. John, New Bruns¬ 
wick, ami is 1150 miles away from Chicago. 

There are of the seven United States stations operating 
or licensed to ojierate at 25 kilowatts or more on cleared 
channels, live which have distances nearer (nearer than 
either of these Canadian stations is to Chicago) to other 
United States station either 10 or 20 kilo<*ycles difference. 
One of those is WBBM, which is nearer both to the stations 
10 kilocycles and the stations 20 kilocycles away. 
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Another is AVLW, whi. h is nearer to the stations 20 kilo¬ 
cycles away. | 

Another is KDKA, whirh is nearer to t|he stations 

402 both 10 kiloc-yclos aiul 20 kilocycles away.i 

Another is W.JZ, wliieh is nearer to the station 20 
kilocycles away. i 

Another is AVEAF, which is nearer to the station 20 kilo¬ 
cycles away. I 

Of the stations for which construction permits on in¬ 
creased power from 2o to oO kilowatts have hben issued, 
live are similarly noai’er to I'nited States stations 10 and 20 
kilocycles different than AVEXlx is to the nearesjt (.''anadian 
stations 10 and 20 kilocycles off. i 

Those Stations are AVS.M, which is nearer [to United 
States stations both 10 and 20 kilocycles away,i and KFI, 
AVCFL. AVFAA and AVFIUM, all of which are netM’<?i' to sta¬ 
tions separated hy 20 kilocycles. I 

I am sorry that I foru'ot all about Canada, aiut I thougiit 
that perhaps this information would be helpf^d, and so 
looked it up durinii' the noon hour.” i 

Fui'ther cross-examin.-ition by Mr. Scott: 

“The substance of my testimony is that those illustra¬ 
tions that I have eiven tliat stations within 1|he United 
Slates are ,e'eo,<i'raphi<-ally less than 440 miles fiajm the sta¬ 
tions with the hieii power, the ))oint is that inscjfar as the 
effect on i-adio lisl(‘ners in the United States is [concerned, 
this 870 kilocycle channel is better than the av(M':ji<i-e United 
Slal(‘s channel from the ))oint of view of cross-thlk to sta¬ 
tions eithei- 10 or 20 kilocycles away. i 

Xow I think yf)ur jtoint was that 1 had foryotteii all about 
oui- Canadian friends, and that by increasiinir power 

403 on 870 kilocycles the United States mi.aljit thereby 
interfere intolerably with a vei'y nearbyl Canadian 

station. | 

AVell, now, if there had been a Canadian station 10 kilo¬ 
cycles off, and riulit mnir. within bO miles or 1()0 niiiles—I do 
not know how near the border is to AVEXR—that point 
would have been well taken, and consequently T looked the 
matter up dnrine: the noon hour to find out wltelher my 
ovei’sin'ht bad any siirnificance. and I find it has ncit, because 
while the nearest station, Hamilton, Ontario, is mjtarer than 
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tlio nearest 10 kilocycle separation station of the United 
States, it is still farther than the standard that has been 
established by the licensing and construction permits issued 
to other United States stations. 

Xow T liave not liad time to look up the Canadian stations 
on all of the channels, ])ut I have compared the Canadian 
stations on this channel with the United States stations on 
the other channels. 

There is no preneral answer as to the minimum a-eoirrapbi- 
cal separation between hiah powered stations or high pow- 
(u-ed and low ]')owered stations. It would have to be decided 
with other factors from the point of view of each particular 
case. Practical e.xperience would be most useful to demon¬ 
strate the accuracy of any decision that would necessarily 
be mad(‘ in advance. In other words I believe in i)utting 
all of these things to the test and then judging them after 
the test is made in the interest of the public. 

(.'hannels 880 and 890 are Canadian shared chan- 
404 nels, and Canadian Government can license broad¬ 
casting stations in Canada to operate on those chan¬ 
nels, and 1 see no reason why the Canadian Government 
should not have authority to put a station on tlu' border 
on this 880 or 890 channel. And I think the h^ederal Padio 
Gommission could with j^erfect iiroju-iety put a bO.OOO watt 
station in the city of Chicago or the Chicago area on a chan¬ 
nel imnu-diately adjacent to a Canadian channel, and 1 be¬ 
lieve that high powered stations have already been assigned 
not adjacent merely to Canadian shared channels, but to 
Canadian e.xclnsive channels, and that they are operating 
satisfactoiily. Xow that is a point that I could check by 
an inspection of the list. "Well, we have one here, 700 kilo¬ 
cycles, '\VLW. licensed to operate at 50,000 watts, 10 kilo¬ 
cycles away. GOO kilocycles, Canadian exclusive. WLW is 
located at Mason, Ohio, north of Cincinnati, in the northeast 
of the southwest corner of the State by about 20 to MO miles. 

Then we have 'WBBM. Chicago, licensed to operate at 
25.000 watts, next to 780 kilocycles, Canadian shared. 

I ])resume there are others that I could find if I took time 
enough and you wish me. 

Commissioner Caldwell: I think there are a number of 
such cases. 

i\Ir. Scott: Yes. 
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We have 970 kilocycles, WCFL, Chicago, already granted 
a construction permit for 50,000 watts, immediately ad¬ 
jacent to 960 kilocycles, Canadian exclusive. There must 
be more of those. i 


I am simply speaking of the matter of the Cana- 
405 dian Dominion’s right to put a station on |he border 
near the other station. That is the point y(j)u brought 


up, sir. 

I think that is the best engineering that could be done 
under the present circumstances. Every time wnf license a 
station we curtail in some degree the Canadiaii Govern¬ 
ment. We have here a tremendously difficult proposition 
of taking care of a large number of stations on a spiall num¬ 
ber of channels, and every time we take care of one of those 
stations we limit the Canadian opportunity to opeiiate either 
at or near that frequency. i 

I not only admit it but assert that the proximity of Cana¬ 
dian cleared channels and the Canadian shared! channels 
to an American used channel re})resents the greatest ])rob- 
ability of interference, of heterodyne. And 1 alsb endorse, 
in answer to your former question, the jiresent, policy of 
the Radio Commission as the best engineering thjat can be 
done under those circumstances. We have not got an ideal 
set-up to work towards. I 

I suggested increasing the number of cleared! channels 
by ten as the minimum. By increasing the numbei* of chan¬ 
nels by ten, from 40 to 50, you would have to take those 
channels from some existing classification. It sgemed to 
me to be the most effective to take it from the rei:ional. I 
am not certain that the regional stations are operating on a 
maximum of a thousand watts, but it is not far from that. 
I believe that it is true that a number of stations which have 
been assigned to the present regional classified !channels 
were obliged to reduce their power in order to come down 
to the maximum of 1000. 

406 !My proposal of increasing the cleared channels by 
ten as a minimum would not require a further I’e- 
duction in power of those regional channels. I ejxplained 
that there would be probably 30 stations, 15 assignments, 
which would have to be taken care of on the 30 remaining 
regional or on the 6 remaining local channels. Xojv if they 
went to local channels, any of them, or if any of the | regional 
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stations wore oonsidon'cl of insiifRciont ]inblio valno to re¬ 
main as ro”’ionals and had to uo to locals, those ])artienlar 
reirionals would proliahly have to reduce their ]iower until 
siu'h time as all of the locals and all of tlu' reu'iouals wen* 
airain ])erndtted to increase, which uiidouhtedly is coiniui;. 

We have ‘Hi channels altou'ether. and with tlu* (i Canadian 
exclusive channels subtracted from !Hi makes DO. 1 la-lieve 
that all of those which have l>ecn considerc'i’cd worthy of 
cleared channel ]>ositions in tin* initial sct-ii]) would bi‘come 
irood re.irionals under the new .')() cleared channel set-u]). 

There is no such thimr as a regional cleared channel. If 
yon will listen to me I think 1 can make that clear. I was 
tryinir to mak<‘ chair that >lations taken from ])resent 
reirional channels would not ni'cessarily Itccome local sta¬ 
tions. Hith(*r some regional >tations somewlu're would 
liave to be demoted to local stations in ordor to make room 
for new regional stations, or lU'w regional stations would 
have to be added as addition.al loads on reirional channels, 
or there would Inna- to b(‘ further division of time on 
407 n'eional chaniu'ls. That is all the Commission has 
left in the way of modification. 

T lielieve in tlu* value of reeioual stations and of local 
stations. I consider that they are iierhaps not ('ssential. 
but are hiyhly imiiortant and desirc(l Ity a laru'e ]lercc'nta.ee 
of our list ('nine'])o])ulation. and for that laaisou I think that 
T have beam one of the staunchest advocates for considera¬ 
tion for local and rc'irional stations. 

Koirional channels are occupied on an averaae of two 
and a half assie:nments. that is to say. where they were on 
the averaeri* of more than two and a half there is usually 
a sharimr of time, is theia' not ! Then* may be one or two 
which have four without a division of tinu*. but tin* axau'aev 
is less than that. WAAF on regional channel ti’jO was a 
dayliii'ht station, and of cours(‘ we are thinking of nieht 
time interfi'rence. so there are only three stations on that 
channel. 

I absolutely a.a'ree with you that it is not tenable to put 
a daylijrht station f)n a reyioual channel which is not sep¬ 
arated ii-eoi;ra]ihically an adetiuate distance from another 
station operatinir simultaneously as not to cause an unbear¬ 
able interference. A station causes vei'y much h'ss inter¬ 
ference in the daytime, and if we had only daytime stations 
to consider the Commission would have no job at all. 
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I said that there would be not 40 stations, but an a%’era"o 
of 25 stations, perhaps even less, if you selected the re- 
gionals which had the smallest number of stations. Now 
that might not be possible. But assume you take the aver¬ 
age number of 25. Twentv-tive assisrnments mia'lit mean 
more than 25 stations because of the fact;that there 
408' is some time division. I have studied thi^ carefully. 

I won’t point out a place where an actual station can 
be put on a regional channel, because I have made a definite 
policy of not condemning any station nor of jjiidging its 
ability, and I am not going to attempt an analysis of the 
regional channels. 

The point comes down to the fact that on a complete 
study of it, someone—and that “someone” will b6 the Com¬ 
mission—must decide whether the gain to the public to be 
attained by increasing the number of cleared channels is so 
great as to offset any inconvenience to the public icaused by 
any possible additional crowding of regional or local chan¬ 


nels. ! 

It is conceivable that this could be put into ioperation 
without increased loading on regional channels iat all, al¬ 
though that would involve demoting some regional stations 
to local stations. If that were the best I’esult fron^ the point 
of view of the listener, that could be done withouticrowding 
the regional channels more than they are now crowded. It 
would fill up the spaces to some e.xtent at least, iwhich do 
e.xist in certain of the local channels at some points. 

If the Commission undertook to increase tlie number of 
cleared channels by ten, it would not entail a coiiiplote re¬ 
vamping of this entire spectrum based on the allocations of 
November 11th. It would entail a very considerable study, 
and I have no doubt that the end could be achieve^ without 
anything like a complete upset of the present situ£|tion, nor 
indeed any upset comparable to that of November 
409 11th. I think it would be less than a 50 percentage of 

a change involved. I have not anything to base it on 
except the work that has been done. I 

Now I do believe that the ways out are several, i I do be¬ 
lieve tliat the gains to the listening public would be so large 
that it would be well worth the necessary effort ito study 
the thing out in detail, and I believe that, with the ingenuity 
that the Commission and its advisers have, a method of 
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aoliioviiiir that most desii-ahli- cud conhl be worked out at 
relatively little iiu-onvcniciu-i' citiicr to the broadcasters or 
to the public. 

The mattci- of cleared channels is not a matter of ])nblic 
demand nor of broadcasters' demand. The cleared channel 
idea and its eoual distribntion amony the Zones implies 
iiothiny more than tin* fact that the einht or ten or twelve—■ 
whatever number of channels pei- Zone are cleared—shall 
be occupied by the ln'st stations in that Zone.” 

('I'hat concludes the testimony of Mr. lloyan.) 

410 E. G. Ham, a witness calh-<l on bidialf of Station 

WMXlb beiny lirst duly swoi n. testified, in substance, 
as follows;

‘‘1 examiiK-done yroti]) of .'lifOiKi, so my testimony is that 
12,500 out of the 5(i,i)0i> 1 examined in Chicayo put AVMXR 
lirst.” 

Cross-examination by Mr. Scott; 

‘‘I am enyayi’il in makiny business survey s. 1 am a staff 
member of the Ibisiness Research Corporation. 1 am not 
connected with the Xorthwestern University or the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicayo. nor with any university oryanization. 1 
conducted the telephone canv;is< to yet this expression from 
50.000 iieople in Chicayo. I yot the names from the Chicayo 
Tcleidione Directory, and tiiey were selected by the ex- 
chanyes as they appeared in the Telephone Directory, and 
called up these people and asked them to express their first, 
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second, third and fourth choice. I had a group of 

411 operators who did this. I didn't do it alii myself. I 
made no extra calls myself. I was there Iduring the 

time this canvass was being made. I didn't actually do any 
of the telephoning myself.” | 

(Mr. Scott moved that the testimony of the Iwitness be

We ob¬ 
tained a group of operators from the Illinois iBell Tele¬ 
phone Company to make tlie canvass. The cards were pre¬ 
pared from the names api)caring in the Directoity witli the 
telephone number.

Purpose. 

The purpose ^of tliis survey was to olhain from about 
•50,000 residents of Cliicaao. their jireference of Chicago 
radio stations, and to tabulate these expressed preferences 
in oiah'r to determine the relative popularity of the several 
Chicago stations. 


Method of Conducting Survey. 

The survey or canvass was conducted over the telephone 
from October 19. 192?^ to Xovember S. 192?^. inclusive. A 
group of teleyihone ojierators was obtained from the Illinois 
P>ell Telei>hone ('om]^!!!}’. care beiiur taken to see that no 
operator was employed who had been connected with a 
radio station. 

Instructions were issued to each operator as follows: 

“After obtainiua' the identity of the person being called, 
the operator states as follows: 

‘We are calling to ask you what radio stations you pre¬ 
fer. AVhat is your favorite station, and what station would 
you ])lace second, third and fourth?* 

“In some instances where necessary the operators also 
will say: 

‘This canvass is lieing made because there are so many 
stations in Chicago that some of them will have to have 
their time restricted by the Radio Commission. We think 
you will want to have your vote counted.' 

The names used in the survey were obtained from the al- 
7 >habetic;il list in the Chicago Telephone Directory. Only 
residential customers were selected for this survey. 
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The telephone exchanges used were divided into two 
groups; the North Side exchanges and the South Side ex¬ 
changes. The North Side group includes all ex- 
42.3 changes nortli of Roosevelt Road excepting Monroe, 
Superior, Randolph, Main and Wabash: and the 
South Side group includes all exchanges south oh Roosevelt 
Road excepting Canal, (Mlumct, Douglas, Yardis and Oak¬ 
land. The exchanges wliich were not used are located in 
territorv which is largelv commercial. 

In order to maintain a careful check and close supervi¬ 
sion over the work of the telephone operators! a monitor 
board was installed and all operators were regu'larly moni¬ 
tored, to see that no influence was exerted on the vote of 
the persons who were called.

The “No Answer” class includes the cards ofj those per¬ 
sons whom the operators were unable to reach after three 
attempts. 

The “No Radio” class includes the cards of thbse persons 
who stated they had no radio and were not accustomed to 
“listening in” on the radio and were not qualified to state 
a preference of stations. 

The “Not Interested” class includes cards ofj those per¬ 
sons who refused to express an opinion. 

424 The “No Choice” class includes cards of those per¬ 
sons who were unable to classify their preferences 
by first choice, second clioice, third choice aind fourth 
choice, but stated that they liked them all equally well. 
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The “Telephone Troubles” class includes cards ■which 
contained disconnected numbers, wrong numbers, and, in a 
few cases, duplicate listings.
